Articles  39  to  52  inclusive  were  referred  to  the  Ways  and  Means 
Committee. 

Voted,  Article  53.  To  add  the  Water  Department  to  the  several  depart- 
ments mentioned. 

Article  53  as  amended  was  referred  to  the  Ways  and  Means  Committee. 

Voted,  Article  54.  To  accept  and  adopt  this  article  excusing  from  duty 
members  of  the  Fire  Department  one  day  out  of  every  five  without  loss  of 
pay  in  accordance  with  this  article. 

Articles  55  and  57  were  referred  to  the  Ways  and  Means  Committee. 

Voted:  To  take  from  the  Ways  and  Means  Committee  Article  11,  the 
same  to  be  acted  upon  by  this  meeting. 

Voted,  Article  11.  That  the  Treasurer  with  the  approval  of  the  Select- 
men may  be  and  hereby  is  authorized  to  borrow  money  from  time  to  time 
in  anticipation  of  the  taxes  of  the  municipal  year,  beginning  the  first  day 
of  January,  A.  D.,  1916,  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  in  the  aggregate  the 
sum  of  $225,000,  and  to  issue  a  note  or  notes  therefor,  payable  within  one 
year.  Any  debt  or  debts  incurred  under  this  vote  to  be  paid  from  the  taxes 
of  said  municipal  year.  (Unanimous).

During  1916,  bonds  to  the  amount  of  $61,450  fall  due  and  must  be  pro- 
vided for. 
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The  appropriations  which  we  have  recommended  in  our  report  call  for 
the  issue  of  bonds  to  the  amount  of  $49,250.  If  all  of  these  appropriations 
are  granted  and  no  ?nore  bonds  are  issued  during  the  year,  the  net  decrease 
in  bonded  indebtedness  for  1916  will  be  $12,200.

SERVICE  AUTOMOBILE. 

We  have  carefully  investigated  the  recommendation  of  the  Board  of 
Fire  Engineers  for  the  purchase  and  equipment  of  a  service  automobile  for 
general  work  in  the  department,  and  believe  that  it  would  be  a  matter  of 
economy  for  the  town  to  purchase  such  a  machine,  as  at  the  present  time 
it  is  necessary  to  hire  an  automobile  for  use  because  of  the  retirement  of 
the  Chief's  horse,  therefore,  we  recommend  an  appropriation  of  $600  for 
this  purpose. 

MOTOR  LADDER  TRUCK. 

We  do  not  believe  the  financial  condition  of  the  town  is  such  as  to 
warrant  the  appropriation  of  $6,500  at  this  time  for  the  purchase  of  a 
motor  ladder  truck.  The  town  already  possesses  a  light,  serviceable 
horse  drawn  ladder  truck  which  has  been  in  use  but  seven  years  and, 
according  to  the  Board  of  Fire  Engineers,  is  in  good  condition.  We, 
therefore,  recommend  that  the  purchase  of  a  motor  ladder  truck  be 
indefinitely  postponed,  and  that  a  committee,  consisting  of  the  Board  of 
Fire  Engineers  and  Board  of  Selectmen,  be  authorized  to  purchase  two 
new  horses,  and  that  the  sum  of  $700  be  appropriated  to  pay  for  same. 

In  view  of  the  faithful  service  of  the  two  horses  about  to  be  retired,  we 
recommend  that  said  committee,  under  the  authority  of  Chapter  133,  Acts 
of  1908,  transfer  them  to  the  custody  of  Red  Acre  Farm,  incorporated,  or 
make  such  other  humane  disposition  as  may  be  desirable. 
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NEW  BOILER  IN  CENTRAL  ENGINE  HOUSE. 
We  recommend  the  appropriation  of  $600  for  the  purchase  and  installa- 
tion of  a  new  boiler  in  the  Central  Engine  House  to  take  the  place  of  the 
present  one,  which  has  been  in  use  for  25  years  and  is  unfit  for  further 
service. 

NEW  FIRE  ALARM  BOXES. 
We  recommend  the  sum  of  $225  be  appropriated  to  pay  for  three  fire 
alarm  boxes,  which  have  been  purchased  and  are  ready  for  use. 

REPAIRS  TO  AUTO  PUMPING  ENGINE. 
We  recommend  that  the  sum  of  $993.60  be  appropriated  to  cover  the 
cost  of  repairs  and  freight  on  the  Auto  Pumping  Engine,  made  necessary 
by  the  accident  of  last  July. 

REPAIRS  TO  PHILLIPS  BEACH  ENGINE  HOUSE. 
We  recommend  that  the  sum  of  $650  be  appropriated  for  re-shingling 
the  roof  and  general  repairs  at  the  Phillips  Beach  Engine  House. 

GAMEWELL  REPEATER. 

We  recommend  that  the  sum  of  $675  be  appropriated  to  pay  for  the 
Gamewell  Repeater,  which  was  purchased  for  the  fire  alarm  system. 

A  number  of  these  appropriations  are  to  pay  bills  contracted  some  time 
ago,  without  authority,  and  we  suggest  that  from  this  time  on  no  bills  be 
contracted  by  this  department,  or  other  departments  of  the  town,  without 
first  securing  proper  authority. 

STORAGE  SHED  AT  CENTRAL  ENGINE  HOUSE. 

Owing  to  the  sale  of  the  town  land  on  which  were  located  the  sheds 
used  by  the  Fire  Department  for  storage  purposes,  it  is  necessary  that  a 
shed  be  built  for  this  purpose  at  the  rear  of  the  Engine  House,  and  we 
recommend  that  $300  be  appropriated  for  this  purpose. 

We  recommend  the  sum  of  $15,400  for  current  expenses  and  pay  roll  of 
the  Fire  Department;  $2,715  for  hydrant  rental. 

SCHOOL  FIRE  ALARM  BOXES. 

As  recommended  by  the  Board  of  Fire  Engineers  in  their  report,  your 
committee  has  investigated  the  subject  of  installing  fire  alarm  boxes  in  the 
schools  of  the  town  and  has  come  to  the  conclusion  that  the  safety  of  the 
school  children  is  of  too  much  importance  to  allow  a  matter  of  dollars  and 
cents  to  prevent  it  from  taking  every  precaution  to  secure  their  safety  in 
case  of  a  fire  in  any  of  the  school  buildings.  We  are  advised  by  the  Board 
of  Fire  Engineers  that  these  boxes  can  be  installed  for  the  sum  of  $1,200 
and  we  recommend  that  $1,200  be  appropriated  for  this  purpose. 

Art.  13.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  in  relation  to  the 
recommendations  in  the  report  of  the  Tree  Warden,  as  contained  in  the 
Annual  Report,  December  31,  1915,  on  page  130. 

We  recommend  that  the  sum  of  $750  be  appropriated  for  overhead 
expenses  of  the  Tree  Warden,  and  $325  for  heading  in  willows  on  Puritan 
road  and  planting  25  trees  on  Humphrey  street. 

Art.  14.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  relation  to  the  recom- 
mendations in  the  report  of  the  Forest  Warden,  as  contained  in  the  Annual 
Report,  December  31,  1915,  on  page  131. 

We  recommend  that  the  unexpended  balance,  $377.31,  for  the  year  1915, 
be  appropriated  for  the  use  of  the  Forest  Warden. 

Art.  15.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  relation  to  the 
recommendations  in  the  report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Moth  Work,  as 
contained  in  the  Annual  Report,  December  31,  on  page  133. 

The  small  hand  spraying  outfit  now  being  used  by  the  Moth  Department 
is  antiquated  and  hot  economical  for  the  town  to  use.  We  recommend 
that  the  sum  of  $250  be  appropriated  for  the  purchase  of  a  small  power 
spraying  outfit,  which  will  give  increased  efficiency  and  be  a  matter  of 
economy  for  the  Town. 
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We  also  recommend  that  the  sum  of  $175  be  appropriated  for  the  pur- 
chase of  500  feet  of  hose. 

Because  of  the  sale  of  the  Town  land  on  New  Ocean  street  on  which 
was  the  shed  where  this  department  stored  its  supplies  and  equipment,  it 
is  necessary  that  a  new  locker  be  erected  for  its  use.  This  can  be  done 
more  economically  at  the  stone  crushing  plant  of  the  Highway  Depart- 
ment than  elsewhere.  We  recommend  that  $100  be  appropriated  for  erec- 
tion of  a  locker  at  this  place. 

Art,  16.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  in  relation  to  the 
recommendations  in  the  report  of  the  Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures,  as 
contained  in  the  Annual  Report,  December  31,  1915,  on  page  134. 

In  view  of  the  increased  duties  imposed  by  the  State  we  recommend 
that  the  salary  of  the  Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures  be  increased  to  $100 
and  that  amount,  together  with  $70  for  general  expenses,  be  appropriated 
under  this  article. 

Art.  17.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  in  relation  to  the 
recommendations  in  the  report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Cemetery,  as 
contained  in  the  Annual  Report,  December  31,  1915,  on  page  135. 

We  recommend  that  the  appropriation  of  $1,600  be  made  for  the  care 
and  maintenance  of  the  cemetery  as  recommended  by  the  Superintendent 
of  Cemetery. 

Art.  18.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  in  relation  to  the 
recommendations  in  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Health,  as  contained  in  the 
Annual  Report,  December  31,  1915,  on  page  139. 

We  recommend  the  appropriation  of  $3,300  for  Health  and  Sanitation  ; 
$4,000  for  Refuse  and  Garbage. 

Art.  19.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  in  relation  to  the 
recommendations  in  the  report  of  the  Surveyor  of  Highways,  as  contained 
in  the  Annual  Report,  December  31,  1915,  on  pages  147  and  148. 

We  recommend  the  following  appropriations  for  the  Highway  Depart- 
ment :

DANVERS  STREET  BRIDGE. 

In  view  of  the  dangerous  condition  of  the  Danvers  Street  Bridge,  we 
recommend  an  appropriation  of  $850  to  reconstruct  said  bridge. 

CONCRETE  MIXER. 
Your  committee  does  not  believe  the  requirements  of  the  Town  justify 
the  expense  of  $1,800  for  a  concrete  mixer,  at  this  time,  and  accordingly 
recommend  that  action  on  this  recommendation  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

HUMPHREY  STREET  PAVEMENT. 

At  the  last  special  Town  Meeting,  the  Ways  and  Means  Committee 
recommended  that  $6,000  be  appropriated  to  be  expended  on  concrete 
roadway  construction  on  Humphrey  street,  extending  eastward  from  Com- 
monwealth avenue,  and  that  this  work  should  be  done  under  the  direction 
of  the  Surveyor  of  Highways. 

The  work  was  completed  in  a  thorough  and  economical  manner,  so  far 
as  possible,  during  the  season,  at  a  low  cost  per  square  yard.  This  state- 
ment is  made  in  view  of  the  fact  that  there  has  been  criticism  of  the  work 
in  the  public  press,  intimating  that  charges  were  improperly  made  with  a 
view  to  creating  a  more  favorable  impression  than  was  warranted  by  the 
facts. 
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Your  committee  investigated  the  matter  at  the  time,  and  is  of  the 
opinion  that  the  Surveyor  of  Highways  was  justified  in  his  use  of  the 
material  excavated  from  the  roadwav  for  filling  in  the  sidewalk,  repairing 
and  resurfacing  the  remaining  portion  of  Humphrey  street  to  Phillips 
corner,  which  latter  was  the  recommendation  of  this  committee. 

It  is  clear  that  by  careful  planning  work  of  this  nature  can  frequently 
be  done  by  the  departments  of  the  town  to  good  advantage ;  and  this 
committee  feels  that  in  the  future  similar  road  and  sidewalk  construction 
in  the  town  should  be  done  so  far  as  possible  by  the  Surveyor  of  High- 
ways, and  that  there  should  be  close  co-operation  between  him  and  the 
Town  Engineer  to  insure  that  such  work  be  accurately  done  to  grades. 

After  inspection  of  that  part  of  Humphrey  street,  between  Pleasant 
street  and  Phillips  corner,  we  do  not  believe  it  is  necessary  for  the  town 
to  go  to  the  expense  of  $7,000  for  the  laying  of  a  concrete  pavement  there 
at  this  time. 

We  find,  however,  that  there  is  an  unexpended  balance  of  $893.87 
remaining  from  the  appropriation  made  last  year  for  a  concrete  pavement 
on  Humphrey  street,  and  we  recommend  the  appropriation  of  this  unex- 
pended balance  for  the  purpose  of  continuing  the  concrete  pavement  on 
Humphrey  street,  easterly  from  Pleasant  street  as  far  as  it  can  be  carried 
for  this  amount.  The  work  to  be  done  under  the  direction  of  the  Sur- 
veyor of  Highways. 

ESSEX  STREET  PAVEMENT. 

While  Essex  street,  a  much-travelled  thoroughfare,  is  undeniably  in  bad 
condition  between  the  Lynn  line  and  the  entrance  to  the  Boston  &  Maine 
freight  yards,  we  feel  that  it  would  be  poor  policy  for  the  town  to  lay  a 
permanent  pavement  at  this  time,  on  that  portion  of  the  street  between 
the  Lynn  line  and  Burrill  street. 

The  Bay  State  Railway  Company  is  likely  to  ask  soon  for  a  double- 
track  location  between  these  points.  If  granted  this  would  save  the  town 
about  $1,700,  as  the  company  must  pay  for  the  paving  of  the  space  occu- 
pied bv  its  tracks  and  eighteen  inches  outside.  The  Board  of  Selectmen 
should  enter  into  negotiations  with  the  New  England  Tel.  &  Tel.  Co.  and 
the  Lynn  Gas  &  Electric  Co.,  looking  towards  the  laying  of  conduits 
for  their  wires.  A  sewer  should  be  built  between  Essex  avenue  and 
Burrill  street. 

We  would,  however,  recommend  that  $8,500,  as  estimated  by  the  Sur- 
veyor of  Highways,  be  appropriated  to  lay  a  concrete  pavement  on,  and 
curb  both  sides  of,  that  portion  of  Essex  street  between  the  easterly  side 
of  Burrill  street  and  the  entrance  to  the  Boston  &  Maine  freight  yards,  the 
work  to  be  done  bv  the  Highway  Department,  in  accordance  with  the 
specifications  of  the  Massachusetts  Highway  Commission,  and  the  money 
to  be  raised  by  bonds  or  notes  of  the  town  ;  provided,  however,  that  the 
work  shall  not  be  started  until  the  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  have  secured 
agreements  from  the  Public  Service  Corporations,  having  rights  on  or 
under  this  street,  which  shall  ensure  the  pavement  not  being  disturbed 
for  at  least  five  vears. 

Because  of  the  large  quantity  of  surface  water  turned  into  Millett  road 
and  Ocean  View  terrace,  from  the  streets  of  the  Shaw  estate,  we  are 
informed  by  the  Surveyor  of  Highways  that  it  is  necessary  to  build  drains, 
catch  basins  and  pave  the  gutters  in  order  that  the  surfaces  of  Millett 
road  and  Ocean  View  terrace  may  be  maintained  in  a  passable  condition. 
We  recommend  that  $2,000  be  appropriated  for  this  work. 

Art.  20. — To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  relation  to  the 
recommendations  in  the  report  of  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor  as  contained 
in  the  annual  report,  December  31,  1915,  on  page  149. 

We  recommend  that  the  town  appropriate  the  sum  of  $3,500  for  the 
maintenance  of  the  Poor  Department  for  the  ensuing  year.  We  are 
requested  by  Mr.  Russell,  secretary  of  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor,  to  state 
that  the  sum  of  $390,  appearing  on  page  226  of  the  Selectmen's  report,  is 
erroneous  and  should  be  $270.  This  amount  is  not  an  over-draft  but  an 
over-lap,  which  is  included  in  the  appropriation  of  $3,500  asked  for. 
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Art.  21,. — To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  relation  to  the 
recommendations  in  report  of  the  Sewer  Commissioners  as  contained  in 
the  annual  report,  December  31,  1915,  on  page  158. 

We  believe  that  it  would  be  a  matter  of  economy  to  purchase  a  small, 
inexpensive  truck  for  the  use  of  the  Water  Department,  to  take  the  place 
of  the  present  horse  and  wagon,  and  recommend  that  the  sum  of  $650  be 
appropriated  for  the  purchase  of  the  same. 

We  also  recommend  the  appropriation  of  $200  for  a  building  to  house 
the  truck,  to  be  built  on  land  of  the  department  on  Pine  street. 

We  recommend  that  the  sum  of  $700  be  appropriated  to  extend  the 
water  pipe  on  Galloupe's  Point  from  the  dead  end,  opposite  the  Clapp 
estate,  to  the  dead  end  in  Tupelo  road,  provided  proper  easement  is 
obtained  from  the  owners  through  whose  property  the  pipe  must  run, 
said  sum  to  be  raised  by  bonds  or  notes  of  the  town. 

We  recommend  the  appropriation  of  $6,000  for  sewer  maintenance; 
$800  for  particular  sewers. 

CONDITIONS  AT  SEWER  PUMPING  STATION. 

Because  of  the  condition  of  the  boilers  and  pumps  at  the  Sewer  Pump- 
ing Station,  it  is  very  evident  that  a  change  of  some  kind  will  soon  have 
to  be  made  there.  Your  committee  believes  that  before  any  changes  are 
made,  the  proposition  of  installing  a  complete  electrically  driven  pumping 
plant  should  be  given  careful  consideration,  because  of  the  large  saving  in 
maintenance  and  operation  that  could  annually  be  made. 

Art.  22.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  relation  to  the 
recommendations  in  the  report  of  the  Park  Commissioners,  as  contained 
in  the  Annual  Report,  December  31,  1915,  on  pages  164,  167,  168,  169  and 
170. 

Your  committee  has  conferred  with  the  Board  of  Park  Commissioners 
and  has  come  to  the  conclusion  that,  in  view  of  the  large  sums  of  money 
already  invested  by  the  town  in  its  parks,  it  is  wise  to  make  some  curtail- 
ment in  the  appropriations  for  parks  this  year.  Therefore,  we  recommend 
the  following  sums  of  money  be  appropriated  for  work  to  be  done  under 
the  direction  of  the  Board  of  Park  Commissioners. 

Blaney's   Beach   Reservation  (including  repairs  to 

building)  $1,200  00 

Jackson  Park  (loam,  seeding,  care  and  trees)    .       .  500  00 

Monument  Avenue  Reservation        ....  500  00 

Paradise  Road  Playground  400  00

PHILLIPS  PARK. 
In  conference  with  your  committee,  the  Park  Commissioners  stated  they 
desired  to  withdraw  their  recommendation  for  the  appropriation  of  $10,000 
for  this  park. 

We  recommend  an  appropriation  of  $200  for  the  care  of  the  public  dump 
in  Phillips  Park,  repairing  fences  and  the  clearing  away  of  the  debris. 

MONUMENT  AVENUE. 

In  reference  to  the  recommendation  for  a  new  drain  at  the  easterly  end 
of  Monument  Avenue  Reservation,  we  recommend  that  the  subject  be 
referred  to  the  Water  and  Sewerage  Board  to  investigate,  they  to  report  at 
a  subsequent  Town  Meeting. 

Art.  23.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  relation  to  the 
recommendations  in  the  report  of  the  Chief  of  Police  as  contained  in  the 
Annual  Report,  December  31,  1915,  on  page  172. 

We  recommend  an  appropriation  of  $11,000  for  expenses  of  the  Police 
Department  for  the  year  1916. 

Art.  24.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  relation  to  the 
recommendations  in  the  report  of  the  committee  on  Drainage,  as  con- 
tained in  the  Annual  Report,  December  31,  1915,  on  Page  186. 
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PHILLIPS  PARK  DRAIN. 
We  have  investigated  this  subject  very  carefully  and  believe,  in  view  of 
the  extensive  improvements  now  being  made  in  this  vicinity,  it  is  abso- 
lutely necessary  that  the  drainage  situation  be  taken  care  of  without  longer 
delay. 

We  recommend  the  acceptance  of  the  report  of  the  Committee  on 
Drainage  and  the  appropriation  of  the  following  amounts  for  the  purposes 
therein  mentioned  : — 

Six  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  for  the  construction  of  Phillips  Park 
drain,  provided  that  the  owners  of  the  New  Ocean  House  property  grant 
an  easement  to  the  town  for  the  maintenance  of  the  drain. 

Six  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  for  the  extension  of  the  Marshall  Brook 
drain. 

These  sums  to  be  raised  by  bonds  or  notes  of  the  town. 

We  recommend  the  appropriation  of  $200  for  the  cleaning  of  the  brook 
in  the  rear  of  Phillips  Park. 

Art.  25.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  relation  to  the 
recommendations  in  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  as  contained  in 
the  Annual  Report,  December  31,  1915,  on  pages  195,  196,  200,  204,  205, 
206,  213,  216,  221,  222,  223,  224,  225  and  226. 

CONTINUOUS  SIDEWALKS. 
We  recommend  an  appropriation  of  $6,000  for  isolated  and  continuous 
walks,  to  be  raised  by  bonds  or  notes  of  the  town. 

STREET  LIGHTING. 
We  recommend  that  the  present  schedule  of  street  lighting  remain 
unchanged  and  that  $12,500  be  appropriated  for  this  purpose  for  the  year 
1916.  In  this  connection  we  would  call  the  attention  of  the  Selectmen, 
as  the  street  lighting  committee,  to  the  very  large  number  of  lights,  241, 
reported  to  the  police  as  being  out,  and  also  to  the  fact  that  it  is  not  the 
habit  of  the  Lynn  Gas  &  Electric  Co.,  to  turn  on  the  lights  promptly  when 
the  moon  is  obscured,  and  would  suggest  that  they  take  up  the  matter  and 
see  if  the  service  cannot  be  improved. 

MOTH  DEPARTMENT. 
After  having  a  conference  with  the  superintendent  of  moth  work,  we 
find  the  work  of  his  department  can  be  done  for  $4, 500, and  we  recommend 
that  this  appropriation  be  made. 

CEMETERY  LOTS. 
In  connection  with  the  development  of  the  additional  lots  in  the  ceme- 
tery, for  which  an  appropriation  was  made  last  year,  the  Town  Engineer 
reports  that  $450  is  necessary  to  finish  the  driveway  and  sodding,  and  we 
recommend  that  this  sum  be  appropriated  for  that  purpose. 

TOWN  ACCOUNTANT. 
Because  of  the  increased  duties  of  the  Town  Accountant,  due  to  the 
methods  of  town  accounting  required  by  the  State  officials,  we  recom- 
mend his  salary  be  increased  to  $1,100. 

PHILLIPS  PARK  FILLING. 
As  the  matter  of  the  bill  of  M.  McDonough  Co..  for  work  on  Phillips 
Park,  is  in  dispute  between  the  Park  Commissioners  and  the  Selectmen, 
and  is  also  a  subject  of  dispute  between  M.  McDonough  Co.  and  the 
Selectmen,  we  recommend  that  no  appropriation  be  made. 

GEORGE  WASHINGTON  MEMORIAL  BUILDING. 
We  believe  that  the  citizens  of  the  town  desire  to  have  the  town  take  its 
part  in  the  new  Memorial  to  the  Father  of  our  country,  therefore  we 
recommend  the  sum  of  $450  be  appropriated  as  a  contribution  to  the  fund 
required  for  the  George  Washington  Memorial  in  the  city  of  Washing- 
ton, D.  C. 
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SALARIES  OF  TOWN  OFFICIALS. 
With  reference  to  the  recommendation  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  that 
the  Ways  and  Means  Committee  study  the  subject  of  the  town  salary  list 
and  revise  it,  it  has  seemed  to  the  committee  that  in  the  short  time  avail- 
able between  the  publication  of  the  Selectmen's  report  and  the  time  of  the 
adjourned  town  meeting,  the  thorough  investigation  required  in  fairness 
to  the  towrn  and  the  salaried  officers  could  not  be  made,  and  as  indicated 
by  our  recommendation  under  Article  10,  we  believe  that  no  changes, 
other  than  those  specified  in  that  article,  should  now  be  made.  It  is  the 
intention  of  the  committee  before  the  next  Annual  Meeting  to  take  up  the 
matter  and  make  a  report. 

BLANEY'S  BEACH  WALL. 
In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  proposed  plan  is  dependent  on  obtaining 
releases  from  all  the  owners  fronting  on  Blaney's  beach,  and  as  certain  of 
the  owners  have  not  signed  the  agreement  prepared  on  behalf  of  the  town, 
it  seems  inadvisable  to  your  committee  to  invest  money  in  building  a 
portion  of  the  wrall  and  to  pay  interest  on  the  same  prior  to  the  time  that 
the  whole  wall  can  be  built.  We  recommend  no  appropriation  be  made 
at  present. 

WORKMEN'S  COMPENSATION. 
We  are  advised  by  the  Selectmen  that  the  average  annual  disbursements, 
for  injuries  to  employees  of  the  Town,  have  not  exceeded  $75,  and  as  insur- 
ance rates  are  based  on  actual  experience,  it  would  seem  to  be  inadvisable 
to  pay  a  large  premium  for  liability  insurance  when  the  experience  of  the 
town  indicates  that  the  risk  is  so  slight.  We  recommend  that  no  appro- 
priation for  this  purpose  be  made. 

FIRE  INSURANCE. 
The  town  having  adopted  Chapter  576,  Acts  of  1907,  Section  102-105, 
we  recommend  that  the  sum  of  $2,000  be  appropriated  for  the  establish- 
ment of  the  Municipal  Building  Insurance  Fund  as  provided  in  that  act. 
In  view  of  the  fact,  however,  that  insurance  policies  amounting  to  over 
$65,000  expire  this  year,  seems  to  your  committee  to  be  inadvisable  to 
permit  this  insurance  to  lapse,  until  the  fund  has  arrived  at  an  amount 
which  will  in  some  measure  replace  the  insurance  at  present  carried.  We 
further  recommend  that  the  sum  of  $1,200  be  appropriated  for  payment  of 
insurance  premiums. 

CEDAR  HILL  TERRACE. 
This  matter  will  be  dealt  with  under  Article  30. 

STATE  AUDITOR'S  REPORT. 
We  find  that  the  Sewer  Department  has  from  time  to  time  assessed 
against  land  under  control  of  other  Town  Departments  the  sum  of 
$773.45.  In  order  to  close  these  accounts  on  the  books  of  the  Sewer 
Department  and  to  release  the  other  departments  from  the  corresponding 
charges  we  recommend  the  appropriation  of  the  sum  of  $773«45* 

OVERDRAFTS. 

Overdrafts  amounting  to  $1,300.68  and  unpaid  bills  amounting  to 
$2,217.98,  are  reported  by  the  various  departments.  The  latter  figure  has 
been  revised  and  brought  up  to  date  since  the  publication  of  the  Select- 
men's Report. 

We  recommend  the  sum  of  $1,300.68  be  appropriated  to  reimburse  the 
Treasurer  for  overdrafts  and  the  sum  of  $2,2:7.98  be  appropriated  for  the 
payment  of  unpaid  bills  in  the  various  departments. 

Art.  30.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  Cedar  Hill  terrace,  so 
called,  as  laid  out  by  the  Selectmen,  shown  on  a  plan  drawn  by  W.  W. 
Pratt,  Town  Engineer,  dated  April,  1915,  and  reported  to  the  town  at  this 
meeting,  as  soon  as  the  waivers  are  signed,  and  appropriate  money  for  the 
same. 

'  After  thorough  consideration  of  the  subject  of  this  Article,  we  recom- 
mend that  the  town  accept  Cedar  Hill  terrace,  so  called,  as  laid  out  by  the 
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Selectmen  as  soon  as  the  waivers  have  been  signed  by  all  the  abutters 
except  those  to  whom  damages  have  been  awarded  by  the  Selectmen  and 
recommend  the  appropriation  of  the  sum  of  $1,743  f°r  tne  purpose  of  pay- 
ing the  damages  awarded  to  the  following  : — 

Mary  D.  Farnham 
Philbrick  &  Pope 
Charles  E.  Phillips 

Art.  31.  To  see  if  the  town  will  construct  a  sewer  from  Ontario  street 
to  Erie  street,  so  called,  and  appropriate  money  for  the  same,  as  petitioned 
for  by  A.  E.  Matthews,  et  ah. 

The  committee  recommend  the  sum  of  $2,000  be  appropriated  to  con- 
struct a  sewer  from  Ontario  street  to  Erie  street,  so  called,  according  to 
plans  prepared  by  the  Town  Engineer,  provided  the  necessary  easements 
are  granted,  money  to  be  raised  by  bonds  or  notes  of  the  town. 

Art.  32.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  extend  Marshall  Brook,  so 
called,  northerly  from  its  northerly  end,  as  recommended  by  the  Board  of 
Selectmen,  and  appropriate  $300  for  the  same. 

We  are  informed  by  the  Town  Engineer  that  this  brook  is  in  bad  con- 
dition because  previous  work  has  not  been  carried  to  completion,  with  the 
result  that  the  banks  have  caved  in  and  the  course  of  the  brook  has 
become  obstructed.  We  recommend  an  appropriation  of  $300  for  the 
purpose  of  this  Article. 

Art.  33.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  extend  the  Eastern  end  of  the 
new  trunk  sewer  and  appropriate  $20,000  for  the  same,  as  recommended 
by  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

After  careful  investigation  we  are  satisfied  that  the  needs  of  a  large  pro- 
portion of  the  residents  of  the  eastern  end  of  the  town  require  as  soon  as 
possible  the  extension  of  the  town  sewer  system  to  that  locality. 

We  recommend  an  appropriation  of  the  sum  of  $20,000  for  the  purpose 
of  extending  the  easterly  end  of  the  new  trunk  sewer,  according  to  the 
plans  of  Town  Engineer,  the  sum  to  be  raised  by  bonds  or  notes  of  the 
town. 

Art.  34.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  lay  a  six-inch  water  main  in 
Gale  avenue,  and  appropriate  money  for  the  same,  as  petitioned  for  by 
Herbert  E.  Gale,  et  ah. 

Your  committee  favors  this  Article  provided  the  necessary  easements 
are  obtained  without  expense  to  the  town,  and  that  interest  at  the  rate  of 
6  per  cent  is  paid  on  the  investment  until  the  water  rates  of  the  users  equal 
the  interest.  We  recommend  that  a  six-inch  water  main  be  laid  under  the 
above  conditions  and  the  amount  of  $3,000  be  appropriated  to  pay  for  the 
same,  to  be  raised  by  bonds  or  notes  of  the  town. 

Art.  35.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  lay  a  six-inch  water  main  in 
Hill  Crest  avenue,  and  appropriate  money  for  the  same,  as  petitioned  for 
by  George  D.  R.  Durkee,  et  ah. 

Your  committee  favors  this  Article,  provided  interest  at  the  rate  of  six 
per  cent  is  paid  on  the  investment  until  the  water  rates  of  the  users  equal 
the  interest. 

We  recommend  a  six  inch  water  main  be  laid  under  the  above  conditions 
and  that  the  amount  of  $800  be  appropriated  for  the  same,  to  be  raised  by 
bonds  or  notes  of  the  Town. 

Art.  36.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  lay  a  six  inch  water  main  in 
Ocean  and  Palmer  avenues,  and  appropriate  money  for  the  same,  as 
recommended  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

Your  committee  favors  laying  a  6  inch  water  main  in  Ocean  avenue, 
provided  interest  at  the  rate  of  6  per  cent  is  paid  on  the  investment  until 
the  water  rates  of  the  users  equal  the  interest. 

We  recommend  that  a  six-inch  water  main  be  laid  under  above  condi- 
tions and  the  sum  of  $1,100  be  appropriated  for  same,  to  be  raised  by 
bonds  or  notes  of  the  town. 
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Art  37. — To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Trustees  of  the 
Public  Library  to  sell  or  otherwise  dispose  of  any  books  or  magazines, 
that  for  any  reason  they  may  deem  unsuitable  for  further  use  in  the  library, 
as  petitioned  for  by  Frank  F.  Stanley,  et  als. 

We  recommend  that  the  Trustees  of  the  Public  Library  be  authorized  to 
sell,  or  otherwise  dispose  of,  to  the  best  interest  of  the  town,  any  obsolete 
books,  magazines  or  papers. 

Art.  39. — To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  resurface  and  put  in  good 
repair  Salem  street,  from  Humphrey  street  to  the  State  road,  and  appro- 
priate money  for  the  same,  as  petitioned  for  by  Allen  S.  Rowe,  et  als. 

We  are  advised  by  the  Surveyor  of  Highways  that  the  cost  of  the  work 
proposed  in  this  article  would  be  $12,000.  This  sum  could  be  raised  by 
bonds  maturing  in  not  more  than  five  years,  and  we  are  advised  that  the 
street  surface  at  the  end  of  that  time  would  probably  need  to  be  done  over. 
As  this  street  is  some  distance  from  the  center  of  the  town,  and  with  very 
few  houses  on  it  we  do  not  believe  the  expense  of  the  proposed  work  is 
justified,  and  we  accordingly  recommend  this  article  be  indefinitely  post- 
poned. 

Art.  40 — To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  pay  all  land 
and  grade  damages  incurred  in  consequence  of  taking  and  altering 
grade,  in  accordance  with  the  layout  of  Essex  street  by  the  County  Com- 
missioners of  the  County  of  Essex,  and  cost  of  excavation  to  subgrade,  in 
accordance  with  profile  of  said  street,  and  make  appropriation  therefor. 

We  recommend  that  the  town  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  pay  all  land 
and  grade  damages  incurred  in  consequence  of  taking  and  altering  grade, 
in  accordance  with  the  layout  of  Essex  street  by  the  County  Commis- 
sioners, and  the  cost  of  excavation  to  subgrade. 

We  recommend  an  appropriation  of  $1,500  to  pay  for  the  same.  It 
might  be  added,  in  explanation,  that  the  amount  paid  by  the  town  under 
this  article  is  to  be  repaid  it  by  the  county. 

Art.  41. — To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  lay  granolithic  sidewalks  on 
Paradise  road,  between  Burrill  street  and  the  railroad,  in  all  places  where 
not  now  in  place,  and  appropriate  money  for  the  same,  as  recommended 
by  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

Owing  to  the  fact  that  there  has  been  no  petition  filed  for  such  side- 
walks in  this  section  of  Paradise  road,  we  recommend  this  article  be 
indefinitely  postponed.  * 

Art.  42. — To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  lay  granolithic  sidewalks  and 
curb  on  Puritan  road,  in  front  of  the  New  Ocean  House  property  and 
appropriate  money  therefor,  as  recommended  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

As  we  are  advised  by  the  abutters  that  they  do  not  desire  the  walk  laid 
this  year,  we  recommend  that  this  article  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

Art.  43. — To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  resurface  Walker  road,  and 
appropriate  money  for  the  same,  as  recommended  by  the  Surveyor  of 
Highways. 

This  portion  of  Walker  road  is  in  very  bad  condition,  due  to  the  unusual 
travel  caused  by  the  closing  of  the  State  Highway  last  summer,  and_  we 
recommend  that  $2,000  be  appropriated  for  the  purpose  of  resurfacing 
this  street,  as  recommended  by  the  Surveyor  of  Highways. 

Art.  44. — To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,200 
to  pay  premiums  upon  Employers' Liability  Insurance,  as  provided  for  on 
page  205  of  the  Annual  Report. 

For  the  reasons  stated  in  this  report  under  article  25,  we  recommend 
that  action  on  this  article  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

Art.  45. — To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,200 
to  be  drawn  upon  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  to  pay  premiums  upon 
insurance  policies,  and  in  adjusting  insurance  rates  of  the  town. 

Inasmuch  as  the  subject  matter  has  been  dealt  with  under  Article  25, 
we  recommend  that  action  on  this  article  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

Art.  46.— To  see  if  the  town  will  appropriate  the  sum  of  $500  for  the 
observance  of  Fourth  of  July,  the  money  to  be  spent  under  the  direction 
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of  the  Park  Commissioners  and  four  of  the  citizens  to  be  appointed  from 
the  tloor,  as  petitioned  for  by  Oscar  G.  Poor,  et  als. 

We  recommend  the  sum  of  $500 'be  appropriated  for  the  Fourth  of  July 
celebration,  money  to  be  spent  under  the  direction  of  the  Park  Commis- 
sioners and  four  citizens  to  be  appointed  from  the  floor. 

Art.  47. — To  see  if  the  town  will  appropriate  a  sum  of  money  for  the 
employment  of  District  or  other  nurses,  as  provided  for  in  Chapter  72  of 
the  acts  of  191 1,  as  recommended  by  Charles  H.  Hersey,  et  als. 

We  recommend  that  the  sum  ot  $300  be  appropriated  for  the  employ- 
ment of  District  or  other  nurses. 

Art.  48.  To  see  if  the  town  will  appropriate  the  sum  of  $675  to  be 
placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Town  Treasurer,  under  the  provisions  of 
Sections  1  and  2  of  Chapter  498  of  the  Acts  of  1908,  entitled  14  An  Act  to 
Authorize  Cities  and  Towns  to  estabtish  a  pension  fund  for  teachers  in 
the  public  schools." 

The  town  having  adopted  the  Act  this  appropriation  is  made  necessary. 
We  recommend  the  sum  of  $675  be  appropriated  for  this  purpose. 

Art.  49.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  pay  the  sum  of  $300  to  Nettie 
Smith,  widow  of  Everett  Smith,  who  met  his  death  in  the  performance  of 
his  duty  as  a  fireman,  as  recommended  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

The  committee  is  pleased  to  recommend  the  appropriation  of  $300  to  be 
paid  Nettie  Smith,  widow  of  Everett  Smith,  who  met  his  death  in  the 
performance  of  his  duty. 

Art.  50.  To  see  if  the  town  will  appropriate  the  sum  of  $2,000  to  pay 
for  water  used  in  the  water  troughs  of  the  town  during  the  year  1916,  as 
recommended  by  George  D.  R.  Durkee,  et  als. 

This  article  raises  a  question  with  reference  to  the  relation  between  the 
Water  Department  and  the  town  and  other  departments,  which  it  seems 
to  the  committee  should  be  disposed  of  in  the  interest  of  harmony  and  for 
the  sake  of  determining  a  consistent  method  of  handling  the  question  of 
the  charges  for  water  used  by  the  various  departments.  It  has  been  the 
practice  of  the  Water  Department  to  charge  the  Park  Department,  the 
Highway  Department,  the  Fire  Department  and  various  other  departments 
for  the  water  which  they  consume  during  the  year.  We  are  advised  by 
counsel  for  the  town  that  these  charge  are  based  on  an  improper  concep- 
tion of  the  relation  between  the  town  and  its  various  departments  and  the 
Water  Department.  In  the  opinion  of  counsel  no  contractual  relation,  as 
a  basis  for  charges,  can  properly  exist  between  the  Water  Department  and 
the  other  departments.  In  order  to  conform  to  the  existing  practice,  we 
recommend  an  appropriation  of  the  sum  of  $200,  to  be  paid  for  water  used 
in  the  water  troughs  of  the  town  during  the  year  1916,  and  further  recom- 
mend the  appointment  of  a  committee,  consisting  of  the  Board  of  Select- 
men and  the  Water  and  Sewerage  Board,  to  confer  upon  the  question 
above  stated,  and  report  at  the  next  annual  town  meeting. 

Art.  51.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  and  direct  the  Selectmen  to 
petition  the  legislature  for  authority  to  borrow  money  for  the  purposes  of 
playground  development,  and  to  issue  therefor  serial  bonds  or  notes  of 
the  town  for  the  period  of  20  years,  as  petitioned  for  by  C.  Irving  Lind- 
say, at  als. 

Upon  examination  of  this  article,  it  appears  to  carry  with  it  no  appro- 
priation, and  this  committee  has  no  power  to  make  such  a  request  and 
authorization  as  is  asked  for. 

Art.  52.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  add  two  patrolmen  to  the 
police  force,  and  appropriate  money  for  the  same,  as  petitioned  for  by 
Thomas  Handley,  et  als. 

In  view  of  the  large  amount  of  appropriations  which  are  inevitable  this 
year,  it  seems  to  the  committee  that  it  is  inadvisable  to  increase  the 
expenses  of  the  Police  Department  by  the  employment  of  additional 
officers.  It  has  been  suggested  to  the  committee  that  the  actual  protection 
of  the  town  and  the  efficiency  of  the  Department  could  be  increased  by 
adding  to  the  number  of  patrol  boxes  at  a  small  expense.  Pending  further 
consideration  of  the  possibility  of  so  doing,  we  recommend  that  this 
article  be  indefinitely  postponed. 
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Art.  53.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take,  if  any,  towards  grant- 
ing a  Saturday  half-holiday,  with  pay,  for  the  employees  of  the  Highway, 
Sewer  and  Moth  Departments  during  the  entire  year,  subject  to  the  same 
regulations,  as  for  the  year  1915,  as  petitioned  for  by  Guy  T.  White,  et  ah. 

We  recommend  that  a  Saturday  halt-holiday  with  pay  be  given  the 
employees  of  the  Highway,  Water,  Sewer  and  Moth  Departments  under 
the  same  regulations  as  in  1915. 

Art.  55.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  $7,000 
to  be  used  by  the  High  School  Building  Committee  in  completing  the 
work  now  under  contract,  authorized  by  the  last  annual  town  meeting,  as 
recommended  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  action  of  the  town  last  year  in  regard  to  this 
matter  was  found  to  be  ineffective  to  accomplish  the  intended  purpose, 
with  the  result  that  no  proper  appropriation  was  made,  we  recommend 
the  appropriation  of  the  sum  of  $7,000  to  be  used  by  the  High  School 
Building  Committee  for  work  now  under  construction. 

Art.  57.  We  recommend  that  the  following  be  fixed  as  the  particulars 
of  the  bonds  or  notes  to  be  issued  by  the  town  pursuant  to  and  for  the  pur- 
poses specified  in  Articles  19  and  25,  which  relate  to  the  appropriation  of 
$8,500  to  lay  a  cement  pavement  on  and  curb  both  sides  of  that  portion  of 
Essex  street  between  the  easterly  side  of  Burrill  street  and  the  entrance  to 
the  Boston  &  Maine  freight  yards  ;  and  $6,000  for  isolated  and  continuous 
sidewalks,  said  appropriations  aggregating  $14,500. 

There  shall  be  fifteen  bonds  or  notes  of  the  town.  Fourteen  for  the  sum 
of  $1,000  each,  numbered  one  to  fourteen,  inclusive;  and  one  for  the  sum 
of  $500  numbered  fifteen.  They  shall  be  dated  during  the  current  year. 
Bonds  or  notes  numbered  1,  2,  3,  4  and  5  shall  be  payable  one  year  from 
their  date.  Bonds  or  notes  numbered  6,  7,  8,  9  and  10  shall  be  payable 
two  years  from  their  date.  Bonds  or  notes  numbered  11,  12  and  13  shall 
be  payable  three  years  from  their  date,  and  one  bond  or  note  shall  be  pay- 
able each  year  thereafter  in  their  numerical  order.  Said  bonds  or  notes 
shall  bear  the  Town  Seal,  shall  be  signed  by  the  Town  Treasurer  and 
countersigned  by  a  majority  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  shall  bear  interest 
at  a  rate  not  exceeding  4^  per  centum  per  annum,  payable  semi-annually, 
shall  be  authenticated  by  some  Bank  or  Trust  Company,  or  by  the  Mas- 
sachusetts Bureau  of  Statistics,  shall  be  subject  to  registration  at  the 
holder's  option  upon  presentation  to  the  Town  Treasurer  for  cancellation 
of  coupons,  if  coupon  bonds  or  notes  are  issued,  and  appropriate  endorse- 
ment. 

Principal  and  interest  shall  be  payable  at  the  office  of  the  Town  Treas- 
urer, or  at  such  Bank  or  Trust  Company  as  the  Town  Treasurer  and  the 
Selectmen  shall  designate.  Said  bonds  or  notes  shall  bear  on  their  face 
the  words  "  Swampscott  Concrete  Pavement  and  Sidewalks-1916. "  Said 
bonds  or  notes  shall  be  sold  under  the  direction  of  the  Town  Treasurer 
and  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

All  other  particulars  as  to  form,  issuance  and  sale  of  said  bonds  or  notes 
shall  be  determined  by  the  Town  Treasurer  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen, 
but  said  bonds  or  notes  shall  not  be  sold  for  less  than  par  and  interest. 

We  recommend  that  the  following  be  fixed  as  the  particulars  of  the  bonds 
or  notes  to  be  issued  by  the  town  pursuant  to  and  for  the  purposes  speci- 
fied in  Article  24,  relating  to  the  appropriation  of  $6,500  for  the  construc- 
tion of  Phillips  Park  drain ;  and  $650  for  the  extension  of  the  Marshall 
Brook  drain,  said  appropriations  aggregating  $7,150. 

There  shall  be  fifteen  bonds  or  notes  of  the  town.  Fourteen  for  the  sum 
of  $500  each,  numbered  one  to  fourteen,  inclusive;  and  one  for  the  sum 
of  $150,  numbered  fifteen.  They  shall  be  dated  during  the  current  year. 
The  bond  or  note  numbered  one  shall  be  payable  one  year  from  the  date 
thereof,  and  one  bond  or  note  shall  be  payable  each  year  thereafter  in  their 
numerical  order.  Said  bonds  or  notes  shall  bear  the  Town  Seal,  shall  be 
signed  by  the  Town  Treasurer  and  countersigned  by  a  majority  of  the 
Board  of  Selectmen,  shall  bear  interest  at  a  rate  not  exceeding  4&  per 
centum  per  annum,  payable  semi-annually,  shall  be  authenticated  by  some 
Bank  or  Trust  Company,  or  by  the  Massachusetts  Bureau  of  Statistics, 
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and  shall  be  subject  to  registration  at  the  holder's  option  on  presentation 
to  the  Town  Treasurer  tor  cancellation  of  coupons,  if  coupon  bonds  or 
notes  are  issued  and  appropriate  endorsement. 

Principal  and  interest  shall  be  payable  at  the  office  of  the  Town  Treas- 
urer, or  at  such  Bank  or  Trust  Company  as  the  Town  Treasurer  and 
Selectmen  shall  designate.  Said  bonds  or  notes  shall  bear  upon  their  face 
the  words  "  Swampscott  Sewerage  Loan,  Act  of  1913."  Said  bonds  or 
notes  shall  be  sold  under  the  direction  of  the  Town  Treasurer  and  Board 
of  Selectmen. 

All  other  particulars  as  to  form,  issuance  and  6ale  of  said  bonds  or 
notes  shall  be  determined  by  the  Town  Treasurer  and  the  Board  of  Select- 
men, but  said  bonds  or  notes  shall  not  be  sold  for  less  than  par  and 
interest. 

We  recommend  that  the  following  be  fixed  as  the  particulars  of  the 
bonds  or  notes  to  be  issued  by  the  Town  pursuant  to  and  for  the  purposes 
specified  in  Articles  31  and  33,  relating  to  the  appropriation  of  $2,000  for 
the  construction  of  a  sewer  Irom  Ontario  street  to  Erie  street,  so  called, 
and  $20,000  for  the  extension  of  the  eastern  end  of  the  new  trunk  sewer, 
said  appropriations  aggregating  $22,000. 

There  shall  be  twenty-two  bonds  or  notes  of  the  town  for  the  sum  of 
$1,000  each,  numbered  one  to  twenty-two,  inclusive.  They  shall  be  dated 
during  the  current  year.  The  bond  or  note  numbered  one  shall  be  pay- 
ble  one  year  from  the  date  thereof,  and  one  bond  or  note  shall  be  payable 
each  year  thereafter  in  their  numerical  order.

We  recommend  that  the  following  be  fix^d  as  the  particulars  of  the 
bonds  or  notes  to  be  issued  by  the  town  pursuant  to  and  for  the  purposes 
specified  in  Articles  21,  34,  35  and  36,  which  relate  to  the  appropriation  of 
$700,  for  the  extension  of  the  water  pipe  on  Galloupe's  point  from  the  dead 
end,  opposite  the  Clapp  Estate,  to  the  dead  end  in  Tupelo  road;  $3,000  to 
lay  a  6  inch  water  main  in  Gale  avenue,  $800  to  lay  a  6-inch  water  main 
in  Hill  Crest  avenue,  and  $1,100  to  lay  a  6  inch  water  main  in  Ocean 
avenue,  said  appropriations  aggregating  $5,600. 

There  shall  be  11  bonds  or  notes  of  the  town.  One  for  the  sum  of  $600, 
numbered  one,  and  10  for  the  sum  of  $500  each,  numbered  2  to  11,  inclu- 
sive. They  shall  be  dated  during  the  current  year.  The  bond  or  note 
numbered  one,  shall  be  payable  one  year  from  the  date  thereof,  and  one 
bond  or  note  shall  be  payable  each  year  thereafter  in  their  numerical 
order.

The  foregoing  table  shows  the  recommendation  of  this  committee  for 
appropriations  which  will  have  to  be  raised  from  estimated  revenue  and 
taxation.  We  are  advised  that  the  estimated  revenue,  including  appro- 
priations of  unexpended  balances,  proceeds  of  the  December,  1915,  warrant 
and  premiums  on  notes  and  bonds  amounts  to  $48,500.  Assuming  the 
appropriations  recommended,  are  made,  the  sum  of  $338,494,  will  there- 
fore have  to  be  raised  by  taxation.  It  is  not  expected  that  the  town's 
valuation  will  substantially  vary  from  that  of  last  year.    It  would  seem, 
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therefore,  that  the  town  is  facing  the  prospect  of  a  $20  tax  rate.  In  the 
time  at  their  disposal  since  the  riling  of  the  departmental  reports  jour 
committee  has  made  every  etfort  to  effect  the  greatest  economies  con- 
sistent with  the  well  being  and  efficient  management  of  the  town.  We 
recommend  to  the  town  the  most  careful  consideration  of  all  proposed 
appropriations.

ment. 

Principal  and  interest  shall  be  payable  at  the  office  of  the  Town  Treas- 
urer or  at  such  Bank  or  Trust  Company  as  the  Town  Treasurer  and  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  shall  designate.  Said  bonds  or  notes  shall  bear  upon 
their  face  the  words  "  Swampscott  Additional  Water  Loan,  Act  of  1912." 
Said  bonds  or  notes  shall  be  sold  under  the  direction  of  the  Town  Treas- 
urer and  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 
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All  other  particulars  as  to  form,  issuance  and  sale  of  said  bonds  or 
notes  shall  be  determined  by  the  Town  Treasurer  and  the  Board  of  Select- 
men, but  said  bonds  or  notes  shall  not  be  sold  for  less  than  par  and 
interest  (unanimous).

To  hear  and  act  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  committee 
appointed  to  look  into  the  situation  at  the  Machon  school,  and  appropri- 
ate money  for  the  same. 

Art.  24.  To  hear  and  act  on  the  report  of  the  committee  appointed  to 
revise  the  by-laws  of  the  town,  and  to  see  what  action  the  town  will  take 
upon  the  same. 

Art.  25.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  transfer  from  the  appropri- 
ation made  for  the  construction  of  the  drain  on  Monument  avenue  reser- 
vation the  unexpended  balance  of  $45.19  to  the  Monument  avenue 
appropriation  of  the  Park  Department,  as  recommended  by  the  Park 
Commissioners.

Special  Town  Meeting,  September  29,  1916. 

In  accordance  with  the  foregoing  warrant,  the  voters  of  the  town 
assembled  at  the  Town  Hall  in  sufficient  number  to  transact  business  on 
Friday  evening,  September  29,  1916. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  Daniel  F.  Knowlton,  Moderator. 
The  warrant  and  return  thereon  was  read  by  the  Town  Clerk  at  8  o'clock. 
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Voted.    To  take  up  Articles  17  and  18. 

Voted,  Articles  17  and  18.  That  all  department  heads  be  notified  to 
increase  the  pay  of  all  laborers  and  teamsters,  so-called,  to  three  (3) 
dollars  per  day  from  this  date  without  change  in  the  hours  of  labor. 

Voted.    To  accept  the  report  of  the  Ways  and  Means  Committee  as  read. 

Report  of  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means,  Special  Town 
fleeting,  September  29,  1916. 

To  the  Citizens  of  S~cva?npscott : 

Your  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means,  in  concluding  the  report  to  the 
adjourned  Annual  Town  Meeting  last  March,  stated  that  we  were  facing 
the  prospect  of  a  $20  tax  rate.  That  prospect  has  now  become  a  reality, 
through  the  fact  that  the  tax  warrant  for  1916,  amounting  to  $337,858.71 
was  the  largest  in  our  history  (exceeding  that  of  1915  by  $47,811.03). 
Indebtedness  in  the  form  of  bonds  and  notes,  amounting  to  $49,250,  was 
also  authorized  by  the  meeting,  though  the  largest  item,  that  of 
$20,000,  for  extension  of  the  Eastern  Trunk  Sewer,  has  not  yet  been 
issued. 

While  our  proportion  of  the  State  and  County  taxes  decreased  about 
$8,800  over  1915,  this  was  more  than  offset  by  increase  of  $4,400,  (or 
about  67%)  in  the  Metropolitan  Park  and  Charles  River  Basin  taxes, 
more  than  $500  in  State  Highway  and  Municipal  Account  taxes,  and  a 
decrease  of  about  $5,000  in  the  amount  we  received  as  our  share  of  the 
Corporation  tax,  owing  to  the  new  plan  of  distribution  which  went  into 
effect  this  year. 

We  invite  the  careful  inspection  by  every  tax  payer  of  the  following 
table,  prepared  by  the  Board  of  Assessors,  showing  how  their  money  is 
being  spent  this  year,  and  the  items  w^hich  made  up  the  increase  of  $2.20

That  the  increase  in  the  tax  rate  this  year  was  not  larger  than  $2.20  on 
$1,000,  was  due  to  the  fact  that  the  assessment  on  land  and  buildings 
increased  $722,000,  although  assessed  personal  estate  decreased  $100,000, 
making  the  net  increase  in  valuation  of  $622,000. 
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Prospects  of  a  lower  tax  rate,  within  the  next  few  years,  are  not  encour- 
aging. Relief  can  only  come  in  two  ways.  By  substantial  increases  in 
valuation  and  decreases  in  appropriations  and  maturing  debt.  As  to  the 
former,  Swampscott  is  almost  entirely  a  community  of  homes  with  no 
large  manufacturing  or  wholesale  business.  A  large  portion  of  its  most 
valuable  area  is  occupied  only  during  the  summer  months.  We  come  in 
competition,  so  to  speak,  with  other  communities  having  the  same  general 
characteristics  and  furnishing  the  same  comforts  and  conveniences  of  life, 
but  having  lower  tax  rates.  The  continuance  of,  or  an  increase  in,  our 
present  high  tax  rate  will  inevitably  tend  to  check  our  growth.  People  of 
large  or  small  means  will  not  continue  to  choose  Swampscott  as  a  place 
of  permanent  or  summer  residence,  for  this  reason. 

The  result  will  be  that  those  who  are  not  obliged  to  live  here  will  stay 
away  and  those  who  are  here  already  and  can  afford  to  do  so  may  leave 
and  the  rest  of  us  will  pay  the  bills. 

Nor  is  the  man  who  pays  a  tax  on  real  or  personal  property  the  only 
one  to  suffer  from  the  high  rate  of  taxation.  The  poll  tax  payer  who  hires 
or  boards  must  help  pay  the  bills  through  higher  rents  and  general 
expenses. 

This  is  the  last  year  that  cities  and  towns  will  assess  personal  property. 
On  January  1,  1917,  the  State  takes  up  the  work  by  assessing  a  tax  of  six 
per  cent  upon  the  income  produced  by  personal  property  with  certain 
deductions  and  will  distribute  the  proceeds  among  the  several  cities  and 
towns.  Under  the  distribution  plan  outlined  in  Section  23  of  the  law,  we 
know  what  we  shall  receive  from  the  State  next  year,  but  after  that  our 
receipts  are  problematical. 

While  the  operation  of  the  Income  Tax  Law  is  expected  to  uncover  a 
much  larger  amount  of  personal  property  than  is  now  taxed,  it  will  be 
necessary  to  find  several  times  as  much  to  produce  the  same  amount  of 
revenue.  We  have  no  control  over  what  our  share  of  the  State  and  County 
taxes  is  to  be.  Fortunately  for  us,  both  show  substantial  decreases  this 
year,  but  a  safe  prediction  would  be  that  this  happy  state  of  affairs  cannot 
last.  Only  a  few  hundred  feet  of  the  Metropolitan  Park  System  is  within 
our  limits,  yet  our  proportionate  share  of  the  cost  of  maintaining  the 
entire  system,  including  the  Charles  River  Basin,  reached  nearly  $11,000, 
an  increase  of  about  $4,400  over  1915,  and  what  it  may  be  we  do  not 
know. 

The  items  of  Maturing  Debt  and  Interest  show  increases  of  $9,300  and 
$2,400  respectively,  and  no  relief  can  be  expected  from  the  former  before 
1920  or  192 1.  The  increase  appropriations  (over  $40,000)  for  general 
expenses  were  responsible  for  50c  of  the  $2.20  tax  increase.  Further 
increases  for  schools,  highways,  fire  and  police  departments,  health  and 
sanitation  and  all  the  other  necessities  and  luxuries  which  go  with  the 
life  of  the  modern  community  seem  to  be  inevitable  unless  the  citizens  are 
willing  that  a  halt  in  expenditures  should  be  called  and  will  support  by 
their  presence  and  votes  in  town  meeting  a  policy  of  sane  economy. 

Our  town  meetings  are  at  present  a  farce,  as  far  as  attendance  and 
interest  are  concerned.  About  75  per  cent  of  the  voters  seem  to  take 
particular  pains  to  keep  away  from  any  meeting  where  the  town's  business 
is  being  discussed,  unless  some  particular  thing  in  which  they  are 
interesed  is  coming  up. 

Your  committee  is  confronted  in  the  warrant  for  the  special  town  meet- 
ing called  for  September  29th  with  several  articles  which,  without  refer- 
ence to  their  merit,  should  not,  in  our  judgment,  be  brought  up  except  at 
an  annual  town  meeting. 

At  the  end  of  each  fiscal  year,  the  various  town  boards  and  the  heads  of 
the  different  departments  bring  in  their  reports  showing  what  has  been 
accomplished  and  stating  their  requirements  for  the  coming  year.  These 
reports  and  recommendations  come  before  your  Committee  on  Ways  and 
Means  who  must  examine  them  carefully  and  make  a  report  of  their  find- 
ings to  you  at  the  adjourned  annual  town  meeting  in  March. 

You  approve  or  disapprove  our  report  and  the  total  amount  of  appro- 
priations approved  make  up  the  budget  for  the  year.  This  budget, 
together  with  the  valuation  of  the  town  as  determined  on  April  1st,  makes 
the  tax  rate. 
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The  Boston  Herald,  in  a  recent  editorial,  said  with  reference  to  the 
annual  budget  of  the  City  of  Boston  and  proposed  salary  increases  :  "The 
time  to  fix  the  salaries  of  city  employees  is  when  the  annual  budget  is 
being  passed.  If  the  city's  pay  roll  can  be  increased  at  any  time  by  merely 
transferring  money  from  the  reserve  fund  or  from  the  moneys  already 
appropriated  for  materials  and  supplies,  then  the  new  budget  system  is 
not  going  to  be  of  very  much  service.  The  principle  involved  is  a  very 
important  one.  When  the  total  appropriation  for  the  pay  roll  schedule  of 
the  budget  is  made  for  the  year,  that  appropriation  ought  to  stand  unless 
there  should  be  urgent  and  special  reasons  for  adding  to  it.  Otherwise 
the  schedule  at  the  time  of  its  adoption  will  mean  nothing  at  all."

We  recommend  that  a  water  main  be  laid  under  above  condi- 
tions and  the  sum  of  $1,800  be  appropriated  for  same,  to  be  raised  by  bonds 
or  notes  of  the  town. 

Art.  5.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  lay  a  water  main  in  Aspen  road 
and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $705  for  the  same,  as  recommended  by  the 
Board  of  Water  Commissioners. 

Your  committee  favors  this  article,  provided  interest  at  the  rate  of  6  per 
cent  is  paid  on  the  investment  until  the  water  rates  of  the  users  equal  the 
interest.  We  recommend  that  a  water  main  be  laid  under  the  above  con- 
ditions and  the  sum  of  $700  be  appropriated  for  same,  to  be  raised  by 
bonds  or  notes  of  the  town. 

Art.  6.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  lay  a  water  main  in  Bradlee 
avenue  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $840  for  the  same,  as  recommended  by 
the  Board  of  Water  Commissioners. 

Your  committee  favors  this  article  provided  interest  at  the  rate  of  6  per 
cent  is  paid  on  the  investment  until  the  water  rates  of  the  users  equal  the 
interest.  We  recommend  that  a  water  main  be  laid  under  above  condi- 
tions and  the  sum  of  $840  be  appropriated  for  same,  to  be  raised  by  bonds 
or  notes  of  the  town. 

Art.  7.    To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  lay  a  6  inch  water  main  in 
Orchard  road,  Palmer  avenue  and  Neighborhood  road  and  appropriate 
money  for  the  same,  as  petitioned  for  by  Charles  T>.  C.  Moore  and  others. 
Your  committee  has  investigated  the  requirements  of  this  article  and 
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find  that  the  streets  named  therein  are  not  jet  constructed  and  no  houses 
built  or  started  thereon,  and  as  it  has  never  been  the  policy  of  the  town  to 
lay  water  mains  unless  need  was  shown  for  the  same,  and  inasmuch  as 
this  article  has  not  been  recommended  by  the  Water  Commissioners, 
we  recommend  that  this  article  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

Art.  8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  extend  its  water  pipe  in  the 
westerly  end  of  Bradlee  avenue,  beginning  at  Stanwood  road,  so  called, 
and  appropriate  money  for  the  same  as  petitioned  for  by  Carroll  R.  Brown 
and  others. 

Your  committee  favors  this  article,  provided  interest  at  the  rate  of  6  per 
cent  is  paid  on  the  investment  until  the  water  rates  of  the  users  equal  the 
interest.  We  recommend  that  a  water  main  be  laid  under  above  condi- 
tions and  the  sum  of  $350  be  appropriated  for  the  same,  to  be  raised  by 
bonds  or  notes  of  the  town. 

Art.  9.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  construct  a  sewer  in  Bay  View 
avenue  and  appropriate  money  for  the  same,  as  petitioned  for  by  M.  J. 
Ryan  and  others. 

The  needs  for  a  sewer  in  Bay  View  avenue  have  been  investigated  by 
your  committee  and  it  is  imperative  that  immediate  steps  be  taken  to 
relieve  the  present  conditions.  We  recommend  that  $3,500  be  appropri- 
ated for  the  construction  of  the  Bay  View  avenue  sewer,  to  be  raised  by 
bonds  or  notes  of  the  town. 

Art.  10.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  construct  a  sewer  in  Cedar 
Hill  terrace,  and  appropriate  money  for  the  same,  as  petitioned  for  by 
Selwyn  B.  Parker  and  others. 

It  has  been  shown  by  previous  reports  of  your  committee  that  the  con- 
struction of  a  sewer  in  Bay  View  avenue  would  necessarily  mean  that  a 
sewer  must  first  be  constructed  in  Cedar  Hill  terrace,  as  this  is  the  natural 
course  for  sewage  to  flow  to  the  pumping  station.  We  recommend  that 
the  sum  of  $4,500  be  appropriated  for  the  construction  of  a  sewer  in 
Cedar  Hill  terrace,  to  be  raised  by  bonds  or  notes  of  the  town. 

Art.  11.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  lay  a  6-inch  water  main  in 
Cedar  Hill  terrace,  and  appropriate  money  for  the  same,  as  recommended 
by  the  Water  and  Sewerage  Boards. 

There  are  at  the  present  time,  nine  houses  on  Cedar  Hill  terrace,  which 
get  their  water  from  a  small  galvanized  iron  pipe,  with  no  hydrant  pro- 
tection. If  a  sewer  is  to  be  built  in  the  street,  it  will  be  an  opportune 
time  to  lay  a  new  water  main,  as  it  can  be  laid  in  the  trench  that  is  to  be 
blasted  out  for  the  sewer.  We  recommend  that  the  sum  of  $600  be  appro- 
priated for  the  purpose  of  this  article,  to  be  raised  by  bonds  or  notes  of 
the  town. 

Art.  12.  To  hear  and  act  upon  the  report  of  the  Water  and  Sewerage 
Board  with  reference  to  Phillips  park  drain,  and  appropriate  money  for 
the  completion  of  the  same. 

We  have  consulted  with  the  Water  and  Sewerage  Board  with  reference 
to  this  matter  and  are  advised  by  them  that  a  further  appropriation  of 
$1,200  is  necessary  to  finish  the  work.  We  recommend  that  appropria- 
tion of  $1,200  for  the  completion  of  the  Phillips  park  drain,  this  sum  to 
be  raised  by  bonds  or  notes  of  the  town. 

Art.  13.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Water  and 
Sewerage  Board  to  exchange  land  with  the  E.  R.  Grabow  Company  in 
accordance  with  the  plan  drawn  by  the  Town  Engineer,  as  recommended 
by  the  Water  and  Sewerage  Board. 

Your  committee  has  examined  the  plans  showing  the  proposed  exchange 
of  land  between  the  E.  R.  Grabow  Company  and  the  Town  of  Swamp- 
scott  in  order  to  straighten  property  lines  near  the  pumping  station  and 
believe  that  it  is  for  the  best  interest  of  the  town  to  make  the  exchange  as 
proposed.    We  recommend  the  adoption  of  this  article. 

Art.  14.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  an  additional  appropriation  of 
$1,000  for  sewer  maintenance,  as  recommended  by  the  Water  and  Sewer- 
age Board. 
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At  the  annual  town  meeting  of  1916,  the  sum  of  $846.30  was  appropri- 
ated for  use  of  a  committee,  consisting  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and 
Water  and  Sewerage  Board,  to  investigate  conditions  at  the  Sewer 
Pumping  Station.  As  this  money  has  not  been  used  for  this  purpose,  it 
is  available  for  other  purposes  if  the  town  so  votes.  We  recommend 
that  $846.30  be  transferred  to  the  account  of  sewer  maintenance,  as 
recommended  by  Water  and  Sewerage  Board. 

Art.  15.  To  see  if  the  town  will  grant  permission  to  the  Board  of 
Engineers  of  the  Fire  Department  to  dispose  of  the  old  boiler  and  fittings 
removed  from  the  Central  Engine  House.  We  recommend  that  the 
Board  of  Engineers  of  the  Fire  Department  be  authorized  to  dispose  of 
the  old  boiler  and  fittings,  removed  from  the  Central  Engine  House,  to 
the  best  advantage,  the  proceeds  to  revert  to  the  town  treasury. 

Art.  16.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  convey  certain  land  to  E.  R. 
Grabow  Company,  in  consideration  of  the  conveyance  of  certain  other 
land  to  the  town  by  said  company  for  the  purpose  of  straightening 
boundary  lines  between  land  owned  by  the  town  and  by  said  company,  as 
recommended  by  the  Park  Commissioners. 

This  article,  as  proposed,  would  straighten  the  property  line  between 
the  E.  R.  Grabow  Co.  and  Phillips  Park.  After  careful  deliberation,  your 
committee  believes  that  the  exchange  would  be  beneficial  to  the  town  and 
recommends  that  the  Park  Commissioners  be  authorized  to  make  the 
transfer. 

Art.  17.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  increase  the  pay  of  al!  town 
laborers  twenty-five  cents  per  day,  and  make  appropriations  therefor,  said 
increase  not  to  void  present  conditions  relative  to  holidays,  as  petitioned 
by  Elias  G.  Hodgkins  and  others. 

Your  committee  has  always  taken  the  position  that  requests  of  this  na- 
ture should  properly  be  presented  to  the  annual  town  meeting  when  the 
budget  for  the  year  is  made  up.  We  recommend  that  this  article  be  re- 
ferred to  the  next  annual  town  meeting. 

Art.  18.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  an  increase  of  fifty  cents  per 
day,  making  pay  of  laborers  of  the  Highway  Department  $3.00  per  day, 
or  on  the  basis  of  a  weekly  wage  of  $15.00,  as  recommended  by  John  Fin- 
negan  and  others.  The  same  objection  applies  to  this  article  as  in  the 
case  of  Article  17,  and  we  recommend  its  reference  to  the  next  annual 
town  meeting. 

Art.  19.  To  see  if  the  town  will  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,000  for  the 
purchase  of  ashes,  and  for  the  spreading  of  the  same  at  Phillips  Park,  as 
recommended  by  the  Board  of  Park  Commissioners. 

We  are  advised  by  the  Town  Counsel  that  as  there  is  no  money  available 
at  this  time,  such  an  appropriation  cannot  be  legally  made,  and  we  rec- 
ommend that  this  article  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

Art.  20.  To  see  if  the  town  will  appropriate  the  sum  of  $3,000  to 
build  a  house  for  the  Superintendent  of  Cemeteries  on  the  lot  now  owned 
by  the  town  on  Essex  street,  opposite  the  cemetery,  as  recommended  by 
Edward  A.  Maxfield  and  others. 

Your  committee  is  advised  by  Town  Counsel  that  this  article  does  not 
sufficiently  show  on  its  face  that  the  money  is  to  be  used  for  municipal 
purposes,  and,  consequently  an  appropriation  could  not  legally  be  made. 
We  recommend  that  this  article  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

Art.  23.  To  hear  and  act  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  committee 
appointed  to  look  into  the  situation  at  the  Machon  School,  and  appropri- 
ate money  for  the  same. 

We  have  read  the  report  and  examined  the  plans  presented  by  the  com- 
mittee appointed  to  look  into  the  situation  at  the  Machon  School,  and  we 
recommend  that  a  committee  be  appointed  with  power  to  secure  the  se- 
cure the  services  of  an  architect  to  provide  plans  and  specifications  for  an 
8-room  building  as  recommended,  in  the  report  of  the  committee,  and 
that  this  committee  report  at  the  next  annual  town  meeting,  the  total  cost 
of  this  project.    No  appropriation  is  necessary  at  this  time. 

Art.  25.    To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  transfer  from  the  appropria- 
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tion  made  for  the  construction  of  the  drain  on  Monument  avenue  the  un- 
expended balance  of  $45.19  to  the  Monument  avenue  appropriation  of  the 
Park  Department,  as  recommended  by  the  Park  Commissioners. 

Your  committee  considers  that  the  appropriation  of  $700  made  at  the 
annual  town  meeting  for  the  maintenance  of  Monument  avenue  park,  is 
sufficient  for  the  current  year  and  recommend  that  this  article  be  indefi- 
nitely postponed. 

Art.  26.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  transfer  the  unexpended  bal- 
ance of  overlay  for  1914,  amounting  to  $998.83  to  the  overlay  account  of 
1916,  as  recommended  by  the  Board  of  Assessors. 

We  are  informed  by  the  Town  Counsel  that  this  unexpended  balance  of 
the  overlay  for  1914  cannot  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  this  article.  We 
recommend  that  the  article  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

Art.  27.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  appropriate  money  for  the  de- 
pendent families  of  soldiers  called  to  the  colors  in  connection  with  the 
trouble  on  the  Mexican  border,  as  recommended  by  the  Board  of  Select- 
men. 

We  recommend  an  appropriation  of  $900  for  the  purpose  specified  in 
this  article,  the  money  to  be  raised  by  a  note  of  the  town,  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  Chap.  314  of  the  Acts  of  1916.  The  town  will  be 
reimbursed  for  this  expenditure  by  the  Commonwealth. 

Art.  28.  To  see  if  the  town  will  appropriate  the  sum  of  $256.80  to  es- 
tablish a  pension  fund  for  town  employees  as  provided  for  under  Chap- 
503,  Acts  of  1912. 

As  this  appropriation  is  asked  for  to  take  care  of  an  extraordinary  and 
unforseen  expense,  it  may,  according  to  the  Municipal  Finance  Act,  be 
appropriated  from  the  Reserve  Fund.  We  recommend  that  $256.80  be 
transferred  from  the  Reserve  Fund  for  the  purpose  of  this  article. 

Art.  29.  To  see  if  the  town  will  appropriate  the  sum  of  $175  for  the 
maintenance  of  the  office  of  Dog  Officer. 

By  some  oversight  or  accident,  there  was  no  article  in  the  warrant  for 
the  Annual  Town  Meeting,  which  called  for  an  appropriation  for  the  Dog 
Officer.  As  this  obviously  is  an  unfonseen  expense,  we  recommend  that 
the  sum  of  $175  be  transferred  from  the  Reserve  Fund  for  the  purpose  of 
this  article. 

Art.  30.  To  see  if  the  town  will  appropriate  additional  appropriation 
for  the  use  of  the  Legal  Department,  as  recommended  by  the  Board  of 
Selectmen. 

An  unexpected  bill  for  legal  services  in  a  previous  year  had  to  be  paid 
out  of  this  year's  appropriation,  which  left  practically  nothing  for  the 
expenses  of  the  Law  Department  for  the  current  year.  We  recommend 
that  the  sum  of  $500  be  transferred  from  the  Reserve  Fund  for  the 
expenses  of  the  Law  Department. 

Art.  31.  To  appropriate  and  raise  by  borrowing,  or  otherwise,  such 
sum  or  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  for  all  or  any  of  the  purposes 
mentioned  in  the  foregoing  articles.  We  recommend  that  the  following 
be  fixed  as  the  particulars  of  the  bonds  or  notes  to  be  issued  by  the  town 
pursuant  to  and  for  the  purposes  specified  in  Articles  1,  2,  3,  4,  5,  6,  8  and 
11,  relating  respectively  to  the  appropriation  of  $1,110  for  a  water  main 
in  Arbutus  road  ;  $640  for  a  water  main  in  Sargent  road ;  $460  for  a 
water  main  in  Stimpson  street;  $1,800  for  a  water  main  in  Prospect 
avenue ;  $700  for  a  water  main  in  Aspen  road ;  $840  for  a  water  main  in 
Bradlee  avenue;  $350  for  the  extension  of  the  water  pipe  in  the  westerly 
end  of  Bradlee  avenue,  beginning  at  Stanwood  road;  $600  for  a  water 
main  in  Cedar  Hill  terrace,  said  appropriation  aggregating  $6,500. 

There  shall  be  13  bonds  or  notes  of  the  town  for  the  sum  of  $500  each, 
numbered  1  to  13  inclusive.  They  shall  be  dated  during  the  current  year. 
The  bond  or  note  numbered  1  shall  be  payable  one  year  from  the  date 
thereof,  and  one  bond  or  note  shall  be  payable  each  year  thereafter  in  their 
numerical  order.  Said  bonds  or  notes  shall  bear  the  town  seal,  shall  be 
signed  by  the  Town  Treasurer  and  countersigned  by  a  majority  of  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  and  of  the  Water  Commissioners  (now  Water  and 
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Sewerage  Board),  shall  bear  interest  at  a  rate  not  exceeding  four  and  one- 
half  per  centum  per  annum,  payable  semi-annually,  shall  be  authenticated 
by  some  Bank  or  Trust  Company,  or  by  the  Massachusetts  Bureau  of 
Statistics,  shall  be  subject  to  registration  at  the  holder's  option  on  the 
presentation  to  the  Town  j  Treasurer  for  cancellation  of  coupons,  if 
coupon  bonds  or  notes  are  issued,  and  appropriate  endorsement. 

Principal  and  interest  shall  be  payable  at  the  office  of  the  Town  Treas- 
urer or  at  such  Bank  or  Trust  Company  as  the  Town  Treasurer  and  Board 
of  Selectmen  shall  designate.  Said  bonds  or  notes  shall  bear  on  their  face 
the  words  "  Swampscott  Additional  Water  Loan,  Act  of  1912."  Said 
bonds  or  notes  shall  be  sold  under  the  direction  of  the  Town  Treasurer 
and  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

All  other  particulars  as  to  form,  issuance  and  sale  of  said  bonds  or 
notes  shall  be  determined  by  the  Town  Treasurer  and  the  Board  of  Select- 
men, but  said  bonds  or  notes  shall  not  be  sold  for  less  than  par  and 
interest. 

We  recommend  that  the  following  be  fixed  as  the  particulars  of  the 
bonds  or  notes  to  be  issued  by  the  town,  pursuant  to  and  for  the  purposes 
specified  in  articles  9,  10  and  12,  relating  respectively  to  the  appropria- 
tion of  $3,500  for  a  sewer  in  Bay  View  avenue,  $4,500  for  a  sewer  in  Cedar 
Hill  terrace,  and  $1,200  for  the  completion  of  Phillips  Park  drain,  said 
appropriation  aggregating  $9,200. 

There  shall  be  18  bonds  or  notes  of  the  town,  one  for  the  sum  of  $700, 
numbered  1,  and  17  for  the  sum  of  $500  each,  numbered  2  to  18,  inclusive. 
They  shall  be  dated  during  the  current  year.  The  bond  or  note  numbered 
1  shall  be  payable  one  year  from  the  date  thereof,  and  one  bond  or  note 
shall  be  payable  each  year  thereafter  in  their  numerical  order.  Said  bonds 
or  notes  countersigned  by  a  majority  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  shall  bear 
interest  at  a  rate  not  exceeding  four  and  one-half  per  centum  per  annum, 
payable  semi-annually,  shall  be  authenticated  by  some  Bank  or  Trust 
Company,  or  by  the  Massachusetts  Bureau  of  Statistics,  shall  be  subject  to 
registration  at  the  holder's  option  on  the  presentation  to  the  Town  Treas- 
urer for  cancellation  of  coupons,  if  coupon  bonds  and  notes  are  issued, 
and  appropriate  endorsement. 

Principal  and  interest  shall  be  payable  at  the  office  of  the  Town  Treas- 
urer or  at  such  Bank  or  Trust  Company  as  the  Town  Treasurer  and  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  shall  designate.  Said  bonds  or  notes  shall  bear  on 
their  face  the  words,  "  Swampscott  Sewerage  Loan,  Act  of  1913."  Said 
bonds  or  notes  shall  be  sold  under  the  direction  of  the  Town  Treasurer 
and  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

All  other  particulars  as  to  form,  issuance  and  sale  of  said  bonds  or 
notes  shall  be  determined  by  the  Town  Treasurer  and  Board  of  Selectmen, 
but  said  bonds  or  notes  shall  not  be  sold  for  less  than  par  and  interest. 
We  recommend  that,  pursuant  to  and  for  the  purposes  specified  in 
Article  27,  the  Treasurer  be  authorized  to  borrow  nine  hundred  ($900) 
dollars,  and  that  a  note  of  the  Town  be  issued  therefor,  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  314,  of  the  Acts  of  1916.

Voted,  Articles  3,  4,  5,  6,  S.  To  adopt  the  recommendations  of  the 
Ways  and  Means  Committee  on  these  articles  appropriating  under  the 
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conditions  stated  in  their  report,  the  following  sums  to  lay  water  mains 
as  stated:  Stimpson  street,  $460;  Prospect  avenue,  $1,800;  Aspen  road. 
$700;  Bradlee  avenue,  $840;  Bradlee  avenue,  westerly  end  beginning  at 
Stanwood  road,  $350,  the  money  to  be  raised  by  bonds  or  notes  of  the 
town. 

Voted,  Article  11.  To  adopt  the  report  of  the  Ways  and  Means  Com- 
mittee, appropriating  $600  to  lay  a  six-inch  water  main  in  Cedar  Hill 
terrace,  the  money  to  be  raised  by  bonds  or  notes  of  the  town. 

Voted,  Article  7.  To  adopt  the  report  of  the  Ways  and  Means  Com- 
mittee indefinitely  postponing  the  laying  of  a  water  main  in  Orchard 
road.  Palmer  avenue  and  Neighborhood  road. 

Voted,  Articles  9  and  10.  To  adopt  tbe  report  of  the  Ways  and  Means 
Committee  appropriating  $4,500  for  the  construction  of  a  sewer  in  Cedar 
Hill  terrace  and  $3,500  for  the  construction  of  a  sewer  in  Bay  View  avenue, 
the  money  to  be  raised  by  bonds  or  notes  of  the  town. 

Voted,  Article  12.  To  accept  and  adopt  the  report  of  the  Ways  and 
Means  Committee  and  the  report  of  the  Water  and  Sewerage  Board  on 
this  article,  appropriating  $1,200  for  the  completion  of  the  Phillips  park 
drain,  the  money  to  be  raised  by  bonds  or  notes  of  the  town. 

Voted.    To  take  up  Article  24,  report  of  the  By-Law  Committee. 

Voted.  To  accept  the  report  of  the  By-Law  Committee  as  read  and 
that  the  by-laws  be  taken  up  in  sections  and  acted  upon  at  the  adjourn- 
ment of  this  meeting. 

Voted.  That  when  we  do  adjourn  it  be  to  Friday  evening,  October  6, 
at  8  o'clock.

Adjourned  Special  Town  Meeting,  October  6,  1916. 

In  accordance  with  adjournment  the  voters  of  the  town  assembled  at  the 
Town  Hall  on  Friday  evening,  October  6,  1916,  the  required  number 
being  present  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

Meeting  called  to  order  by  Daniel  F.  Knowlton,  Moderator.  The  record 
of  last  meeting  read  and  approved. 

Art.  24.  By-laws. 

Voted,  Article  24.  To  lay  Chapter  1  upon  the  table  and  to  act  upon 
Chapter  2. 

Voted,  Article  24.  Upon  the  several  motions  made  to  accept  and  adopt 
the  following  by-laws  as  read. 

CHAPTER  II. 

Section  i.  The  annual  town  meeting  shall  be  held  on  the  third  Monday 
in  February  in  each  year.  For  the  election  of  officers  polls  shall  be  open 
at  six  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  and  they  shall  remain  open  until  4.30 
o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  after  which  time  a  vote  may  be  passed  to  close 
them  in  not  less  than  ten  minutes.  After  the  declaration  of  votes  for 
officers  the  meeting  shall  be  adjourned  to  the  Tuesday  next  thereafter  at 
7.45  P.  M.,  when  the  remaining  articles  of  the  warrant  shall  be  acted 
upon. 

Sect.  2.  The  number  of  voters  necessary  to  constitute  a  quorum  at  a 
town  meeting  shall  be  100,  except  at  a  meeting  devoted  exclusively  to  the 
election  of  town  officers. 

Sect.  3.  The  warrant  for  a  town  meeting  shall  be  served  by  posting 
an  attested  copy  thereof  at  the  Town  Hall,  Post  Offices,  and  three  other 
public  and  conspicuous  places  in  the  town,  seven  days  before  the  day 
appointed  for  said  meeting. 

Sect.  4.  The  warrant  shall  conform  to  the  provisions  of  the  Statutes 
of  the  Commonwealth,  and  the  Selectmen  shall  append  to  each  article 
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therein,  the  insertion  of  which  is  requested  by  ten  or  more  voters,  the 
name  of  the  first  person  signing  said  request,  and  the  words  "  and  others." 

Sect.  5.  Whenever  the  warrant  for  any  town  meeting  contains  an 
article  appropriating  or  involving  the  expenditure  of  money,  creating  a 
debt,  or  disposing  of  town  property,  the  Selectmen  shall  send  a  copy  of 
the  warrant  containing  such  article  to  the  Finance  Committee  six  days 
before  the  day  named  in  the  warrant  for  holding  said  town  meeting.  The 
committee  shall  consider  the  same,  and  make  report  thereon  with  their 
recommendations  to  the  town  meeting. 

Sect.  6.  The  Moderator,  while  occupying  the  chair,  shall  not  partici- 
pate in  any  discussion  before  the  meeting. 

Sect.  7.  Every  voter  speaking  upon  a  subject  in  any  meeting  shall 
confine  his  remarks  to  the  question  before  the  meeting,  avoid  personali- 
ties and  be  seated  when  he  has  finished. 

Sect.  8.  No  voter  rising  to  move  a  question  shall  proceed  to  speak 
thereon  until  the  motion  has  been  distinctly  stated  to  the  meeting  by  the 
Moderator,  and  no  person  speaking  shall  be  interrupted  by  another  but 
by  rising  to  state  a  question  of  order. 

When  called  to  order  by  the  Moderator,  the  person  having  the  floor 
shall  be  seated  until  the  point  of  order  is  decided,  and  if  the  decision  be 
that  the  point  of  order  is  not  well  taken,  the  original  speaker  immediately 
be  given  the  floor. 

Sect.  9.  Every  question  of  order  shall  be  decided  by  the  Moderator, 
but  upon  an  appeal  to  the  meeting  from  the  decision  of  the  Moderator,  the 
ground  of  such  appeal  shall  be  briefly  stated,  and  the  question  decided  by 
the  meeting  without  debate. 

Sect.  10.  Upon  taking  the  question,  if  the  decision  of  the  Moderator  is 
doubted,  or  a  division  of  the  house  called  for,  the  Moderator  shall  request 
the  house  to  be  seated,  and  shall  appoint  tellers.  The  question  shall  then 
be  distinctly  stated,  and  those  in  the  affirmative  and  negative,  respectively, 
shall  be  requested  to  rise  and  stand  until  they  are  counted  by  the  tellers, 
who  shall  carefully  count  each  side  and  make  report  thereof  to  the  Moder- 
ator, and  no  persen  shall  be  counted  who  does  not  occupy  a  seat,  provided 
that  the  tellers  under  the  direction  of  the  Moderator  may  count  the  votes 
of  those  who  are  unable  to  obtain  seats. 

Sect.  ii.  No  voter  shall  speak  upon  the  same  question  more  than 
twice,  nor  more  than  twenty  minutes,  nor  until  others  who  have  not 
spoken  upon  the  question  shall  speak  if  they  desire  it,  without  first  leave 
of  the  meeting,  except  for  the  correction  of  an  error,  or  to  make  an  ex- 
planation. 

Sect.  12.  When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion  shall  be  re- 
ceived but  to  adjourn  the  meeting,  to  lay  on  the  table  to  commit,  to  amend, 
to  refer,  to  postpone  to  a  day  certain,  or  to  postpone  indefinitely,  which 
several  motions  shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  named. 

Sect.  13  Articles  in  the  warrant  shall  be  acted  upon  in  their  order, 
unless  two  or  more  articles  relate  to  the  same  subject  matter,  when  they 
may  be  considered  jointly. 

Sect.  14.  No  motion  to  dissolve  a  town  meeting  shall  be  in  order  un- 
til every  article  in  the  warrant  therefor  has  been  duly  considered  and 
acted  upon. 

Sect.  15.  Reconsideration  may  be  had  only  upon  notice  for  that  pur- 
pose made  by  one  of  the  majority  acting  thereon  on  the  day  on  which  such 
vote  has  been  passed,  and  the  question  of  reconsideration  shall  be  acted  on 
at  an  adjournment  of  that  meeting  or  some  adjournment  thereof,  except  it 
be  a  vote  upon  an  article  appropriating  or  involving  the  expenditure  of 
money,  or  the  creating  of  a  debt,  or  the  disposal  of  town  property.  A 
vote  upon  an  article  appropriating  or  involving  the  expenditure  of  money, 
or  the  creating  of  a  debt,  or  the  disposal  of  town  property,  may  be  reconsid- 
ered upon  motion  if  twenty  voters  vote  in  favor  thereof.  Such  reconsid- 
eration shall  be  voted  at  the  meeting  at  which  the  original  vote  is  taken 
(and  further  action  under  the  article  postponed  for  the  period  of  not  less 
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than  seven  days  nor  more  than  fourteen  days  thereafter,  and  the  meeting 
shall  determine  the  time  for  the  adjourned  meeting  at  which  such  further 
action  shall  be  taken  within  the  limitations  aforesaid).  At  an  adjourned 
meeting  a  question  referred  under  the  provisions  hereof  shall  not  be  open 
for  further  debate,  but  the  reports  of  any  committees,  or  departments,  or 
any  written  communication  of  a  voter,  bearing  upon  the  question  filed 
with  the  town  clerk,  shall  be  read  to  the  meeting  by  said  clerk  prior  to  the 
vote  being  taken.    The  vote  shall  be  determined  in  the  following  manner  : 

The  moderator  shall  then  call  for  a  rising  vote,  first  upon  the  adoption 
of  the  proposition  recommended  by  the  Finance  Committee,  second  upon 
the  adoption  of  any  alternative  proposition  which  shall  have  been  voted 
at  the  preceding  meeting,  and  third,  upon  the  proposition  to  indefinitely 
postpone  action  upon  the  article,  and  the  proposition  receiving  the  largest 
number  of  votes  shall  be  the  determination  of  the  town  and  shall  be 
declared  as  the  vote  upon  the  article. 

Sect.  16.  All  motions  submitted  for  the  consideration  of  the  meeting 
involving  the  expenditure  of  money,  the  creation  of  a  debt,  or  the  disposal 
of  town  property,  shall  be  in  writing,  unless  embodied  in  the  report  of  a 
committee,  and  all  motions  shall  be  made  in  writing,  if  required  by  the 
presiding  officer. 

Sect.  17.  No  motion  or  proposition,  unless  germane  to  the  subject 
under  consideration,  shall  be  admitted  under  color  of  amendment. 

Sect.  18.  Any  voter  may  call  for  a  division  of  a  question,  when  the 
sense  will  admit  of  it. 

Sect.  19.  The  motion  to  adjourn,  to  lay  upon  the  table,  to  take  from 
the  table,  for  the  previous  question  and  for  the  yeas  and  nays,  shall  be 
decided  without  debate. 

CHAPTER  III. 

Duties  of  Town  Officers. 

Section  i.  The  Selectmen  shall  have  full  authority  as  agents  of  the 
town,  to  institute  and  prosecute  suits  in  the  name  of  the  town,  to  appear  and 
defend  suits  brought  against  it,  and  to  appear  on  its  behalf  in  proceedings 
before  any  committee  or  tribunal,  except  as  otherwise  provided  herein, 
and  unless  it  is  otherwise  specially  ordered  by  vote  of  the  town  as  pro- 
vided by  law. 

Sect.  2.  All  suits  or  proceedings  for  the  collection  of  water  rates  or  for 
any  other  cause  of  action  concerning  the  delivery  or  supply  of  water  by  the 
town,  the  maintenance  of  a  plant  for  supplying  of  such  water,  for  the 
violation  of  any  by-laws,  rules  or  regulations  which  may  have  been  or 
may  hereafter  be  passed  or  adopted  for  the  establishing  or  maintenance  of 
water  works,  pipes,  gates,  hydrants  or  other  appliances  for  purposes  of 
drainage  or  for  any  other  matter  fairly  within  the  care,  control  or  juris- 
diction of  the  Water  and  Sewerage  Board,  may  be  instituted  by  the  Water 
and  Sewerage  Board  in  the  name  of  the  town. 

Sect.  3.  The  Selectmen  shall  annually,  not  less  than  seven  days  before 
the  annual  meeting,  cause  to  be  distributed  among  the  tax  payers  at  their 
dwellings,  copies  of  the  town  reports. 

Sect.  4.  The  Selectmen  shall  cause  every  fifth  valuation  of  estates 
made  by  the  Board  of  Assessors,  or  abstract  thereof,  to  be  printed  in 
sufficient  number  to  be  available  for  the  distribution  to  tax  payers  at  the 
office  of  said  Assessors. 

Sect.  5.  The  Town  Clerk  shall  keep  a  book  of  records  for  the  sole 
purpose  of  recording  the  location  of  all  highways  and  town  ways  within 
the  town,  with  an  index  thereto;  shall  notify  immediately  in  writing, 
all  committees  that  may  be  elected  or  appointed  at  any  town  meeting  and 
the  nature  of  the  business  upon  which  they  are  expected  to  act;  shall 
notify  the  chairman  of  departments  and  committees  and  officers  of  votes 
of  the  town  pertaining  to  their  respective  departments.

CHAPTER  IV. 
Finance  Committee. 

Section  i.  There  shall  be  a  standing  Finance  Committee  to  consist 
of  six  voters,  no  one  of  whom  shall  hold  town  office,  and  the  election  to 
town  office  shall  terminate  his  membership  thereon.  The  Moderator  shall 
annually  appoint  two  members  to  serve  for  the  term  of  three  years  from 
date  of  appointment;  provided,  nevertheless,  that  the  term  of  service 
shall  terminate  at  the  dissolution  of  the  third  annual  meeting  following 
an  appointment.  The  members  of  this  committee  shall  serve  without 
pay.  Any  vacancy  in  their  number  shall  be  filled  by  the  Moderator,  and 
the  member  then  appointed  shall  serve  for  the  unexpired  term. 

Sect.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Finance  Committee  to  investigate 
and  report  to  the  town,  with  their  recommendations,  all  pertinent  facts 
relating  to  any  articles  in  a  warrant,  the  subject  matter  of  which  pertains 
to  the  appropriation  or  expenditure  of  money,  the  creation  of  a  debt  or 
disposition  of  town  property.  For  this  purpose  the  committee  shall  have 
access  to  all  books,  vouchers  and  other  documents  and  papers  belonging 
to  the  town. 

Sect.  3.  The  committee  shall  confer  or  consult  with  such  depart- 
ments, officers,  employees  or  committees  as  may  have  information  con- 
cerning the  subject  matter  under  consideration,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  all  departments,  officers,  employees  or  committees  to  communicate  to 
said  Finance  Committee  such  information  as  they  possess  relating  to  the 
same. 

Sect.  4.  The  Finance  Committee  may  also  consider  any  and  all 
municipal  questions  for  the  purpose  of  making  reports  and  recommenda- 
tions to  the  town. 

CHAPTER  V. 

Section  i.  No  expenditure  in  excess  of  the  sum  of  $500  shall  be  made 
until  plans  or  specifications  of  the  object  for  which  said  expenditure  is  to 
be  made  shall  have  been  carefully  prepared,  nor  shall  any  such  expendi- 
ture be  made  until  proposals  for  contracts  setting  forth  or  referring  to  said 
plans  or  specifications,  calling  for  bids,  shall  have  been  published  not  less 
than  once  each  week  for  three  successive  weeks  in  a  newspaper  having  a 
general  circulation  in  the  town.  Such  proposal  shall  state  that  all  bids 
must  be  sealed,  and  the  envelope  or  wrapper  enclosing  the  same  properly 
addressed  to  the  department  or  committee  having  the  matter  in  charge. 
It  shall  also  describe  the  place  where  the  plans  or  specifications  may  be 
examined  or  obtained,  and  the  place  at  which,  and  the  time  when  the  bids 
shall  be  opened,  together  with  a  statement  that  the  town  reserves  the  right 
to  reject  any  and  all  bids.  All  such  bids  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  certi- 
fied check  for  an  amount  equal  to  not  less  than  5  per  cent  of  the  amount 
of  the  bid,  but  in  no  case  less  than  the  sum  of  $100,  which  shall  become 
the  property  of  the  town  as  liquidated  damages  on  failure  of  the  bidder  to 
sign  a  contract  within  seven  days  after  notice  of  the  acceptance  of  this  bid, 
or  other  default. 

All  bids  shall  be  publicly  opened  in  the  presence  of  the  body  having  the 
matter  in  charge,  and  the  contract  shall  be  awarded  to  the  lowest  respon- 
sible bidder,  subject  to  the  foregoing  reservations.  Upon  the  acceptance 
of  the  bid,  the  certified  check  accompanying  the  same  shall  be  retained 
until  a  bond  is  filed  as  hereinafter  provided,  when  it  shall  be  returned. 
The  certified  checks  accompanying  all  other  bids  shall  be  returned  to  the 
respective  bidders  when  the  contract  is  awarded. 

Sect.  2.  A  contract  in  proper  form  shall  thereupon  be  prepared,  and, 
with  the  specifications,  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  and  shall  not 
be  valid  until  countersigned  by  said  Board.  Upon  said  countersignature, 
one  of  the  contracts  including  the  bond,  properly  executed,  together  with 
a  copy  of  the  specifications,  shall  be  deposited  with  the  Town  Accountant. 

Sect.  3.  Every  contract  exceeding  the  said  sum  of  $500  shall  be 
accompanied  by  a  bond  in  such  sum,  and  with  such  surety  or  sureties  as 
may  be  required  and  approved  by  the  body  in  charge  of  the  same,  condi- 
tioned upon  the  faithful  performance  of  said  contract. 
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Sect.  4.  No  town  officer  and  no  salaried  employee  of  the  town  or  any 
agent  of  any  such  officer  or  employee,  shall  receive  any  compensation  or 
commission  for  work  done  by  him  for  the  town,  except  his  official  salary, 
and  fees  allowed  by  law,  without  the  permission  of  the  Selectmen  expressed 
in  a  vote  which  shall  appear  on  their  records  with  the  reason  therefor. 

Sect.  6.  All  money  received  by  any  town  officers  or  committees,  or 
any  person  acting  for  or  on  behalf  of  the  town,  shall  upon  receipt  of  the 
same,  be  paid  into  the  town  treasury,  except  as  otherwise  provided  by  the 
statutes  of  the  Commonwealth. 

CHAPTER  VI. 

Public  Property. 

Section  i.  The  Selectmen  shall  have  the  power  to  rent  the  Town  Hall 
for  any  lawful  purpose,  provided,  however,  that  at  all  times,  such  renting 
shall  be  subject  to  the  use  by  the  towm  for  town  purposes. 

Sect.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  as  agents  of 
the  town,  to  keep  insured  against  loss  or  damage  by  fire,  all  insurable 
property  of  the  town,  both  real  and  personal.  Each  department  of  the 
town,  except  the  Board  of  Assessors,  shall  annually  on  or  before  the  first 
day  of  April  render  a  complete  list  of  all  town  property,  both  real  and 
personal,  under  its  control  to  the  said  Board  of  Selectmen,  together  with 
the  description  of  said  property  and  its  estimate  of  the  replacement  value 
thereof.  Each  department  shall  further,  forthwith  upon  the  purchase  or 
acquisition  of  any  property,  render  a  statement  in  writing  to  the  Board  of 
Selectmen,  fully  describing  the  same  with  the  replacement  value  thereof. 

CHAPTER  VII. 

Hawkers  and  Peddlers. 

Section  i.  No  person,  except  one  engaged  in  the  pursuit  of  agricul- 
ture, shall  go  about  from  place  to  place  within  this  town,  carrying  or 
exposing  for  sale,  or  selling,  fruits  or  vegetables  in  or  from  any  cart, 
wagon  or  other  vehicle,  or  in  any  other  manner,  without  a  license 
therefor  from  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

Sect.  2.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  have  authority  to  grant  such 
license  to  any  person  of  good  repute  for  morals  and  integrity  who  is,  or 
has  declared  his  intention  to  become,  a  citizen  of  the  United  States.  Said 
license,  unless  sooner  revoked  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  shall  expire  on 
the  thirtieth  day  of  April  next  after  the  granting  thereof,  and  each  person 
so  licensed  shall  pay  therefor  a  fe?  of  five  dollars. 

Sect.  3.  No  hawker  or  pedlar  shall  sell,  or  offer  or  expose  for  sale, 
any  of  the  articles  enumerated  in  Section  15,  of  Chapter  65,  of  the 
Revised  Laws,  or  in  any  acts  in  amendment  thereof,  or  in  addition 
thereto,  until  he  has  recorded  his  name  and  residence  with  the  Board  of 
Health.  Every  person  licensed  under  the  provisions  of  the  preceding 
section  as  a  hawker  or  pedlar  of  fruits  and  vegetables  shall  record  his 
name  and  residence  in  like  manner  with  such  board  or  officer. 

Sect.  4.  No  person  hawking,  peddling,  or  carrying  or  exposing  for 
sale  any  of  the  articles  enumerated  in  Chapter  345,  Acts  of  1906,  shall  cry 
his  wares  to  the  disturbance  of  the  peace  and  comfort  of  the  inhabitants 
of  the  town,  nor  shall  carry  or  convey  such  articles  in  any  manner  other- 
wise than  in  vehicles  and  receptacles  which  are  neat  and  clean  and  do  not 
leak. 

Sect.  5.  Every  hawker  and  pedlar  licensed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
shall  be  assigned  a  number  and  shall  be  provided  by  the  Board  of  Health 
with  a  badge  which  shall  be  conspicuously  worn  by  him,  and  every  other 
such  hawker  and  pedlar  as  described  in  Section  3  shall  provide  himself 
with  a  badge,  of  such  type  and  design  as  may  be  approved  by  said  Board 
of  Health,  which  he  shall  wear  in  like  manner.  Whoever  neglects  to 
wear,  or  wears  such  badge  without  authority,  shall  be  punished  by  the 
penalty  provided  in  Section  10  of  this  by-law. 
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Sect.  6.  Every  vehicle  or  other  recepticle  used  by  a  licensee  as  a  con- 
veyance for  articles  offered  or  exposed  for  sale  by  him,  shall  have  attached 
thereto  on  each  side,  a  number  plate,  to  be  furnished  by  the  town  with 
his  license,  bearing  the  number  and  date  of  expiration  of  such  license. 

Sect.  7.  No  person  shall  be  registered  or  assigned  a  badge  or  number 
under  the  provisions  of  Sections  3  and  5  of  this  by-law,  until  he  presents 
a  certificate  from  the  Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures  stating  that  all 
weighing  and  measuring  devices  intended  to  be  used  by  such  person  have 
been  duly  inspected  and  sealed  as  required  by  law.  The  use  of,  or  poses- 
sion  by  such  persons  with  intent  to  use  false  or  unsealed  weighing  or 
measuring  devices,  shall  be  sufficient  cause  for  the  revocation  of  his 
license,  or  the  cancellation  of  his  registration. 

Sect.  8.  Any  licensee  who  fails,  neglects  or  refuses  to  exhibit  his 
license  when  the  same  is  demanded  of  him  by  a  Selectman,  Commissioner 
or  Inspector,  or  Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures,  Town  Treasurer  or 
Clerk,  Constable,  Police  Officer  or  Justice  of  the  Peace,  shall  be  subject  to 
the  same  penalty  as  if  he  had  no  license. 

Sect.  9.  Nothing  in  these  by-laws  shall  be  construed  as  conflicting 
with  any  license  issued  under  the  authority  of  the  Commonwealth. 

Sect.  10.  Any  license  granted  under  these  by-laws,  or  any  by-law 
amendatory  or  additional  thereto,  may  be  revoked  by  the  Board  granting 
the  same. 

CHAPTER  VIII. 
Traffic  Rules. 

Section  i.  When  a  horse  drawn  vehicle  is  backed  up  to  the  curb,  the 
horse  or  horses  shall  be  turned  so  as  to  stand  parallel  with  the  sidewalk 
and  headed  toward  the  right  hand. 

Sect.  2.  No  horse  shall  be  left  unattended  for  a  longer  period  than 
five  minutes  in  any  street  or  highway  unless  he  is  securely  fastened  by 
being  tied  to  a  post  or  a  weight,  or  unless  the  wheels  of  the  vehicle  to 
which  he  is  harnessed  are  securely7  tied,  fastened  or  chained,  and  the 
vehicle  is  of  sufficient  weight  to  prevent  being  dragged  at  a  dangerous 
speed  with  the  wheels  so  secured. 

Sect.  3.  No  person  owning,  possessing  or  having  the  care  of  any 
cart,  coach,  sleigh,  carriage  or  vehicle  of  any  description  shall  store  or 
permit  the  same  to  remain  unemployed  and  out  of  use  in  any  street  or 
part  of  a  highway,  except  temporarily  in  case  of  emergency. 

Sect.  4.  No  person  shall  hitch  any  horse  or  any  other  animal  to  any 
tree  or  shrub  or  to  any  public  lamp  post,  fire  alarm  or  police  signal  post, 
or  box. 

CHAPTER  IX. 
Sections  i  and  2  Rejected. 

CHAPTER  X. 

Section  e.  No  person  shall  drive,  wheel  or  draw  any  coach,  cart, 
wheelbarrow,  hand  cart  or  carriage,  of  burden  or  pleasure,  except  chil- 
dren's carriages  drawn  by  hand,  on  any  sidewalk  of  the  town. 

Sect.  2.  No  person  shall  permit  any  horse,  cattle,  swine  or  sheep 
under  his  care  to  go  upon  any  sidewalk  of  the  town. 

Sect.  3.  No  person  shall  coast  upon  any  sled,  or  double  runner,  so 
called,  except  at  such  time  and  in  such  places  as  may  from  time  to  time 
be  designated  by  the  Chief  of  Police  (adopted  as  a  substitute). 

Voted.  That  when  we  adjourn  it  be  to  Friday  evening,  October  13th, 
1916,  at  7.45  P.  M.

Adjourned  Special  Town  Meeting,  October  20,  1916. 

In  accordance  with  the  above  adjournment  the  voters  assembled  at  the 
Town  Hall  on  Friday  evening,  October  20th,  1916. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  8  o'clock  by  Daniel  F.  Knowlton, 
Moderator,  there  being  more  than  the  necessary  number  of  voters  present 
to  transact  business. 

Voted.    To  dispense  with  the  reading  of  the  records. 

Voted.    To  take  up  Article  24,  By-Laws,  by  chapters. 

Voted.    To  accept  and  adopt  the  following  By-Laws  as  read : 

CHAPTER  X. 

Police  Regulations. 

Section  4.  No  person,  except  the  Highway  Surveyor  in  the  lawful 
performance  of  his  duties,  or  those  acting  under  his  orders,  shall  make  or 
cause  to  be  made  any  excavation  in  a  public  street,  or  way,  for  any  pur- 
pose whatever,  without  having  first  obtained  written  permission  from  the 
Selectmen.  When  an  excavation  is  made  in  a  street  for  any  purpose,  the 
person  or  persons  by  whom  or  for  whom  such  excavation  has  been  made, 
shall  cause  a  rail  or  other  sufficient  fence  to  be  placed  so  as  to  enclose 
such  excavation  and  the  dirt,  gravel  or  other  material  thrown  therefrom, 
and  such  fence  shall  be  maintained  the  whole  time  that  such  excavation 
continues. 

Such  fence,  excavation  and  material  excavated  shall  be  lighted  by  a  lan- 
tern, lanterns,  or  other  proper  and  sufficient  light,  from  the  beginning  of 
twilight  throughout  the  whole  of  every  night,  during  the  entire  time  that 
such  excavation  or  obstruction  exists. 

Sect.  5.  No  person  shall  obstruct  a  public  street  or  sidewalk  by 
placing  or  causing  to  be  placed  therein  any  article  or  thing  whatsoever 
and  suffer  the  same  to  remain  in  such  position  for  more  than  five 
minutes  without  first  having  obtained  written  permission  from  the 
Selectmen  so  to  do,  but  nothing  herein  shall  be  construed  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  issue  permits  for  the  use  of  any  portion  of  a  highway  for 
business  purposes. 

Sect.  6.  The  contents  of  any  sink,  cesspool  or  privy  shall  be  removed 
in  a  vehicle  effectively  covered,  sealed  and  watertight,  and  only  between 
the  hours  of  six  o'clock  post  meridian,  and  seven  o'clock  ante-meridian, 
and  the  same  shall  not  be  emptied  on  any  beach,  or  into  the  sea  adjacent 
to  any  beach  in  the  town,  but  shall  be  carried  in  such  vehicle  and  dis- 
posed of  in  the  earth  or  otherwise,  as  the  Board  of  Health  may  by  rules 
provide,  but  apart  from  dwelling  houses. 

Sect.  7.  No  person  shall  remain  upon  a  sidewalk  in  such  manner  as 
to  obstruct  the  free  passage  of  foot  travelers,  after  being  requested  by  a 
police  officer  to  move  on. 

Sect.  8.  No  water  from  any  conductor,  gutter  or  pipe,  shall  be  allowed 
to  discharge  on  any  sidewalk  in  the  town  in  such  manner  as  to  flow  over 
the  sidewalk. 

Sect.  9.  No  person  shall  fire  or  discharge  a  gun,  fowling  piece  or  fire 
arm,  on  any  public  street  of  the  town,  except  at  a  military  exercise  or 
review  duly  authorized  by  the  military  authorities  of  the  Commonwealth, 
or  on  such  occasions  as  the  Selectmen  shall  specially  permit,  or  in  the 
lawful  defence  of  his  person. 
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SflCT.  io.  No  gate,  door  or  other  similar  device,  either  for  the  use  of 
persons,  horses,  cattle,  carriages  or  vehicles  of  any  kind,  constructed  in 
any  fence,  abutting  on  the  highways  of  the  town,  shall  open  outward  over 
the  sidewalk  or  highway. 

Sect.  ii.  No  person  shall  wilfully  or  maliciously  deface  or  tear  down 
any  bill,  placard  or  notice  posted  for  a  lawful  purpose,  except  the  same  be 
affixed  to  premises  owned  by  him,  or  under  his  control. 

Sect.  12.  No  person  shall  for  any  cause,  leave  any  wagon,  cart  or  other 
vehicle,  wood,  coal  or  other  articles  in  any  street,  way  or  sidewalk  and 
suffer  the  same  to  remain  over  night,  without  maintaining  a  sufficient 
light  over  or  near  the  same  throughout  the  night. 

Sect.  13.  No  person  shall  by  any  means  or  in  any  manner  wilfully 
frighten  any  horse,  or  play  at  any  game  in  which  a  ball  is  used,  or  shoot 
with  bow  and  arrows,  or  throw  stones  or  other  missiles  in  any  street,  or 
on  any  sidewalk  within  the  town. 

Sect.  14.  No  person,  unless  by  leave  of  the  officers  of  the  town,  hav- 
ing charge  of  the  repairs  of  highways,  shall  throw  or  deposit  in  any 
street  or  on  any  sidewalk,  any  ashes,  dirt,  rubbish  or  filth  of  any  kind,  or 
any  animal  or  vegetable  substance. 

Sect.  15.  No  person  shall  erect  or  cause  to  be  erected,  any  fence  or 
building  adjoining  any  street  or  public  ground  or  set  any  posts  without 
having  first  obtained  the  bounds  for  the  same  by  application  to  the  Select- 
men for  that  purpose. 

Sect.  16.  No  person  shall  put  or  cause  to  be  put  in  any  catch-basin  in 
any  highway,  any  filth,  sewage,  slops  or  dirty  water. 

Sect.  17.  Dogs  shall  be  so  restrained  by  their  owners  as  to  prevent 
the  disturbance  of  a  neighborhood  by  their  barking,  biting  or  howling. 

Junk  Dealers. 

Sect.  18.  No  person  shall  carry  on  the  business  of  pawnbroker  or 
dealer  in,  or  keeper  of  a  shop  for  the  purchase,  sale  or  barter  of  junk,  old 
metals  or  second-hand  articles  in  the  town,  unless  he  is  duly  licensed 
therefor  by  the  Selectmen. 

Sect.  19.  No  person  shall  engage  in  buying  or  collecting  junk  or  old 
metal  or  second-hand  articles,  from  place  to  place  within  the  town  unless 
he  is  duly  licensed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

Sect.  20.  Every  keeper  of  such  shop  shall  keep  a  book  in  which  he 
shall  record  the  time  of  receiving  any  article  as  a  pawn,  or  purchasing  any 
article,  a  description  of  the  same,  the  name,  age,  and  residence  of  the  per- 
son from  whom,  and  the  day  and  hour  when  he  received  or  purchased  it ; 
and  the  book  shall  at  all  times  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  and  any  person  by  them  respectively  authorized  to  make  such 
inspection. 

Sect.  21.  No  keeper  of  a  shop  for  the  purchase,  sale  or  barter  of  junk, 
old  metals  or  second-hand  articles,  and  no  junk  collector  shall  directly  or 
indirectly  receive  by  way  of  barter  or  exchange,  any  articles  aforesaid,  or 
purchase  any  such  article  of  any  minor  or  apprentice,  knowing  or  having 
reason  to  believe  him  to  be  such.  Every  such  shop  and  all  articles  of 
merchandise  thereon,  shall  be  exhibited  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  or  to 
any  or  either  member  of  said  Board,  or  to  any  person  respectively  author- 
ized by  said  Board  or  any  member  thereof  to  examine  such  shop  or  articles 
of  merchandise,  whenever  a  demand  is  made  by  any  or  either  of  them  for 
such  exhibition. 

CHAPTER  XI. 
Cemeteries. 

Section  i.  The  Selectmen  shall  appoint  annually,  in  the  month  of 
April,  a  suitable  person  to  be  Cemetery  Superintendent,  who  shall  hold 
his  office  until  his  successor  is  appointed.  He  shall  have  the 
care,  superintendence  and  management  of  the  public  cemeteries  in  the 
town.  The  Selectmen  may  make  rules  and  regulations  concerning  the 
same  which  the  Board  of  Health  are  not  authorized  by  law  to  make,  and 
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which  are  not  repugnant  to  any  law  of  the  commonwealth  or  in  contra- 
vention of  any  vote  of  the  town.  Such  superintendent  shall  cause  to  be 
prosecuted  all  officers  enumerated  in  Revised  Laws,  Chapter  207,  Sections 
66  and  67,  and  any  acts  in  amendment  thereof  or  in  addition  thereto,  and 
in  any  other  law  or  by-laws  relating  to  the  same.  All  moneys  raised  by 
the  town  or  hereinafter  appropriated  for  the  care,  improvement  or  embel- 
lishment of  said  public  cemeteries,  shall  be  expended  under  his  direction. 

Said  superintendent  shall  annually  (before  the  tenth  day  of  January) 
make  up  and  render  a  report  in  writing,  of  the  condition  of  the  cemeteries 
with  an  itemized  account  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  and  estimates 
of  amounts  of  appropriations  required  tor  the  coming  year,  which  report 
shall  be  printed  in  the  annual  report  of  town  officers. 

Sect.  2.  The  Cemetery  Superintendent  shall  keep  set  apart  and 
reserved,  a  sufficient  portion  of  the  cemetery  as  a  public  place  for  the  use 
of  the  inhabitants  of  Swampscott,  free  of  charge.  He  may  also  lay  out 
any  other  portion  of  said  cemetery  in  suitable  lots  or  other  sub-divisions 
for  family  or  other  burial  places,  with  all  necessary  paths  and  avenues,  in 
conformity  with  the  plans  heretofore  adopted  by  the  town.  He  may 
plant  and  embellish  the  same  with  trees,  shrubs  and  flowers  and  other 
rural  ornaments,  he  shall  keep  the  said  cemetery  suitably  enclosed  by  a 
wall  or  fence,  shall  maintain  in  good  repair  a  receiving  tomb,  and  may 
cause  to  be  erected  such  other  structures  as  may  be  necessary  or  con- 
venient for  the  use  of  the  cemetery. 

Sect.  3.  The  Selectmen  shall  have  authority  to  grant  and  convey  to 
any  person  or  persons  by  deed  or  certificate,  duly  executed  in  the  name  of 
the  town  of  Swampscott,  the  sole  and  exclusive  right  of  burial,  and  of 
erecting  tombs,  cenataphs  and  other  monuments,  in  any  of  the  designated 
lots  or  sub-divisions  of  the  cemetery.  Such  deeds  or  certificates  shall  be 
■recorded  in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose  in  their  office. 

Sect.  4.  Any  funds,  moneys,  or  securities  contributed  for  the  use  of 
said  cemetery,  or  burial  lot  therein,  shall  be  paid  to  the  Town  Treasurer, 
unless  otherwise  provided  by  law,  to  be  kept  by  him  separate  and  apart 
from  other  funds  of  the  town,  and  subject  to  the  order  of  the  Selectmen. 
Such  proceeds  shall  be  used  for  no  other  purpose  than  the  care,  improve- 
ment and  embellishment  of  said  cemetery,  and  any  balance  remaining  at 
the  end  of  any  financial  year  over  and  above  the  annual  expenditures  may 
be  invested  by  the  Selectmen  as  a  "  Perpetual  Care  Fund,"  the  income  of 
which  shall  be  applied  solely  to  the  care  of  said  cemetery.  A  detailed 
account  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures,  and  of  the  investment  of  the 
fund,  shall  be  included  in  the  annual  report. 

Sect.  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Superintendent,  or  person  having 
charge  of  the  cemetery,  to  have  entire  control  of  the  town  tomb,  and 
superintend  all  interments  in  the  cemetery,  keeping  an  accurate  record 
of  the  same. 

CHAPTER  XII. 

Inspector  of  Buildings. 

Section  i.  The  Selectmen  shall  annually,  in  April,  appoint  an 
Inspector  of  Buildings,  and  provide  him,  at  the  expense  of  the  town,  with 
suitable  record  books  and  other  necessary  printed  matter.  Said  Inspector 
shall  hold  office  for  the  period  of  one  year  from  the  first  day  of  May  or 
until  his  successor  is  appointed,  unless  removed  by  the  Board  of  Select- 
men. He  shall  receive  such  compensation  as  may  be  determined  by  the 
town.  He  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  business  of  his  department  and  shall 
submit  to  the  Selectmen  annually  a  report  of  such  business.  At  the 
expiration  of  his  term  of  office,  he  shall  deposit  with  the  Town  Clerk  all 
books,  records  and  other  documents  pertaining  to  the  same. 

Duties  of  Inspector  of  Buildings. 

Sect.  2.  In  his  capacity  as  Inspector  of  Buildings,  he  shall  examine 
all  buildings  in  the  course  of  erection,  alteration  or  repair  in  the  town, 
and  make  a  record  of  all  violations  of  the  by-laws  pertaining  thereto. 
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Sect.  3.  He  shall  examine  all  buildings  under  application  to  raise, 
enlarge  or  alter  and  shall  make  a  record  of  the  same. 

Building  Permits. 

Sect.  4.  Any  person  intending  to  erect  a  dwelling  house  or  other 
building  shall  make  an  application  in  writing  to  the  Inspector  of  Build- 
ings for  a  permit  for  the  erection  of  the  same  on  a  form  furnished  by 
said  Inspector.  He  shall  submit  to  said  Inspector  all  plans  and  specifi- 
cations pertaning  thereto,  and  no  work  shall  be  done  until  a  permit  has 
been  issued  therefor. 

No  permit  issued  by  such  Inspector,  whether  for  a  new  building  or  for 
alterations,  shall  be  in  force  for  a  period  longer  than  one  year. 

Alterations  and  Additions. 

Sect.  5  Any  alteration  in  or  addition  to  any  building  already  erected, 
or  hereafter  to  be  built,  except  necessary  repairs  thereon,  not  affecting  the 
construction  of  the  external  or  party  walls,  chimneys  or  stairways,  shall, 
to  the  extent  of  such  work,  be  subject  to  these  by-laws,  and  a  permit 
therefor  shall  be  obtained  in  the  manner  described  in  Section  4. 

The  rebuilding  or  repairing  of  any  buildings  which  have  been  damaged 
by  fire  or  other  casualties,  shall  be  subject  to  the  restrictions  which  are 
imposed  on  the  erection  of  new  buildings  by  these  by-laws. 

Sect.  6.  Every  wooden  building  or  structure  to  be  used  for  dwelling 
or  mercantile  purposes  hereafter  built  in  the  town  shall  have  foundations 
resting  upon  solid  ground,  piles,  concrete  or  other  durable  structure. 
Below  grade,  the  foundation  walls  shall  be  built  of  stone,  concrete  or  brick, 
and  if  of  brick,  to  be  laid  in  Portland  cement  lime  mortar,  consisting  of 
not  less  than  one  part  Portland  cement  to  two  parts  lime,  and  three  parts 
of  sand,  thoroughly  mixed,  the  walls  to  be  not  less  than  18  inches  thick  at 
the  bottom  and  16  inches  thick  at  the  top,  all  first  course  to  extend 
through  the  wall.  All  walls  laid  dry  shall  be  pointed  with  one-half  Port- 
land cement  lime  mortar,  and  consisting  of  not  less  than  one  part  Portland 
cement  to  one  part  lime,  five  parts  of  sand,  thoroughly  mixed. 

Foundation  walls  of  brick  or  concrete  shall  not  be  less  than  12  inches 
thick,  bracketed  out  at  bottom  8  inches,  one  foot  high,  and  if  of  brick  to  be 
laid  in  one-third  Portland  cement  mortar. 

All  foundations  shall  be  thoroughly  bonded.  In  case  of  brick  walls, 
bonding  to  be  by  header  courses  every  18  inches. 

All  parts  of  foundations  which  are  built  of  stone  shall  have  the  stones 
extend  through  sufficiently  to  bind  the  walls  inside  and  outside,  if  of  con- 
crete, there  shall  be  a  footing  course  18  inches  wide  and  12  inches  high, 
suoporting  a  wall  of  uniform  thickness  of  12  inches.  Walls  built  of  con- 
crete shall  consist  of  five  parts  stone,  three  parts  sand,  not  less  than  one 
part  Portland  cement,  properly  mixed. 

Underpinnings. 

Sect.  7.  Where  stone  underpinnings  are  used, they  are  to  be  thoroughly 
laid  in  mortar,  one-third  Portland  cement. 

All  brick  underpinnings  for  buildings  not  over  two  stones  high  shall  be 
not  less  than  8  inches  thick,  and  under  buildings  three  or  more  stories  in 
height  shall  not  be  less  than  12  inches  the  entire  height. 

All  brick  work  exposed  to  frost  shall  be  constructed  with  burned  brick, 
suitable  for  outside  use. 

All  trench  walls  shall  extend  at  least  3  feet  6  inches  below  the  surface  of 
the  ground  exposed  to  frost. 

Foundation  walls  shall  not  be  laid  on  frozen  ground. 

Cement  blocks  may  be  used  for  buildings  or  underpinnings,  provided 
they  conform  to  the  following  formula:  Not  less  than  1  part  Portland 
cement  to  3  parts  good,  sharp  sand,  5  parts  broken  stone  or  gravel,  well 
graded  as  to  size. 

Buildings  on  Piers,  Etc. 
Sect.  8.    Buildings  more  than  one  story  in  height,  and  with  a  floor 
area  of  over  5oosquare  feet,  that  do  not  rest  on  foundation  walls,  shall  be 
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supported  on  suitably  driven  piles,  or  piers  of  hard  brick,  stone  or  con- 
crete; corner  piers  shall  be  not  less  than  12  inches  square  and  the  inter- 
mediate piers  not  less  than  8  inches  square. 

All  footings  of  piers  shall  be  started  at  least  3  feet  6  inches  below  the 
surface  of  the  ground  exposed  to  frost  and  all  piers  and  footings  shall  be 
solidly  laid  on  one-third  cement  mortar  or  concrete. 

Supports,  Etc. 

Sect.  9.  Buildings  shall  be  supported  in  cellars  and  basements  by 
suitable  cement  filled  iron  columns  on  proper  footings.  Porches  and 
piazzas  shall  be  supported  by  concrete,  brick  or  stone  foundation  not  less 
than  16  inches  square.  Brick  piers  under  main  girders  shall  not  be  less 
than  12  inches  square,  if  over  7  feet  high,  and  no  pier  shall  be  less  than 
8  inches  x  12  inches. 

Party  Walls. 

Sect.  10.  Two  story  dwelling  houses  shall  have  wood  party  walls  with 
fireproof  masonry  filling  between  studs  and  between  floor  joists  resting 
on  party  walls.  Twelve  inch  walls  shall  be  required  in  all  cases  where 
walls  are  required  to  carry  floor  joists. 

Spacing  of  Buildings,  Etc. 

Sect.  ii.  The  external  walls  of  any  wooden  building  or  any  projection 
thereof,  shall  not  be  placed  nearer  than  3  feet  to  the  line  dividing  the 
premises  upon  which  such  building  rests  from  the  adjacent  premises. 

Buildings  With  Masonry  Walls. 

Sect.  12.  In  all  buildings  having  masonry  walls,  the  brick  or  stone 
shall  be  solidly  laid  in  lime  of  the  consistency  prescribed  in  Section  6. 
No  stone  walls  shall  be  less  than  18  inches  thick.  All  foundation  walls, 
if  of  brick,  shall  be  at  least  4  inches  thicker  than  the  walls  in  the  first 
story,  and  shall  be  bracketed  out  8  inches  or  more  at  the  base.  External 
brick  walls  shall  nowhere  be  less  than  8  inches  thick.  Buildings  of  an 
area  of  2,500  square  feet  or  over  to  have  not  less  than  12-inch  thick  walls. 

In  all  two  story  buildings,  the  external  walls  shall  be  at  least  12  inches 
thick  in  basement  above  ground,  and  at  least  8  inches  thick  above  the 
basement. 

In  all  three  story  buildings,  the  external  walls  above  the  basement  shall 
be  at  least  twelve  inches  thick  to  the  second  floor  and  8  inches  above.  If 
the  building  is  more  than  35  feet  in  height  from  the  sidewalk  to  the 
ceiling  of  the  upper  story,  the  external  walls  shall  not  be  less  than  16 
inches  in  the  first  story  and  12  inches  above. 

Sill  Posts,  Etc. 
Sect.  13.    All  wooden  buildings  and  their  projections  over  one  story 
in  height,  used  as  dwellings,  stores,  stables,  or  for  manufacturing  pur- 
poses, shall  have  sills  not  less  than  4x6  inches,  and  if  over  one  story 
and  a  half,  not  less  than  6x6  inches. 

Rafter  and  Plates. 
Sect.  14.  All  dwellings  over  one  story  in  height  shall  have  plates  not 
less  than  4x4  inches,  or  its  equivalent,  and  if  over  16  feet  in  width  shall 
have  rafters  not  less  than  2x5  inches  set  not  more  than  20  inches  on 
centres.  No  studding  for  any  part  of  the  outside  walls  of  any  building 
over  one  story  in  height  shall  be  less  than  2x4  inches  and  16  inches  on 
centres. 

Girders,  Trimmers,  Headers,  Etc. 
Sect.  15.  There  shall  be  girders  not  less  than  6x8  inches  under  the 
main  partitions,  or  floor  joists  doubled  or  their  equivalent,  under  all  cross 
partitions  in  the  first  floor  of  all  dwellings.  Headers  and  trimmers  of  all 
openings  over  4  feet  in  the  first  floor  of  dwellings  shall  be  floor  joists 
doubled  or  their  equivalent,  and  in  any  other  floor,  if  deemed  necessary 
by  the  Inspector. 
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Trusses,  Etc. 

Sect.  16.  All  beams  carrying  main  partitions  in  first  floor  shall  be 
supported  on  piers  or  posts  not  more  than  7  feet  apart;  trimmers  in  first 
floor  over  12  feet  in  length  shall  be  supported  by  a  pier  or  post.  All 
buildings  shall  be  properly  braced  at  the  angles. 

Floors,  Etc. 

Sect.  17.  The  floor  joists  for  all  floors  in  dwellings,  except  the  attics, 
shall  not  be  less  than  the  following  sizes  :  First  and  second  joist  not  le6S 
than  2x8,  16  inches  on  centre,  for  a  span  of  14  feet  or  under;  over  14 
feet  span  joist  must  be  12  inches  on  centre;  all  spans  over  8  feet  feet  in 
width  to  be  bridged  in  the  centre  with  one  row  of  1  x  3  bridging,  over  13 
inches  in  width  to  be  bridged  with  two  rows  of  1  x  3  bridging. 

Sect.  18.  Distance  on  centres  of  all  floor  joists  shall  not  be  more  than 
16  inches,  or  of  sizes  giving  their  equivalent  in  strength  of  floor.  The 
openings  at  the  floors,  whether  caused  by  ledgers  or  floor  joists  project- 
ing above  sills,  shall  be  stopped  by  pieces  of  wood  not  less  than  2  inches 
thick,  cut  in  tight  or  with  brick  filling.  In  dwellings  where  floor  joists 
are  supported  on  ledger  boards  or  that  portion  of  the  outside  wall  below 
the  ledger  forming  a  part  of  the  basement  walls,  there  shall  be  stops  2 
inches  thick,  cut  in  between  studding,  on  line  with  bottom  of  ledger. 

All  boards  which  form  any  part  of  the  frame  of  the  building  shall  be 
nailed  at  each  bearing  with  not  less  than  two  eight  penny  nails,  or  the 
equivalent. 

Sect.  19.  No  building  hereafter  erected,  altered,  added  to  or  repaired, 
that  is  to  be  finished  in  whole  or  in  part,  shall  be  lathed,  plastered  or 
sheathed,  until  the  owner  or  builder  shall  have  notified  the  Inspector  of 
Buildings,  and  shall  have  received  from  said  Inspector  a  notice  in  writing 
that  the  work  is  satisfactory. 

The  Inspector  of  Buildings  on  receipt  of  a  notice  from  the  owner  or 
building  that  any  building,  or  the  alterations,  additions  or  repairs  to  any 
building  are  ready  for  inspection  shall  as  soon  as  possible,  inspect  the 
premises,  but  shall  not  accept  the  building  until  all  the  requirements  of 
the  by-laws  as  to  frames,  chimneys,  fire-stops,  furnace  or  steam  pipes,  and 
all  other  parts  of  the  construction  have  been  complied  with,  and  no  building 
shall  be  occupied  until  approved  by  the  Inspector. 

The  Inspector  shall  also  require  that  all  permanent  piers  or  columns 
needed  under  girders,  trimmers,  etc.,  shall  be  in  place  before  he  accepts  the 
building. 

Opening  Cut  in  Party  Walls,  Etc. 
Sect.  20.  No  opening  or  doorway  shall  be  cut  through  a  brick  party 
or  partition  wall  of  any  building  without  a  permit  from  the  Inspector ; 
and  every  such  doorway  shall  have  a  top,  bottom  and  sides  of  stone,  brick 
or  iron ;  shall  be  closed  by  two  sets  of  wrought  iron  or  metal  doors 
(separated  by  the  thickness  of  the  wall)  hung  to  rabbeted  iron  frames,  or 
to  iron  hinges  in  brick  or  stone  rabbets  ;  shall  not  exceed  10  feet  in  height 
by  8  feet  in  width  ;  and  any  opening  other  than  a  doorway  shall  be  pro- 
tected in  a  manner  satisfactory  to  the  inspector. 

Chimneys,  Etc. 

Sect.  21.  All  chimneys  shall  be  built  of  brick,  concrete  or  stone,  not 
less  than  4  inches  thick,  except  concrete  chimneys  flue  lined,  and  shall  not 
rest  on  wood.  Brick  chimnevs  and  concrete  chimneys,  except  those  flue 
lined,  shall  be  built  of  good  mercantile  hard  brick  or  concrete,  thoroughly 
laid,  with  the  joints  filled  all  the  way  through  and  plastered  on  the  inside 
from  top  to  bottom,  and  if  of  brick,  shall  be  plastered  on  the  outside 
below  the  roof,  after  having  been  inspected;  and  all  bricks  laid  within 
four  feet  of  the  underside  of  the  roof  shall  be  sufficiently  hard  burned  for 
use  on  outside  work,  and  in  no  case  shall  any  soft  brick  be  used  in  build- 
ing any  flues  or  chimneys.  All  collars  shall  be  either  soapstone  or  of 
metal,  ventilated,  and  all  smoke  pipes  passing  through  closets  shall  have 
ventilated  air  space  pipes.    All  steam  pipes  passing  through  floors  and 
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joists  shall  have  two  funnels  of  incombustible  materials  and  shall  be 
kept  away  from  all  woodwork. 

Brick  flues  starting  from  the  foundation  walls  shall  rest  upon  continuous 
support  of  metal  or  masonry  extending  to  6  inches  below  the  ground. 

Iron  mantel  bars  of  brick  or  stone  arches  shall  be  used  over  all  fire- 
places, range  or  grate  openings,  shall  be  at  least  8  inches  thick,  and  hearths 
or  fireplaces  shall  be  laid  on  brick  or  other  trimmer  arches,  or  upon  bars 
or  iron  supporting  a  bed  of  brickwork. 

No  smoke  pipe  shall  enter  any  flue  at  a  less  distance  than  12  ineh  es 
from  the  floor  or  ceiling  or  at  a  less  distance  than  6  inches  from  any  wood 
work  whatever,  unless  the  same  be  properly  protected.  No  drain  pipe  or 
earthenware  pipe  of  any  kind  shall  be  used  for  horizontal  flues.  All  such 
flues  shall  be  made  of  iron  pipe  laid  in  brick  and  mortar,  on  iron  bars. 
When  chimney  thimbles  enter  flue,  the  wood  work  in  all  cases  shall  be 
kept  6  inches  from  the  same.    All  chimneys  must  be  stopped  at  each  floor. 

Furnace  and  boiler  smoke  pipe  shall  be  at  least  1  foot  below  the  beams 
or  ceiling  joists,  unless  the  same  are  protected  by  metal  or  other  non- 
combustible  material,  suspended  at  least  2  inches  below  the  same. 

Sect.  22.  If  any  chimney,  flue  or  heating  apparatus  shall,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  inspector,  be  dangerous  or  unsafe,  he  shall  at  once  notify 
in  writing  the  owner,  agent  or  any  other  person  having  an  interest 
therein,  and  require  him  to  make  the  same  safe,  which  such  party  shall 
do  at  once. 

No  wood  work  of  any  kind  shall  he  placed  at  a  less  distance  than  1  inch 
from  the  outside  brick  work  of  the  flue  and  in  no  case  shall  a  nail  be 
driven  into  the  masonry  of  the  flue. 

Guards  to  Pipes  for  Smoke,  Hot  Air,  Etc.,  and  Protection  of 
Woodwork  About  the  Same. 

Sect.  23.  No  woodwork  shall  be  placed  at  a  less  distance  than  1  inch 
from  any  flue,  and  all  pipe  used  or  intended  to  be  used,  to  convey  heated 
air,  shall  be  cased  with  asbestos. 

Sect.  24  Tops  of  furnaces  set  in  brick  shall  be  covered  with  brick,  so 
as  to  be  perfectly  tight,  and  they  shall  be  at  least  6  inches  below  any 
woodwork,  or  the  woodwork  shall  be  protected  by  a  tin  shield  suspended 
at  least  two  inches  below  it. 

Registers,  How  Set. 
Sect.  25.    Registers,  connected  with  hot  air  furnaees,  shall  be  set  in 
non-combustible  borders,  at  least  2  inches  wide. 

Hot  Air  Pipes. 

Sect.  26.  Furnace  or  other  pipes  conveying  heated  air  between  floors 
and  in  partitions,  shall  be  encased  with  asbestos  and  inspected  before 
lathing  or  floored  over. 

Fire  Proof  Foundations  for  Fireplaces,  Etc. 
Sect.  27.    Open  fireplaces,  set  ranges,  set  kettles  and  the  like,  shall 
have  fireproof  foundations  wnth  fireproof  hearth,  extending  not  less  than 
16  inches  from  the  grate  or  ash  pit.     No  brick  structure  to  contain  fire 
shall  be  allowed  on  a  wooden  floor  in  any  building. 

Steam  Pipes,  Etc. 
Sect.  28.    Steam  pipes  shall  be  kept  at  least  1  inch  from  all  woodwork 
or  shall  be  protected  by  an  incombustible  ring  or  tube,  or  rest  on  iron 
supports. 

All  terra  cotta  blocks  for  outside  work  shall  be  hard  burnt  blocks  laid 
up  in  one-third  lime  cement  mortar  of  the  same  consistency  prescribed  in 

Section  6. 

Sect.  29.    Whoever  violates  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  chapter  shall 
be  punished  by  a  fine  of  $20.00  for  each  offence.

Voted  :    To  accept  and  adopt  Chapter  1  of  the  by-laws  as  read. 
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CHAPTER  I. 
General  Provisions. 

Section  i.  These  by-laws  shall  be  designated  as  "By-Laws  of  the 
Town  of  Swampscott  "  as  amended  to  March,  1916. 

Sect.  2.  So  far  as  the  provisions  of  these  by-laws  are  the  same  in  effect 
as  those  of  previously  existing  bv-laws,  they  shall  be  construed  as  a  con- 
tinuation of  such  by-laws,  but  all  by-laws  or  portions  thereof  heretofore 
in  force  inconsistent  herewith,  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sect.  3.  In  all  the  by-laws  of  the  town,  the  words  and  expressions 
shall,  unless  inconsistent  with  the  manifest  intent,  be  severally  construed 
as  follows  : 

The  words  "public  way"  shall  include  any  highway,  town  way,  road, 
street,  avenue,  boulevard,  roadway,  parkway,  lane,  sidewalk  or  square; 
the  "owner  or  occupant"  of  a  building  or  land  shall  include  any  sole 
owner  or  occupant  and  any  joint  tenant  and  tenant  in  common  of  the 
whole  or  of  any  part  of  a  building  or  lot  of  land ;  words  purporting  to 
give  a  joint  authority  to  a  board  or  committee  shall  give  authority  to  a 
majority  of  such  board  or  committee;  the  word  "person"  shall  include 
corporations;  words  imparting  the  singular  number  shall  apply  to  the 
plural  number,  and  words  imparting  the  masculine  gender  shall  apply  to 
the  feminine  gender. 

Sect.  4.  Whoever  violates  a  provision  of  any  by-law  of  the  town,  shall, 
unless  other  provision  is  expressly  made,  be  liable  to  a  penalty  not  exceed- 
ing $20  for  each  offence. 

Sect.  5.  When  in  any  by-law  anything  is  prohibited  from  being  done 
without  the  license  or  permission  of  a  certain  officer  or  officers,  such 
officer  or  officers  shall  have  the  power  to  license  or  permit  such  thing  to 
be  done. 

Sect.  6.  These  by-laws  may  be  amended  at  any  town  meeting,  an 
article  or  articles  for  that  purpose  having  been  inserted  in  the  warrant  for 
such  meeting. 

Voted.  To  authorize  the  by-law  committee  to  submit  a  copy  of  the 
by-laws  as  adopted  to  the  Attorney  General  for  approval,  and  after  such 
approval  cause  same  to  be  advertised  three  weeks. 

Voted.    To  take  up  article  13  and  16  together. 

Voted,  Articles  13  and  16.  To  accept  and  adopt  the  recommendations 
of  the  Ways  and  Means  Committee,  authorizing  the  Water  and  Sewerage 
Board  and  the  Park  Commissioners  to  make  transfers  in  exchange  of  land 
with  the  E.  R.  Grabow  Co.,  as  recommended  by  these  boards. 

Voted,  Article  14.  To  accept  and  adopt  the  report  of  the  Ways  and 
Means  Committee,  transferring  from  the  appropriation  made  to  investi- 
gate conditions  at  the  Sewer  Pumping  Station  the  sum  of  $846.30  to  the 
account  of  sewer  maintenance. 

Voted,  Article  15.  To  accept  and  adopt  the  report  of  the  Ways  and 
Means  Committee  authorizing  the  Board  of  Engineers  of  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment to  dispose  of  the  old  boiler  and  fittings  removed  from  the  Central 
Engine  House,  to  the  best  advantage,  the  proceeds  to  revert  to  the  town 
treasury. 

Voted.    To  take  up  Article  23. 

Voted,  Article  23.  To  accept  and  adopt  the  reports  of  the  committee 
appointed  to  consider  the  needs  of  the  Machon  School  District  and  the 
Ways  and  Means  Committee  on  same  subject,  and  to  continue  the  same 
committee  to  carry  out  the  recommendations  contained  in  the  said 
reports. 

Voted,  Article  19.  To  accept  and  adopt  the  report  of  the  Ways  and 
Means  Committee,  indefinitely  postponing  the  matter  of  an  appropriation 
for  Phillips  Park. 

Voted,  Article  20.  To  accept  and  adopt  the  report  of  the  Ways  and 
Means  Committee,  indefinitely  postponing  action  on  this  article. 
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Voted,  Article  21.  To  grant  one  day  off  in  eight  to  the  regular  officers 
of  the  Swampscott  Police  Department. 

Voted,  Article  22.  To  accept  and  adopt  the  report  of  the  committee  to 
investigate  the  subject  of  a  new  police  signal  system,  postponing  action 
on  the  matter  until  next  year. 

Voted,  Article  25.  To  accept  and  adopt  the  report  of  the  Ways  and 
Means  Committee,  indefinitely  postponing  the  transfer  of  an  unexpended 
appropriation  to  the  Monument  avenue  appropriation  of  the  Park 
department. 

Voted,  Article  26.  To  accept  and  adopt  the  report  of  the  Ways  and 
Means  Committee,  indefinitely  postponing  the  transfer  of  an  unexpended 
balance  to  the  overlay  account  of  1916,  as  recommended  by  Board  of 
Assessors. 

Voted,  Article  27.  To  accept  and  adopt  the  report  of  the  Ways  and 
Means  Committee  appropriating  $900  for  the  dependent  families  of 
soldiers  called  to  the  colors  in  connection  with  the  trouble  on  the  Mexican 
border,  the  money  to  be  raised  by  a  note  of  the  town,  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  Chapfer  314,  of  the  Acts  of  1916.  The  town  will  be 
reimbursed  for  this  expenditure  by  the  Commonwealth  (unanimous). 

Voted,  Article  28.  To  accept  and  adopt  the  report  of  the  Ways  and 
Means  Committee,  appropriating  $256.80  from  the  Reserve  Fund  for  the 
purpose  of  this  article. 

Voted,  Article  29.  To  accept  and  adopt  the  report  of  the  Ways  and 
Means  Committee,  appropriating  $175  from  the  Reserve  Fund  for  the 
maintenance  of  the  office  of  Dog  Officer. 

Voted,  Article  30.  To  accept  and  adopt  the  report  of  the  Ways  and 
Means  Committee,  appropriating  $500  from  the  Reserve  Fund  for  the 
expenses  of  the  Law  Department  for  the  current  year. 

Voted,  Article  31.  To  accept  and  adopt  the  report  of  the  Ways  and 
Means  Committee,  as  follows  : 

That  the  following  be  fixed  as  the  particulars  of  the  bonds  or  notes  to  be 
issued  by  the  town  pursuant  to  and  for  the  purposes  specified  in  articles 
1,  2,  3,  4,  5,  6,  8  and  11,  relating  respectively  to  the  appropriation  of 
$1,100  for  a  water  main  in  Arbutus  road ;  $640  for  a  water  main  in 
Sargent  road;  $460  for  a  water  main  in  Stimpson  street;  $1,800  for  a 
water  main  in  Prospect  avenue ;  $700  for  a  water  main  in  Aspen  road ;

Town  Treasurer  for  the  cancellation  of  coupons,  if  coupon  bonds  or  notes 
are  issued,  and  appropriate  endorsement. 

Principal  and  interest  shall  be  payable  at  the  office  of  the  Town  Treas- 
urer or  at  such  Bank  or  Trust  Company  as  the  Town  Treasurer  and  Board 
of  Selectmen  shall  designate.  Said  bonds  or  notes  shall  bear  on  their  face 
the  words  "Swampscott  Additional  Water  Loan,  Act  of  1912."  Said  bonds 
or  notes  shall  be  sold  under  the  direction  of  the  Town  Treasurer  and  Board 
of  Selectmen. 

Airother  particulars  as  to  form,  issuance  and  sale  of  said  bonds  or  notes 
shall  be  determined  by  the  Town  Treasurer  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen, 
but  said  bonds  or  notes  shall  not  be  sold  for  less  than  par  and  interest 
(unanimous). 
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That  the  following  be  fixed  for  the  particulars  of  the  bonds  or  notes  to 
be  issued  by  the  town  pursuant  to  and  for  the  purposes  specified  in  Articles 
9,  10  and  12,  relating  respectively  to  the  appropriation  of  $3,500  for  a 
sewer  in  Bay  View  avenue ;  $4,500  for  a  sewer  in  Cedar  Hill  terrace  and 
$1,200  for  the  completion  of  Phillips  Park  Drain,  said  appropriations 
aggregating  $9,200.

Principal  and  interest  shall  be  payable  at  the  office  of  the  Town  Treas- 
urer or  such  Bank  or  Trust  Company  as  the  Town  Treasurer  and  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  shall  designate.  Said  bonds  or  notes  shall  bear  on  their 
face  the  words  "  Swampscott  Sewerage  Loan  Act  of  T913."  Said  bonds 
or  notes  shall  be  sold  under  the  direction  of  the  Town  Treasurer  and  the 
Board  of  Selectmen. 

All  other  particulars  as  to  form,  issuance  and  sale  of  said  bonds  or 
notes  shall  be  determined  by  the  Town  Treasurer  and  Board  of  Select- 
men, but  said  bonds  or  notes  shall  not  be  sold  for  less  than  par  and 
interest  (unanimous). 

That  pursuant  to  and  for  the  purposes  specified  in  Article  27,  the 
Treasurer  be  authorized  to  borrow  $900  and  that  a  note  of  the  town  be 
issued  therefor  in  accordance  with  the  Provisions  of  314  of  the  Acts  of 
1916  (unanimous). 

Voted,  To  tender  to  the  moderator  a  vote  of  thanks  for  the  able  and 
impartial  manner  used  in  conducting  this  meeting. 

Voted,  To  dissolve  at  10.05  P.  M.

This  report  is  in  the  form  of  a  report  to  Mr.  Charles  F.  Gettemy, 
Director,  by  Mr.  Edward  H.  Fenton,  Chief  Accountant  of  this  Bureau, 
who  was  placed  in  charge  of  the  work.

Sir  : — In  accordance  with  your  instructions,  I  have  made  an  audit  of 
the  accounts  of  the  town  of  Swampscott  for  the  period  extending  from 
January  1,  1916,  to  June  30,  1916,  and  submit  the  following  report  thereon  : 

The  financial  records  of  the  several  departments  were  examined  and 
checked  and  comparison  was  made  with  the  books  and  records  in  the 
accountant's  office. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  accountant  were  checked.  The  appro- 
priation accounts,  as  set  up  on  the  ledger,  were  compared  with  the  Town 
Clerk's  records  of  the  town  meetings.  The  cash  book  was  footed  and 
checked  with  the  treasurer's  books  and  with  the  selectmen's  warrants. 

Departmental  accounts  receivable,  collections  by  departments  and  pay- 
ments to  the  treasurer  were  checked  with  the  departmental  books  and 
with  the  reported  receipts  of  the  treasurer.  The  ledger  accounts  were 
footed,  a  trial  balance  taken  off,  and  a  balance  sheet  prepared  which  is 
appended  to  this  report. 

The  records  were  found  to  be  posted  to  date  and  a  careful  analysis  kept 
of  both  receipts  and  payments  in  the  book  provided  for  that  purpose. 

The  treasurer's  cash  book  was  footed,  and  receipts  and  payments  were 
compared  with  the  accountant's  books  and  reconciled  with  the  bank 
statements.  All  moneys  received  were  deposited  promptly  and  payments 
were  made  on  properly  approved  warrants.  Payments  on  account  of 
interest  and  maturing  debt  were  checked  and  compared  with  the  amounts 
falling  due.  Balances  carried  in  the  First  National  Bank  and  the  Com- 
monwealth Trust  Company  of  Boston  were  checked  with  the  bank  state- 
ments. 
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The  ca6h  on  hand  was  verified  July  8,  1916,  and  reconciled  with  the 
bank  balances  of  June  30,  1916.  The  following  is  a  summary  of  the  finan- 
cial transactions  for  the  period  examined  and  a  reconciliation  of  the 
treasurer's  cash  :

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The  books  and  accounts  of  the  Water  and  Sewer  Board  were  examined 
and  checked.

The  unpaid  accounts,  as  shown  on  the  water  register, 
were  listed  and  checked  with  the  department  books  and  with  the  Account- 
ant's ledger.  Abatements  were  checked  and  compared  with  the  notifica- 
tions to  the  Accountant. 

The  records  were  found  to  be  kept  up  to  date  and  have  been  co-ordinate 
with  those  in  the  Accountant's  department. 

In  addition  to  the  departments  heretofore  mentioned,  the  records  of  the 
Selectmen,  Town  Clerk,  Janitor  of  the  Town  Hall,  and  the  Police,  Fire, 
Sealer  of  Weights  [and  Measures,  Health,  Highway,  Poor,  School,  and 
Park  Departments  were  examined  and  receipts  and  outstanding  accounts 
checked  with  the  Accountant's  books  and  with  the  payments  to  the  Treas- 
urer. 

The  securities  of  the  Sinking  Fund  and  Trust  Funds  were  not  examined 
at  the  time  the  audit  was  made,  but  will  be  reported  upon  in  my  audit  at 
the  end  of  the  year. 

The  usual  courtesy  was  extended  by  the  several  town  officers,  and  I  wish 
on  behalf  of  myself  and  assistant  to  express  to  them  my  appreciation  of 
the  assistance  rendered.

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  S-wampscott  : 

The  year  just  passed  has  been  notable  in  a  general  increase  in  all  classes 
of  material  used  in  connection  with  the  schools.  Text  books,  supplies, 
coal  and  other  material  have  advanced  and  appear  to  be  still  advancing. 
Your  Committee,  therefore,  in  conjunction  with  the  Superintendent,  has 
been  obliged  to  exercise  a  most  strict  economical  policy  in  order  to  emerge 
within  its  appropriation  and  at  the  same  time  maintain  a  degree  of  effi- 
ciency consonant  with  the  standards  of  education  it  has  striven  to  follow. 
The  success  it  has  attained  in  this  direction  appears  in  the  financial 
reports,  which  show  that  the  school  department  ended  the  year  without 
the  necessity  of  asking  for  more  funds  and  with  every  bill  on  hand  sent 
to  the  Town  Accountant  in  the  last  week  of  the  month  of  December. 

Early  in  December  your  Committee  began  a  consideration  of  the  needs 
of  the  present  year  with  a  view  of  retrenchment  wherever  possible.  It 
fully  realized  the  necessity  of  lending  its  best  efforts  to  any  movement  to 
prevent  an  increase  in  the  tax  rat 2.  Faced  with  the  proposition  of  an 
increase  in  school  attendance  and  a  general  advance  in  costs  of  all  kinds 
of  material,  it  became  a  problem  where  to  pare  down  expense  and  at  the 
same  time  take  care  of  the  increasing  numbers  of  students  and  advancing 
costs.  Eighty  per  cent  of  the  entire  cost  of  the  school  department  is  in  the 
salaries  of  teachers,  principals  and  other  employees  who  are  also  affected 
by  the  higher  costs  of  necessities.  Reduction  of  salaries  was  not  a  policy 
to  be  considered  and  the  remaining  20  per  cent  of  expenditure  offered 
little  opportunity  for  substantial  reduction. 

After  considerable  study  and  due  consideration  your  Committee  decided 
to  adopt  a  step  which  has  been  taken  in  other  places  where  the  system  has 
prevailed — to  abolish  the  semi-annual  promotion  system  that  has  obtained 
for  several  years  and  establish  a  Junior  High  School  composed  of  the 
seventh  and  eighth  grades  and  the  freshmen  class  of  the  High  School. 
By  this  step  your  Committee  is  able  to  make  a  substantial  saving  in  the 
expenditures  for  the  teaching  force,  particularly  in  the  High  School,  where 
the  influx  of  two  classes  a  year  has  necessitated  more  teachers  than  other- 
wise would  have  been  necessary.  By  abolishing  this  division  of  classes 
throughout  the  school  system  it  is  also  expected  to  concentrate  greater 
efficiency.  With  this  accomplished  your  Committee  has  been  able  to 
estimate  a  need  of  only  4  per  cent  increase  over  its  appropriation  of  last 
year,  though  the  attendance  is  increasing  at  the  rate  of  from  7  to  8  per 
cent  a  year  and  materials  used  in  the  schools  have  advanced  from  20  to 
100  per  cent. 

Notwithstanding  the  demands  for  economical  administration  there  has 
been  no  deviation  from  the  purpose  of  maintaining  a  high  standard  in 
the  educational  part  of  the  work.     Tbe  schools  were  never  working  more 
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harmoniously  nor  producing  better  results  than  they  are  now.  This  has 
been  in  a  large  measure  due  to  the  never  flagging  interest  of  the  superin- 
tendent, who  has  had  the  loyal,  unstinted  co-operation  of  the  principals 
and  teachers  in  promoting  the  best  interests  of  the  schools. 

While  a  great  many  of  the  townspeople  show  a  warm  interest  in  the 
progress  of  the  schools,  there  is  a  large  element  who  gave  them  little  or  no 
attention.  It  should  be  remembered  that  a  high  grade  of  efficiency  in  the 
schools  can  be  maintained  only  through  the  cooperation  of  the  parents  with 
the  school  authorities.  Efforts  to  give  the  children  a  full  measure  of 
benefit  are  oftentimes  partially  defeated  by  the  attitude  of  a  parent  who 
fails  to  support  policies  which  have  been  established  for  no  other  purpose 
than  that  his  child  and  other  children  may  enjoy  to  the  best  advantage 
educational  facilities  from  which  the  child  must  emerge  in  a  comparatively 
few  years  to  take  up  the  more  serious  duties  of  life. 

The  schools  here  and  elsewhere  are  conducted  for  the  greatest  good  of 
the  greatest  number.  No  other  policy  can  be  carried  out  with  any  degree 
of  success.  It  is  not  unreasonable  to  demand  of  a  child  that  he  conduct 
himself  in  accordance  with  such  rules  and  regulations  as  have  been 
established  for  proper  and  adequate  discipline.  Neither  is  it  unreasonable 
to  ask  a  parent  to  recognize  the  constituted  authorities  and  to  give  them 
his  support,  to  the  end  that  the  educational  system  may  be  enabled  to  give 
to  the  children  of  the  town  the  instruction  for  which  the  people  pay  and 
which  they  have  a  right  to  demand,  shall  be  given.  A  partial,  haphazard 
system  of  discipline,  revamped  from  time  to  time  to  meet  the  emergency 
of  a  dissatisfied  parent  who  has  failed  to  thoroughly  investigate  an  act 
affecting  his  child,  can  result  in  nothing  else  than  disorganization  and  an 
ultimate  collapse  of  the  entire  school  system. 

Your  School  Committee  would  urge  every  parent  to  make  frequent 
visits  to  the  schools,  to  consult  with  teachers  and  principals  with  regard 
to  their  children.  No  complaint  of  a  child,  if  it  is  taken  seriously,  should 
be  allowed  to  drop  until  his  teacher  or  principal  has  been  seen.  An 
attitude  of  indifference  is  just  as  unfair  to  both  as  a  complaint  against  the 
teacher  or  principal  without  having  secured  the  viewpoint  of  both.  Both 
principals  and  teachers  welcome  the  visits  of  parents.  They  know  that  a 
close  relationship  between  them  must  result  in  a  better  understanding  and 
closer  cooperation.  The  teachers  as  a  whole  are  a  loyal  group  of  men  and 
women  devoted  to  their  work,  ambitious  to  give  the  children  the  best  that 
is  in  them,  anxious  to  please  the  parents  and  keen  in  their  appreciation  of 
public  support.  In  closing,  your  committee  desires  to  express  its  thanks 
to  the  townspeople  for  the  confidence  they  have  shown  in  voting  the 
necessary  funds  to  properly  carry  on  the  school  work,  the  educational 
details  of  which  will  be  found  in  the  report  of  the  superintendent.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS. 


To  the  School  Committee  of  the  Town  of  Swampscott : 

Gentlemen: — In  my  last  annual  report,  I  discussed  three  important 
problems  in  the  policy  of  the  school  department.    They  were  : 

First :  The  need  of  school  accommodations  based  on  a  study 
of  direction  of  growth  in  the  schools. 

Second:  The  advisability  and  possibility  of  introducing 
the  Junior  High  School  system  as  part  of  our  educational 
policy. 

Third:  The  justification  of  various  units  of  cost  in  our 
schools  as  compared  with  other  years  and  also  with  other 
towns  of  the  same  class. 

The  beginning  of  the  new  year  finds  these  issues  still  paramount  in  our 
consideration.  Accordingly  in  the  following  report  I  shall  review  these 
problems,  ist,  to  show  what  has  been  accomplished  in  the  directions 
indicated  a  year  ago;  2nd,  to  suggest  what  steps  are  immediately  neces- 
sary in  the  carrying  out  of  our  policy  ;  3rd,  to  recommend  changes  in  our 
policy  wherever  the  facts  seem  to  indicate  that  such  changes  are  advisable. 

School  Accommodations. 

This  question  received  thorough  attention  during  the  last  year,  both 
from  the  Superintendent  and  the  investigations  of  the  School  Committee 
and  also  a  Building  Committee,  appointed  at  the  town  meeting,  to  con- 
sider the  immediate  needs  of  the  town  with  respect  to  school  accommoda- 
tions. The  conclusion  of  all  these  investigations  may  be  summarized  as 
follows  : 

The  large  growth  at  the  Hadley  School  in  the  past  few 
years  has  not  been  so  much  from  the  immediate  district  of 
that  school  as  from  the  fact  of  taking  pupils  from  other  sec- 
tions of  the  town  —  chiefly,  the  upper  end  of  the  town, 
known  as  the  Machon  School  district,  and  secondarily  from 
the  east  end  of  the  town,  known  as  the  Palmer  School  dis- 
trict. The  facts  showed  that  by  far  the  most  pressing  and 
immediate  needs  were  school  accommodations  in  the  Machon 
School  district.  At  a  special  town  meeting  last  fall,  a  com- 
mittee was  appointed  to  secure  plans  and  specifications  for 
an  eight-room  building  in  place  of  the  present  Machon  School 
and  to  bring  in  at  the  next  annual  meeting  a  report  giving 
the  accurate  costs  based  upon  such  specifications. 

It  is  highly  desirable  that  this  project  be  in  sufficient  shape  at  the 
annual  town  meeting  so  that  definite  action  may  be  taken.  Aside  from 
the  question  of  unsafe  and  unsanitary  quarters,  the  present  fall  will  find 
an  increase  of  14  2.7  per  cent  in  the  building,  thus  bringing  it  to  its  capa- 
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city  without  accommodating  the  many  children  in  that  district  who  are 
now  going  to  either  the  Clarke  or  the  Hadley  Schools. 

The  secondary  problem  a  year  ago  in  school  accommodations  was  the 
Palmer  School  district,  in  the  extreme  end  of  the  town.  It  was  pointed 
out  at  that  time  that  the  Hadley  School  was  taking  care  of  the  pupils  from 
that  district  from  the  fourth  grade  up.  It  was  pointed  out  further  that 
the  Hadley  School  could  not  continue  to  take  pupils  from  that  school, 
if  the  district  continued  to  grow,  without  congesting  the  fourth  grade  at 
the  Hadley  School.  Developments  of  a  year  have  shown  the  conditions 
to  be  somewhat  changed.  Instead  of  showing  an  increase  in  the  member- 
ship of  that  school,  a  comparison  of  the  fall  term  statistics  shows  an 
average  membership  in  1915  of  70  and  in  1916  of  60.  This  is  a  decrease 
of  14  2.7  percent.  From  the  standpoint  of  accommodations,  it  cannot  be 
said  that  the  situation  of  that  district  is  at  all  serious.  The  accommoda- 
tions at  the  Hadley  School  can  be  stretched  to  meet  the  demands  of  the 
fourth  grade  from  the  Palmer  School  for  a  number  of  years.  The  growth 
of  the  district,  however,  would  indicate  that  additional  accommodations 
will  have  to  be  provided  at  the  Palmer  School  within  two  or  three  years. 

To  summarize  our  policy  on  school  accommodations  the  event  of  the 
the  year  has  shown  that  the  additional  accommodations  already  under 
way  in  the  Machon  School  district  are  necessary  immediately,  and  that 
additional  accommodations  in  the  Palmer  School  district  will  be  necessary 
within  two  or  three  years. 

The  Junior  High  School. 

In  the  report  of  1915,  I  discussed  at  length  the  institution  known  gen- 
erally as  the  Junior  High  School  or  the  Intermediate  School.  That  dis- 
cussion was  the  context  of  our  deliberation  and  thought  on  this  matter  for 
the  last  three  years.  As  this  matter  forms  the  most  important  part  of  our 
educational  policy  at  present,  I  wish  to  summarize  the  definitions  and 
recommendations  which  were  made  at  that  time. 

In  establishing  a  Junior  High  School  the  present  system  of 
four  grades  in  the  High  School  and  eight  grades  in  the  Ele- 
mentary School  gives  way  to  an  elementary  school  of  six 
years,  a  junior  high  school  of  three  years,  and  a  senior  high 
school  of  three  years.  In  the  first  six  years  the  aim  is  to  give 
the  pupils  all  the  fundamental  processes  in  arithmetic  and  to 
teach  them  common  facility  and  accuracy  in  the  use  of  the 
mother  tongue.  The  work  for  all  pupils  in  these  grades 
would  be  alike.  Then  beginning  in  the  seventh  year  and 
through  the  eighth  and  ninth  years,  there  would  be  a  slight 
differentiation  in  the  courses  of  study  for  the  various  types  of 
pupils,  increasing  with  the  progress  of  years.  The  most  sig- 
nificant feature  of  this  plan  is  that  this  change  is  but  slight 
at  first  and  that  enough  of  the  fundamental  subjects  is  given 
to  all  pupils  in  these  grades,  so  that  they  may  change  from 
one  group  to  another  without  loss  of  work  previously  covered. 
None  of  the  work  would  be  so  highly  specialized  in  the  Junior 
High  School  but  that  pupils  who  found  that  they  were  not 
suited  to  one  form  of  work  might  enter  a  form  more  adapted 
to  their  capacity  before  continuing  their  chosen  form  of 
study  in  the  High  School. 
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The  following  details  of  organization  are  necessary  under  such  a  plan  : 

Departmental  teaching  in  these  grades,  promotion  by  sub- 
jects rather  than  by  grade  and  ultimate  centralization  of  the 
present  seventh  and  eighth  grades  with  the  first  year  of  the 
High  School  in  one  building  under  one  administration. 

The  establishment  of  an  intermediate  school  in  Swamp- 
scott  will  not  be  a  radical  measure.  Neither  is  it  in  any  way 
an  experiment.  The  idea  is  being  carried  out  either  in 
whole  or  in  part  in  the  most  progressive  communities,  not 
only  in  the  west  but  in  Massachusetts  as  well. 

The  introduction  of  the  intermediate  school  is  justified 
because  it  is  an  attempt  to  solve  the  problems  of  the  seventh 
and  eighth  grades  and  of  the  first  year  of  High  School; 
because  it  does  away  with  the  dangerous,  abrupt  change  from 
the  elementary  school  to  High  School ;  because  it  is  adapted 
to  the  age  of  the  pupils  which  it  handles  ;  because  it  seems  to 
give  the  proper  education  to  various  types  of  children  ;  and 
because  it  greatly  increases  the  efficiency  of  the  Senior  High 
School. 

Conditions  locally  are  favorable  toward  the  gradual  adop- 
tion of  such  a  plan.  The  7th  and  8th  grades  of  the  town 
have  been  centralized  in  the  Hadley  School  during  the  last 
two  years.  The  excellent  equipment  of  the  large  Hadley 
School  building  in  a  central  location  is  another  favorable 
factor. 

The  conservative  amount  of  addition  a>ked  for  when  the 
High  School  was  enlarged  last  year  Avas  an  indication  that 
the  need  for  a  Junior  High  School  was  recognized.  But  the 
greatest  reason  for  the  adoption  of  this  plan  here  as  well  as 
elsewhere  is  the  resulted  economy  in  the  administration  of 
this  group  as  well  as  in  the  more  expensive  administration  of 
the  Senior  High  School  group,  and  also  the  conservation  of 
the  varying  capacities  of  the  different  types  of  pupils. 

The  foregoing  paragraphs  are  a  summary  of  the  question  as  it  was 
presented  last  year.  Since  then  the  Superintendent  has  given  a  great 
deal  of  study  to  the  matter,  both  in  theory  and  as  it  is  worked  out  in  prac- 
tice elsewmere.  In  addition,  the  matter  has  been  frequently  considered  at 
meetings  of  the  School  Committee.  As  a  result  the  School  Committee  at 
its  first  meeting  in  1916  voted  to  adopt  this  system  :  namely,  six  years  in 
the  elementary  school,  three  years  in  the  Junior  High  School  and  three 
years  in  the  Senior  High  School. 

As  pointed  out,  we  have  already  adopted  in  a  conservative  manner  cer- 
tain essential  features  in  this  system.  The  same  policy  must  be  adopted 
in  putting  this  system  into  full  effect.  To  install  this  idea  completely  in 
any  given  short  time  would  be  inadvisable.  If  the  details  are  carried  out 
as  opportunity  offers,  the  ultimate  cost  of  instruction  in  the  High  School 
will  be  lowered.  An  abrupt  change  of  this  sort  would  cause  confusion 
among  the  pupils  and  result  in  inefficiency  in  teaching. 

Accordingly  I  submit  the  following  policy  : 

From  February,  1917,  to  June,  1917,  that  the  system  remain  as  now  con- 
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ducted,  with  this  exception,  that  the  pupils  who  graduate  from  grade 
eight  in  February  remain  in  the  Hadley  School  building  and  have  the 
usual  High  School  subjects  which  they  would  have  taken  had  they  become 
freshmen  in  the  High  School. 

From  September,  1917,  to  June,  1918,  that  the  schools  be  organized  as 
six  grades  in  the  elementary  school,  three  in  the  Junior  High  School  and 
three  in  the  Senior  High  School.  The  elementary  grades  are  to  cover 
the  common  school  subjects,  paying  particular  attention  to  proficiency  in 
the  use  of  the  mother  tongue  and  in  the  fundamental  processes  in 
arithmetic. 

That  in  the  Junior  High  School,  Class  1,  now  the  present  seventh  grade, 
remain  as  it  is  with  departmental  work. 

That  in  Class  2,  now  called  the  eighth  grade,  for  70  per  cent  of  the  time 
all  pupils  will  have  the  same  subjects  in  the  common  school  branches. 

That  for  30  per  cent  of  the  time  their  work  be  differentiated  from  a 
standpoint  of  what  course  they  may  take  in  High  School  or  whether  they 
go  to  High  School  at  all.  That  is,  for  30  per  cent  of  the  time,  they  will  be 
given  some  work  in  either  an  academic  course,  including  a  modern 
language,  or  in  a  commercial  course  or  in  a  practical  arts  course. 

That  in  Class  3,  now  known  as  the  first  year  in  High  School,  that  50 
per  cent  of  the  time  be  given  to  all  pupils  to  common  school  branches  in 
the  fundamental  subjects.  That  for  50  per  cent  of  the  time  they  be  given 
differentiated  work  from  a  standpoint  of  what  course  they  may  take  in 
High  School  or  whether  they  go  to  High  School  at  all,  carrying  out  to  a 
further  degree  the  courses  suggested  under  Class  2. 

As  to  the  Senior  High  School,  for  the  next  few  years  it  will  remain 
practically  as  it  is,  except  that  in  September,  1917^0  June,  1918,  there  will 
be  but  three  classes.  In  the  Senior  High  School,  the  course  of  study  will 
be  so  administered  as  to  properly  prepare  for  commercial  life  or  to  prepare 
pupils  for  Normal  Schools  or  Colleges,  as  at  present. 

Cost  of  Our  Schools. 

Last  year  an  extension  study  of  the  units  of  costs  in  our  schools  was 
made.  A  comparison  was  made  with  the  preceding  year,  in  order  to  indi- 
cate whether  costs  per  unit  were  increasing  or  decreasing.  This  was 
done,  not  to  justify  what  we  were  doing,  but  rather  to  shape  our  policy  in 
this  direction  on  facts. 

A  similar  table  is  given  below  for  the  fiscal  year  just  closed.  Consider 
the  most  important  conclusions  on  the  various  items  of  a  year  ago,  in 
order  to  see  if  by  comparison  with  this  year  we  have  profited  by  recom- 
mendations then  made  and  to  see  how  the  present  tendencies  in  costs  may 
effect  our  policies. 
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The  rates  of  change  from  1915-16  shown  here  might  be  construed  for 
the  most  part  to  aid  in  illustrating  almost  any  explanation  that  might  be 
ventured.  Comment  thereon  may  be  summarized  as  follows  :  Unit 
total  costs  of  education  in  our  schools  have  increased  by  from  2  per  cent 
to  4  per  cent.  Doubtless  such  an  increase  might  be  expected  in  these 
days  of  greatly  increased  costs  of  all  forms  of  material  and  labor. 

Returning  to  the  discussions  of  these  items  a  year  ago,  the  following 
significant  statement  is  found  : 

"Item  Number  10  (also  Number  8)  shows  that  14  per  cent 
more  has  been  spent  for  books  and  supplies  in  the  elementary 
schools.  Part  of  this  increase  is  explained  by  the  fact  that  a 
new  grammar  was  introduced  in  the  seventh  and  eighth 
grades,  and  also  by  the  fact  that  Manual  Training  and 
Domestic  Science  has  been  extended  further  into  the  lower 
schools.  However,  the  size  of  this  increase  is  not  in  propor- 
tion to  the  effect  that  these  causes  should  produce.  Greater 
care  must  be  used  during  the  coming  year  to  decrease  the 
amount  of  this  unit." 

In  the  face  of  this  recommendation  it  is  at  least  gratifying  to  refer  to 
items  Number  8  and  Number  10  and  find  that  the  attempt  to  lower  this 
unit  has  been  successful  to  the  extent  of  a  reduction  of  28  per  cent  per 
pupil  in  the  High  School  and  38  per  cent  per  pupil  in  the  grades.  I 
know  that  the  committee  and  the  townspeople  will  recognize  that  princi- 
pals and  teachers  must  have  used  great  effort,  in  the  face  of  increased 
prices  on  paper  and  books,  to  have  brought  about  this  result. 

Referring  again  to  the  discussion  last  year  this  even  more  significant 
comment  was  made  : 

"Item  Number  7  shows  that  the  instruction  in  the  High 
School  costs  $1.35  per  pupil  more,  or  2.6  per  cent  more  than 
it  did  the  previous  year.  This  is  explained  by  the  fact  that 
more  teachers  have  to  be  added  on  account  of  the  system  of 
semi-annual  promotion  in  the  High  School.  As  long  as  this 
system  obtains  this  per  capita  cost  will  continue  to  increase." 

The  table  preceeding  shows  this  prediction  to  hold  true  for  the  past  year. 
Item  Number  7  shows  an  increase  in  the  cost  of  instruction  in  the  High 
School  of  $3.77  per  pupil,  or  an  increase  of  7.1  per  cent.  Item  Number  9, 
which  covers  cost  of  instruction  in  the  grades,  increased  by  3.6  per  cent. 

The  reason  for  these  per  capita  increases  continues  to  be  mainly  the 
system  of  semi-annual  promotion  in  our  schools. 

This  condition  has  been  evident  to  the  committee  for  some  time,  but 
when  the  per  capita  costs  were  considered  by  making  out  the  budget  for 
1917  the  situation  became  so  clear  that  the  committee  voted  to  abolish  the 
system  of  semi-annual  promotions.  It  is  certain  that  this  action  for  this 
year  will  take  $3,000  from  what  would  have  been  absolutely  necessary  for 
salaries  of  additional  teachers  during  191 7.  Further  than  that  in  subse- 
quent years  the  per  capita  cost  of  all  instruction  in  our  schools  will  tend 
to  be  less  than  in  the  last  two  or  three  years. 

Primarily,  the  return  to  the  annual  promotion  practice  must  be  con- 
sidered as  a  move  for  the  sake  of  more  economical  administration. 
Properly  administered  in  an  urban  department,  the  semi-annual  system 
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must  be  considered  as  progressive  policy.  But  in  a  small  town  the  advan- 
tages are  outweighed  by  the  excessive  cost  of  operation  and  the  large 
amount  of  time  required  of  teachers  for  the  routine  work  of  reports,  pro- 
motions and  the  organization  of  class  room  work,  which  should  more 
appropriately  be  given  to  the  teaching  of  children. 

Department  Reports. 

In  the  past  the  custom  has  been  for  various  principals,  supervisors  and 
auxiliary  officials  of  the  department  to  submit  reports  which  have  been 
appended  to  that  of  the  superintendent.  These  have  been  omitted  this 
year  at  your  direction.  The  report  of  the  superintendent  aims  to  cover 
the  essential  matters  and  embodies  the  recommendations  of  subordinates 
in  so  far  as  they  have  bearing  on  the  policy  of  the  committee. 

It  has  been  customary  to  print  in  the  annual  report,  certain  statistical 
information  which  may  be  of  value  to  the  committee  and  of  interest  to 
the  citizens.  Such  tables,  together  with  graduation  programs,  will  appear 
as  appendices  to  the  report.  It  is  hoped  that  statistics  that  are  agreed  on 
as  being  of  professional  value,  or  in  the  interest  of  research,  may  be 
compiled  uniformly  and  published  by  the  State  Board  of  Education. 

Conclusion. 

In  concluding  this  report,  I  have  in  mind  certain  ambitions  for  our 
schools  which  the  various  members  of  the  committee  have  had  during  my 
five  years  of  service  with  you.  I  believe  that  for  the  first  time  in  that 
period  we  now  have  those  ambitions  embodied  in  the  platform  upon  which 
we  are  working.  It  is  gratifying  to  know  that  the  committee  share  this 
opinion.  But  in  order  that  our  whole  educational  structure  may  be 
developed  beautifully  and  efficiently,  it  is  most  necessary  that  the  faith  of 
the  community  in  the  work  we  are  doing  shall  be  more  strong.  This  will 
come  about  only  by  standing  firm  on  the  ground  we  have  attained.  Then 
I  believe  that  the  parents  of  the  town  will  cordially  uphold  our  position 
on  our  established  policies  of  organization  of  teaching  and  discipline. 
We  believe  that  that  would  be  a  grand  thing  for  the  children  of 
Swampscott. 

In  the  preceding  paragraphs  I  have  used  many  times  the  phrase,  "  the 
policy  of  the  committee."  Your  platform  may  be  expressed  in  different 
ways  on  various  topics.  But  it  seems  to  your  superintendent  that  by  and 
large  it  may  be  defined  as — 

"  The  educational  welfare  of  the  children  of  Swampscott 
at  the  most  reasonal  expense." 

You  have  considered  many  suggestions  which,  if  adopted,  would  be 
educationally  expedient.  But  in  testing  every  proposition  by  the  question 
of  legitimate  expense  you  choose  the  middle  course  found  so  safe  by  him 
who  once  attempted  wings. 

This  safe  course  provides  a  comfortable  atmosphere  in  which  to  work 
on  educational  problems,  and  I  am  sure  that  this  feeling  is  shared  by  all 
who  are  under  your  direction  in  this  educational  task.

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Report  of  the  Town  Engineer. 


To  the  Board  of  Selectmen  : 

Gentlemen, — Herewith  I  submit  my  fourth  annual  report  of  the  ser- 
vices rendered  by  the  Engineering  department  for  the  various  town 
departments  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1916. 

The  Engineering  Department  has  had  charge  of  the  following  line  of 
work  :  The  designing  and  superintending  of  the  construction  of  all  drains 
and  sewers,  together  with  the  specifications  and  estimates  of  the  same  : 
the  establishing  of  street  lines  and  curb  grades  for  curbstones  and  grano- 
lithic sidewalks  ;  all  data  and  plans  relating  to  the  laying  out  of  streets 
for  acceptance  as  public  ways,  and  all  engineering  questions  which  come 
before  the  boards  of  the  several  departments. 

During  the  past  year  the  estimates  approved  by  this  department  have 
amounted  to  about  $30,000,  and  all  contracts  under  our  charge  have  been 
completed  according  to  the  specifications  therein  described. 

Storm  Water  Drainage. 

The  storm  water  concrete  conduit,  1900  feet  long,  which  connects  the 
Humphrey  street  culvert  with  the  Melzard  brook,  through  the  Phillips 
Park  and  the  New  Ocean  House  property,  as  outlined  in  last  year's  report, 
has  been  completed.  This  provides  a  direct  and  unobstructed  channel  to 
the  sea  for  all  storm  water  heretofore  discharged  on  Phillips  Park  from  the 
area  north  of  Humphrey  street. 

A  tributary  conduit  of  similar  design,  662.5  feet  long,  extending  from  the 
Melzard  brook  to  the  easterly  property  line  of  the  New  Ocean  House  prop- 
erty, has  been  constructed  by  the  E.  R.  Grabow  Company  at  its  expense. 
This  work  was  done  under  the  inspection  of  the  Engineering  Department 

A  20-inch  pipe  drain  has  been  laid,  which  connects  the  catch  basins  in 
Millett  road  and  the  drain  in  Humphrey  street  with  the  old  stone  culvert 
under  the  sidewalk  in  Humphrey  street,  and  which  has  its  outfall  on 
Blaney  beach. 

The  remaining  portion  of  the  old  wooden  box  outfall  has  been  replaced 
by  a  concrete  one.  It  includes  a  manhole,  which  contains  the  necessary 
tide  gate  and  affords  a  protection  from  destructive  wave  action. 

It  is  imperative  that  these  main  storm  water  conduits  should  be  at  all 
times  free  from  any  deposits  which  would  obstruct  the  free  flow  of  water 
to  the  sea. 

The  Monument  avenue  drain,  located  at  the  northerly  end  of  Monument 
park,  has  been  replaced  by  a  20-inch  pipe.  The  flooding  of  the  park  has 
been  abated,  but  recent  rains  proved  that  the  capacity  of  the  present  15- 
inch  pipe  in  Thomas  road  is  too  small,  and  that  this  water  should  be 
diverted  by  a  larger  pipe  down  Shaw  road  to  the  Mudge  brook  conduit. 
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Sewers. 

A  low  grade  sewer  has  been  constructed  without  any  land  damages  to 
the  town,  from  the  Pine  street  sewer,  through  the  town  land  and  adjoin- 
ing private  estates,  thereby  sewering  the  low  area  bounded  by  Ontario 
and  Huron  streets. 

Both  Cedar  Hill  terrace  and  Bay  View  avenue  sewers  are  under  con- 
struction. The  greater  portion  of  these  sewers  are  in  a  rock  cut,  which 
requires  a  great  amount  of  labor  to  excavate  to  the  sewer  grade. 

The  Eastern  Intercepting  Sewer  is  located  for  about  3,000  feet  through 
private  property,  and  it  will  be  necessary  for  the  town  to  obtain  ease- 
ments. After  the  plans  were  drawn  for  the  first  section  of  the  sewer  it 
was  deemed  advisable,  by  existing  conditions,  for  the  town  to  record  the 
easements  for  the  entire  length,  before  any  construction  work  was  under- 
taken. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  easements  will  be  granted  to  the  town  without  any 
heavy  damage. 

Continuous  Sidewalks. 

Lines  and  grades  have  been  given  in  the  various  streets  as  designated 
by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  the  laying  of  2,917  feet  of  curbstone,  2,105 
square  yards  of  granolithic  sidewalks  and  645  square  feet  of  parking. 
This  required  a  careful  study  of  curb  grades,  and  stone  bounds  have  been 
set  at  the  initial  points  of  all  established  street  lines  within  the  limits  of 
the  work. 

Selectmen's  Department. 

The  condition  of  Essex  street  has  been  very  much  improved  by  widen- 
ing to  50  feet,  concreting  the  roadway  and  laying  double  tracks.  By  the 
delay  in  laying  the  double  tracks  it  was  impossible  to  construct  the  con- 
crete roadway  until  late  in  the  fall,  when  the  conditions  were  very  unfavor- 
able for  the  work. 

Data,  estimates  and  plans  have  been  submitted  at  various  times  for  the 
Board's  use  and  approval,  including  thirteen  street  plans  for  acceptance  of 
private  ways  as  public  streets. 

Cemetery. 

The  proposed  development  of  the  new  section  of  the  cemetery  as  laid  out 
in  1913  has  been  completed,  which  has  added  forty-three  new  lots  of  120 
square  feet  each. 

Town  Survey. 

The  co-ordinate  survey  of  the  town  has  been  extended  when  it  did  not 
interfere  with  the  construction  work  of  the  town,  and  to  date  there  are 
completed  fifteen  sectional  sheets  of  1,500,000  square  feet  each. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  express  my  deep  appreciation  of  the  courtesies 
shown  me  by  the  various  departments  and  by  private  engineers,  who  have 
kindly  furnished  me  with  much  private  data,  thereby  greatly  assisting  the 
work  of  this  department.

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Board  of  Fire  Engineers'  Report. 


To  the  Board  of  Selectmen  : 

Gentlemen, — We  herewith  submit  our  report  for  the  year  1916, 
together  with  our  recommendations  for  the  year  1917. 

Apparatus. 

The  apparatus  consists  of  auto  combination  A  and  a  horse  drawn 
chemical  held  in  reserve  at  Phillips  Beach. 

At  the  Central  house  there  is  auto  combination  B,  ladder  truck,  auto 
service  car,  exercise  wagon,  and  a  steam  fire  engine  held  in  reserve. 

Hose. 

There  is  in  the  department  3,700  feet  of  good  hose  and  700  feet  of  poor 
hose. 

Manual  Force. 

The  manual  force  consists  of  thirty-one  men  assigned  as  follows  :  Chief, 
First  Assistant  Chief,  Captain  and  six  permanent  men  and  twenty-two 
call  men. 

Horses. 

There  are  now  two  horses  in  the  department  which  were  purchased  this 
year  to  replace  the  ones  condemned  by  the  veterinary. 

Fire  Stations. 

The  Central  Station  is  in  poor  condition  and  is  wholly  unsuited  for  its 
present  requirements.  It  being  of  wood  construction  is  a  menace  to  the 
lives  of  the  men,  the  apparatus  and  the  fire  alarm  system,  making  a  con- 
dition which  private  individuals  would  not  be  allowed  to  continue. 

Your  attention  is  called  to  this  matter  at  this  time,  as  we  do  not  feel 
justified  in  recommending  the  spending  of  the  amount  of  money  that 
would  be  necessary  to  place  this  building  in  proper  condition  or  to 
replace  it  with  a  new  one,  but  the  time  is  not  far  distant  when  this  matter 
will  have  to  be  taken  care  of. 

The  Phillips  Beach  house  is  now  in  good  condition,  having  been 
painted  during  the  past  year,  both  inside  and  out,  and  also  a  green  slate 
roof  was  put  on  this  building,  thereby  making  a  roof  as  enduring  as  is 
possible  to  obtain,  and  which  we  believe  is  more  in  harmony  with  the 
surroundings. 

Chief's  Report. 

To  the  Board  of  Engineers  : 

Gentlemen, — I  herewith  submit  my  report  for  the  year  ending  Decem- 
ber 31,  1916. 

Fire  Alarm  System. 
The  fire  alarm  system  is  in  good  condition  at  the  present  writing. 
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Fires  and  Alarms. 

The  past  year  there  were  37  bell  alarms,  31  telephone  calls  and  2  stills, 
making  a  total  of  71,  the  no  school  signal  was  sounded  11  times  and  the 
department  responded  to  out  of  town  calls  6  times. 

Combination  A  was  called  into  service  41  times;  Combination  B,  50; 
Ladder  No.  1,  35;  Chemical  No.  4,  of  Lynn,  14;  Service  Car  23. 

Pvrenes  used,  12  ;  ladders  in  use,  632  feet;  chemicals  used,  644 gallons; 
2h  inch  hose  used,  2,100  feet;  1  inch  hose  used,  1,950  feet;  time  at  fires, 
55  hours  and  55  minutes;  distance  covered  255-4  miles.

Recommendations. 

At  the  present  time  the  Assistant  Chief  and  two  Captains  are  occupying 
executive  positions  in  the  department  at  the  same  salary  as  the  permanent 
men.  We  therefore  recommend  that  the  salary  of  the  Assistant  Chief 
be  made  $23  per  week  and  the  salary  of  each  Captain  be  $22  per  week. 

We  recommend  that  the  sum  of  $400  be  appropriated  for  changing 
and  improving  the  fire  alarm  system. 

We  recommend  that  the  sum  of  $6,200  be  appropriated  for  the  pur- 
chase of  a  combination  six  cylinder  motor  ladder  truck  to  take  the  place 
of  the  present  horse  drawn  apparatus. 

The  town  of  Swampscott  to-day  has  an  area  of  about  3  square  miles 
and  contains  over  1,700  dwellings,  which  includes  several  districts  that 
are  developing  fast  and  are  becoming  closely-built  with  a  class  of  build- 
ings that  are  high  in  values,  many  of  which  are  covered  with  wooden 
shingles.  This,  taken  in  conjunction  with  the  long  distances  the  horse- 
drawn  apparatus  would  be  called  upon  to  reach  these  sections,  makes  a 
hazard  which  is  not  only  high  and  a  menace  to  the  immediate  localities, 
but  to  the  town  as  a  whole,  a  condition  which  we  believe  demands  your 
most  careful  consideration. 

This  has  been  impressed  on  us  several  times  during  the  past  year. 

In  one  instance,  at  a  fire  on  Beach  Bluff  avenue,  over  15  minutes 
elapsed  before  the  arrival  of  the  ladders,  thereby  handicapping  the  rest  of 
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the  department  to  a  serious  extent.  It  is  a  well-known  fact  that  the  cost 
of  maintaining  a  pair  of  horses  is  continuous  every  day  in  the  year,  and 
it  can  be  shown  that  for  the  amount  necessary  to  support  the  horses 
the  interest  on  the  cost  of  a  new  auto  truck  could  be  taken  care  of  and  leave 
a  substantial  amount  to  be  applied  to  the  principal  each  year,  besides 
giving  better  service  and  releasing  another  man  at  fires. 

We  believe  that  now  is  the  opportune  time  to  secure  this  apparatus,  as 
we  have  been  able  to  obtain  an  offer  (in  writing)  of  an  allowance  of  $400 
for  the  old  truck,  and  we  believe  a  sum  equal  to  the  purchase  price  could 
be  realized  from  the  sale  of  the  horses,  as  they  have  proved  to  be  two  of 
the  best  animals  that  ever  came  into  the  department. 

Remarks. 

Upon  the  recommendation  of  this  Board  there  was  appropriated  at  the 
last  annual  town  meeting  the  sum  of  $600  for  the  purchase  and  equipment 
of  an  automobile  to  be  used  for  general  work  in  the  department.  This 
Board  purchased  a  used  1912  Cadillac,  which  was  in  excellent  mechanical 
condition.  A  squad  type  of  body  was  built  on  the  rear  capable  of  carry- 
ing 8  men,  the  car  complete  costing  the  town  the  sum  of  $600.  Since 
putting  the  car  into  service  in  May  it  has  travelled  1,677  miles  in  attend- 
ing to  general  work  in  the  department,  such  as  carrying  supplies,  fire 
alarm  repair  work  and  has  been  called  into  service  23  times  for  small  fires, 
thus  saving  the  sending  of  the  regular  apparatus.  At  a  small  expense  an 
attachment  was  made  whereby  in  case  of  an  emergency  the  service  car  can 
be  used  as  a  tractor  for  hauling  the  horse  drawn  chemical  now  held  in 
reserve  at  Phillips  beach.  This  car  makes  a  valuable  addition  to  the 
department  and  shows  a  material  saving  in  maintenance  as  compared  with 
the  horse  formerly  used  for  this  purpose,  besides  having  a  wider  range  of 
usefulness. 

During  the  summer  vacation  the  Phillips,  Hadley,  Clarke  and  Machon 
schools  were  equipped  with  the  very  latest  and  best  type  of  auxiliarized 
fire  alarm  boxes  obtainable,  so  at  the  present  time  it  is  possible  to  give  an 
alarm  from  any  floor  of  these  schools,  thereby  adding  materially  to  the 
safety  of  the  children. 

Through  the  courtesy  of  Commissioner  John  Grady,  of  the  Boston  Fire 
Department,  our  first  Assistant  Chief  was  sent  to  the  drill  school  of  that 
department  during  the  month  of  May,  where  he  obtained  valuable  informa- 
tion in  the  modern  methods  of  handling  hose,  ladders,  etc.,  besides  the 
latest  opinions  of  authorities  on  the  best  methods  of  attacking  different 
kinds  of  fires.  Upon  the  completion  of  his  course  at  the  drill  school,  one 
evening  a  week  during  the  summer  was  devoted  by  him  to  instructing  the 
members  of  this  department,  with  the  result  that  their  efficiency  was 
greatly  increased.

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REPORT  OF 

Superintendent  of  Moth  Work. 

To  the  Board  of  Selectmen  : 

Gentlemen, —  The  work  has  been  carried  on  the  same  as  in  previous 
years.  During  February  and  March,  however,  there  was  an  unusual 
amount  of  snow  and  stormy  weather,  also  in  May  and  June  there  was 
much  rain  which  hampered  the  work  at  the  time,  but  the  ground  was  all 
covered  during  the  year  and  the  results  more  satisfactory  than  expected. 

The  brown-tail  moths  are  more  suppressed  than  last  year.  However, 
the  gypsy  moths  in  some  localities  are  quite  abundant,  while  in  others 
they  too,  are  almost  extinct.  In  general  the  conditions  here  are  about  the 
same  as  last  year.  In  sections  where  spray  has  been  used  for  a  period  of 
years  the  results  are  very  satisfactory.  The  usual  amounts  of  spraying 
and  creosoting  have  been  done.  About  fifteen  acres  of  brush  have  been 
cut  at  the  rear  of  Cedar  Hill  terrace  and  Glen  road  in  order  that  we  may 
get  in  to  spray  the  large  trees  there.  About  three  tons  of  arsenate  of  lead 
was  used  and  between  two  and  three  barrels  of  creosote. 

The  moth  taxes  for  this  year  amount  to  $1,687,  which  is  $187  less  than 
last  year.  The  Tedesco  Club  had  their  own  men  clean  their  trees,  which 
work  would  have  netted  the  town  over  $100  had  the  department  done  it. 
At  the  Whitney  estate  on  Forest  avenue  we  only  did  three  days'  work,  as 
Mr.  Whitney  wished  to  have  his  men  do  it. 

Many  of  the  trees  were  very  badly  defoliated  and  this  department  has 
been  requested  to  take  care  of  the  trees  next  year.  Appreciation  has  been 
expressed  of  the  good  work  done  by  us  in  the  past  five  years. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  town  work  was  behind,  as  the  street 
trees  were  not  all  cleaned  and  the  ground  work  on  private  property  only 
about  half  finished. 

At  this  time  the  work  is  done  up  to  date  compared  with  years  past. 

Added  to  the  equipment  the  past  year  we  have  a  new  locker  1 5  feet  by 
35  feet,  a  small  power  sprayer  and  500  feet  of  inch  hose. 

For  the  ensuing  year,  I  recommend  at  least  $5,000.  In  explanation  I 
would  say  that  each  year  the  labor  cost  advances  about  proportionately 
to  the  suppression  of  the  moths.  The  increase  in  pay  of  50  cents  per 
man  a  day  equals  $3  a  day  for  six  men.  Last  year  the  men  averaged 
about  168  days,  which  indicates  $504  added  cost  of  labor  for  the  ensuing 
year. 

I  also  recommend  that  the  salary  for  Moth  Superintendent,  Forest 
Warden  and  Tree  Warden  be  $21  per  week,  instead  of  $3.25  per  day  for 
Moth  Superintendent,  $75  a  year  for  Tree  Warden,  and  nothing  for 
Forest  Warden.

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Report  of  Tree  Warden 


To  the  Citizens  of  Swampscott : 
I  herewith  submit  my  seventh  annual  report : 

While  the  number  of  trees  set  out  the  past  year  has  been  less  than  the 
year  before,  the  quality  is  superior.  On  Humphrey  street  27  Norway 
maples  were  planted  in  the  parking.  To  fill  vacancies  41  trees  were  set 
out  on  various  streets,  making  a  total  of  68.  Each  was  provided  with  a 
new  galvanized  wire  guard.  All  old  guards  have  been  adjusted  or 
replaced,  and  about  1,600  square  feet  of  wire  was  used.  Twelve  willows 
on  Puritan  road  have  been  headed  in,  also  a  large  elm  on  Clark  road. 
Dead  and  dying  limbs,  also  branches  hanging  in  the  way  of  travel,  have 
been  removed,  and  all  wounds  were  properly  treated.  It  was  necessary  to 
remove  43  trees  that  have  been  destroyed  by  various  causes. 

The  elm  beetle  was  taken  care  of  at  the  same  time  as  the  gypsy  moth, 
one  and  the  same  spraying  being  sufficient  for  both  insects.  The  leopard 
moth  received  the  usual  attention  and  the  results  are  fair. 

For  the  ensuing  year,  I  recommend  :

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Report  of  Forest  Warden. 


To  the  Board  of  Selectmen  : 

Gentlemen, — The  number  of  fires  in  the  woods  has  been  even  less 
than  last  year.  Weather  conditions  have  not  been  generally  favorable  to 
fires  at  times  when  they  are  most  liable  to  occur.  In  the  early  spring,  also 
in  the  fall  during  the  gunning  season,  there  was  more  than  a  normal 
amount  of  rainy  weather. 

As  in  previous  years  cloth  notices  warning  persons  against  setting  fires 
have  been  posted  all  through  the  woods,  also  in  conspicuous  places  about 
the  town. 

The  State  Forester  has  received  on  blanks  furnished  by  him  reports  of 
the  thirteen  fires  that  occurred  during  the  year.  The  state  also  furnishes 
blank  permits  which  are  issued  by  the  Forest  Warden  to  people  wishing  to 
build  fires  to  burn  rubbish,  and  132  such  permits  have  been  given  out.

To  the  Citizens  of  Sivampscott : 

The  Board  of  Health  herewith  submits  the  following  report  for  the  year 
ending  December  31,  1916  : 

The  past  year  has  been  the  first  whole  year  that  the  board  has  had  the 
benefit  of  a  special  agent  or  health  officer.  There  is  no  doubt  that  the 
work  which  the  board  is  now  able  to  do  is  much  more  valuable  to  the 
citizens.  The  report  of  the  health  officer  in  detail  will  show  the  work 
which  has  been  done.    We  agree  with  him  that  he  should  be  better  paid. 

There  are  many  ways  in  which  the  workings  of  the  board  can  be 
improved,  as  is  brought  out  in  his  report.  The  employment  of  a  nurse, 
under  the  direct  control  and  charge  of  the  board,  who  could  give  much  of 
her  time  assisting  the  school  physicians  in  their  work,  would  go  a  great 
way  toward  reducing  the  number  of  contagious  diseases  which  are  now 
found  in  our  schools. 

The  question  of  a  public  dump  is  a  very  important  matter,  and  the  time 
is  not  far  off  when  this  will  be  a  public  necessity. 

The  extension  of  the  sewerage  system  in  the  Mountain  Park  district  is 
a  public  necessity.  At  the  present  time  there  is  hardly  a  yard  in  that  sec- 
tion that  contains  a  privy-vault  or  cesspool  that  will  properly  care  for  the 
household  or  other  wastes.  Conditions  there  are,  from  a  sanitary  stand- 
point, deplorable  and  immediate  relief  should  be  given  them. 

The  care  of  the  brooks  and  drains  throughout  the  town  is  a  matter  upon 
which  some  definite  action  should  be  taken.  Each  year  the  board  receives 
many  complaints  relative  to  their  condition.  As  the  town  depends  upon 
these  brooks  and  drains  for  the  disposal  of  surface  water  and  sewage,  the 
board  feels  that  the  care  of  them  should  be,  and  is,  a  matter  for  the  town  to 
consider. 

The  analysis  of  ice  cream  and  the  supervision  of  its  manufacture  and 
sale  is  another  important  step  which  has  been  attempted  this  year,  and 
we  hope  to  do  much  more  another  year. 
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New  Regulations. 

The  following  regulations  have  been  adopted  by  the  board,  and  we  ask 
your  cooperation  in  carrying  out  the  same  : 

Ice  Cream  Regulations. 

1.  No  person  shall  engage  in  the  manufacture,  sale  or  distribution 
of  ice  cream  in  the  Town  of  Swampscott  except  in  accordance  with 
the  rules  and  regulations  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Health  of  said  town 
and  in  accordance  with  the  public  statutes  contained  in  Revised  Laws 
of  Massachusetts,  Chapter  56,  and  in  the  Acts  and  Amendments 
thereof. 

2.  Section  i.  Substances  manufactured  and  sold  under  the 
general  name  of  "  ice  cream  "  shall  contain  not  less  than  7  per  cent  of 
milk  fat,  and,  if  flavored  with  fruit,  shall  be  flavored  only  with  sound, 
clean,  matured  fruit,  and,  if  containing  nuts  shall  contain  only 
sound,  matured,  non-rancid  nuts. 

Sect.  2.  Violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  regulation  shall  be 
punishable,  at  the  discretion  of  the  court,  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  one 
hundi-ed  dollars. 

Sect.  3.  Inspectors  of  milk  shall  have  the  same  authority  in 
regard  to  any  suspected  violation  of  this  regulation  and  relative  to  the 
enforcement  thereof  which  they  have  under  Section  42,  of  Chapter  56, 
of  the  Revised  Laws. 

3.  No  person,  by  himself,  or  as  the  agent  or  servant  of  any  other 
person,  firm  or  corporation,  shall  manufacture,  have  in  his  custody  or 
possession  with  intent  to  sell  or  offer  for  sale  in  the  town  of  Swamp- 
scott any  ice  cream  or  preparation  similar  thereto,  until  the  place  of 
manufacture  of  the  same,  the  utensils  and  receptacles  used,  and  the 
wagon  or  other  means  of  carrying  the  same  shall  have  been  examined 
by  an  inspector  of  the  Board  of  Health.  Such  inspector  when  satisfied 
as  to  the  cleanliness  of  all  articles  used  shall  provide  such  person  with 
a  certificate  to  that  effect,  and  no  person  shall  manufacture  or  sell  such 
ice  cream  or  similar  preparation  until  such  certificate  has  been  issued. 

4.  Inspectors  shall  examine  all  articles  used  in  the  business  as 
often  as  they  may  deem  necessary,  and  whenever  an  inspector  shall 
certify  that  the  proper  cleanliness  is  not,  observed,  either  in  the  place  of 
manufacture,  in  the  implements,  materials  or  manner  of  making  the 
cream,  etc.,  or  in  the  manner  of  carrying  or  selling  the  same,  no  further 
sales  of  such  ice  cream  shall  be  allowed  until  the  objectionable  features 
are  removed  and  the  inspector  so  certifies. 

5.  Ice  cream  kept  for  sale  in  any  shop,  restuarant  or  other  establish- 
ment, shall  be  stored  in  a  covered  box  or  refrigerator.  Such  box  or 
refrigerator  shall  be  properly  drained  and  cared  for,  and  shall  be  kept 
tightly  closed,  except  during  such  intervals  as  are  necessary  for  the 
introduction  or  removal  of  ice  cream  or  ice,  and  they  shall  be  kept  only 
in  such  locations,  and  under  such  conditions  as  shall  be  approved  by 
the  Board  of  Health. 

6.  Every  person  engaged  in  the  manufacture,  storage,  transporta- 
tion, sale  or  distribution  of  ice  cream  immediately  on  the  occurrence  of 
any  case  or  cases  of  contagious,  infectious  or  any  other  disease,  either 
in  himself  or  in  his  family,  or  amongst  his  employees  or  their  families, 
or  within  the  building  or  premises  where  ice  cream  is  manufactured, 
stored,  sold  or  distributed,  shall  notify  the  Board  of  Health,  and  at  the 
same  time  shall  suspend  the  sale  and  distribution  of  ice  cream  until 
authorized  to  resume  the  same  by  the  Board  of  Health.  No  vessels 
which  have  been  handled  by  persons  suffering  from  such  diseases 
shall  be  used  to  hold  or  convey  ice  cream  until  they  have  been  thor- 
oughly sterilized. 

7.  No  person,  by  himself  or  his  servant  or  agent,  or  as  the  servant 
or  agent  of  any  other  person,  firm  or  corporation  shall  sell,  exchange 
or  deliver  any  ice  cream  which  contains  more  than  500,000  bacteria  per 
cubic  centimeter. 
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8.  No  old  or  melted  ice  cream  or  cream  returned  to  a  manufacturer 
from  whatever  cause,  shall  again  be  used  in  the  preparation  of  ice  cream. 

9.  The  Board  of  Health  may  revoke  the  permit  of  any  person  or 
persons  engaged  in  the  manufacture,  delivery  or  sale  of  ice  cream  in 
any  form  for  any  violation  of  the  forgoing  rules  and  regulations. 

Milk  Regulations. 

23.  No  license  will  be  issued  for  the  sale  of  milk  in  any  store, 
shop,  restaurant,  market,  bakery  or  any  other  establishment  outside  of 
a  properly  equipped  milk  plant,  except  in  properly  labeled  and  stop- 
pered bottles.  A  special  permit  must  be  obtained  for  the  sale  of  milk 
from  bulk  containers  to  be  drank  on  the  premises. 

24.  All  persons  engaged  in  the  sale,  delivery  or  distribution  of 
milk  in  the  town  of  Swampscott  shall  furnish  the  Board  of  Health 
upon  blanks  provided  for  the  purpose  a  list  of  the  names  and  the  loca 
tion  of  the  dairy  farms  from  which  the  milk  so  distributed  is  obtained, 
and  before  making  any  changes  in  their  supply  notify  the  Board  of 
Health  of  such  intended  changes.  Any  person  neglecting  to  comply 
with  this  regulation,  or  who  dispenses  milk  from  any  dairy  whose  milk 
has  been  excluded  from  the  town  of  Swampscott  by  the  Board  of 
Health  shall  have  his  license  revoked. 

25.  All  cans,  bottles  or  other  vessels  of  any  sort,  used  in  the  sale, 
delivery  or  distribution  of  milk  in  the  town  of  Swampscott,  must  be 
cleaned  or  sterilized  hefore  they  are  again  used  for  the  same  purpose; 
and  it  shall  be  deemed  sufficient  reason  for  the  forfeiture  of  license  for 
any  milk  dealer  to  fail  so  to  do. 

Sanitary  Regulations. 

56.  In  order  that  the  sale  of  ice  cream,  sodas,  and  soda  fountain 
sundries  may  be  conducted  under  sanitary  conditions,  the  operators  of 
ice  cream  parlors  and  soda  fountains  are  hereby  instructed  that  all 
such  goods  shall  be  dispensed  only  in  sterile  containers.  To  this  end 
it  is  ordered  that,  on  and  after  May  1,  1917,  all  soda  fountains,  ice 
cream  parlors  and  any  other  places  dispensing  soft  drinks,  shall  use 
individual  drinking  cups.  The  use  of  common  drinking  glasses,  on 
and  after  the  above  date,  is  hereby  prohibited. 

Recommendations. 

We  recommend  thatthe  sewer  be  extended  in  Mountain  Park. 

We  recommend  that  the  care  of  the  brooks  and  drains  be  placed  under 
the  supervision  of  Sewer  Department,  and  that  money  be  appropriated  for 
the  same.

To  the  Board  of  Health  : 

Gentlemen, — I  herewith  submit  the  following  report  for  year  ending 
December  31,  1916  : 

The  work  of  inspection  has  been  much  the  same  as  last  jear.  All  reason- 
able complaints  have  been  investigated  and  where  actual  nuisances  and 
other  unhealthful  conditions  were  found  to  exist  they  have  been  satisfac- 
torily abated  or  corrected  in  nearly  every  instance.  The  following  is  a 
list  of  the  complaints  received  :

The  beauty  of  every  city  and  town  depends  greatly  upon  the  neatness 
and  cleanliness  of  its  streets,  and  if  the  public  would  refrain  from  throw- 
ing paper  and  rubbish  into  the  streets,  and  thus  cooperate  with  the  Street 
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Department,  it  would  go  a  great  way  towards  making  our  town  "a  spot- 
less town."  In  this  connection  I  would  recommend  that  more  recep- 
tacles be  placed  on  the  public  streets  and  parks,  and  if  the  patrolmen  be 
instructed  to  call  the  attention  of  those  whom  they  find  tearing  and  throw- 
ing paper  into  the  streets,  that  they  must  not  do  this,  it  would  create  a 
public  spirit  of  neatness  in  this  direction.  I  would  also  recommend  that 
the  children  be  taught  the  value  of  neatness  in  this  respect,  both  at  home, 
at  school  and  on  the  streets. 

The  need  of  a  public  dump  for  the  disposal  of  ashes  and  other  waste 
material  is  rapidly  becoming  a  public  necessity.  At  the  present  time,  all 
refuse,  with  the  exception  of  garbage,  is  being  deposited  in  various  parts 
of  the  town.  This  method  of  disposal  is  far  from  satisfactory,  especially 
to  those  living  in  the  vicinity  of  these  dumping  places. 

It  is  self-evident  that  many  things  are  carried  to  these  dumps  which  are 
of  a  filthy  nature  and  quite  often  in  a  great  measure  infectious.  Such 
material,  on  a  dry  and  windy  day,  is  scattered  all  over  the  streets  and 
private  premises  and  is  a  danger  to  the  health  of  not  only  the  citizen  who 
keeps  his  own  premises  clean  but  to  those  who  do  not,  and  it  is  the  hope 
of  your  health  officer  that  the  town  can  see  its  way  clear  to  provide  a 
proper  place  for  the  disposal  of  this  wraste  material. 

While  upon  this  subject  I  wish  to  urge  the  importance  of  better  recep- 
tacles than  those  now  used  by  a  large  portion  of  house-holders. 

Communicable  Diseases. 

No  matter  how  many  physicians  there  may  be  in  a  town,  there  must  be 
some  one  or  some  department  vested  with  legal  authority  to  act  in  matters 
pertaining  to  the  health  of  its  citizens.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  physician  to 
diagnose  diseases,  and  if  they  are  of  a  communicable  nature,  the  law 
imposes  upon  him  the  duty  of  reporting  such  in  writing  to  the  health 
authorities,  who,  by  virtue  of  their  office,  make  regulations  governing  the 
isolation  of  such  persons,  who,  if  allowed  to  roam  at  will,  would  become 
a  menace  to  the  health  of  the  public.  How  often  we  hear  a  man  or  woman 
disputing  the  diagnosis  of  a  reputable  physician  and  the  authority  of  the 
health  department,  particularly  if  it  be  a  contagious  disease.  The  placard- 
ing of  a  house  for  a  contagious  disease  greatly  disturbs  some  people  who 
believe  they  are  immune  from  any  such  infection,  and  who  oftentimes 
resent  the  action  of  the  health  department  in  restricting  their  freedom. 
The  health  department  does  not  placard  a  house  for  fun.  It  is  done  to 
protect  others,  and  it  is  your  duty,  as  a  citizen,  to  help  rather  than  retard 
the  health  officer. 

Every  good  citizen  awake  to  his  best  interests  should  take  a  keen  inter- 
est in  the  health  conditions  of  his  town,  for  upon  it  depends  the  welfare 
of  himself,  of  his  family  and  of  his  fellow  citizens.  Each  case  of  a  com- 
municable disease  in  town  threatens  the  welfare  of  every  citizen.  There- 
fore a  great  deal  depends  upon  the  early  diagnosis  and  the  prompt  report- 
ing of  such  cases.  If  this  is  done  and  the  physician  and  the  public 
cooperate  with  the  health  department  any  form  of  communicable  disease 
can  be  kept  at  a  low  point,  Efforts  put  forth  at  the  beginning  of  a  disease 
are  far  more  effective  than  when  it  has  gained  a  headway. 

Public  health  cannot  be  protected  if  cases  are  concealed,  or  if  the  laws 
for  the   control    of   communicable   diseases  are  disregarded,  and  any

physician  or  citizen  guilty  of  such  an  offence  is  an  enemy  to  the  com- 
munity in  which  he  lives.

In  connection  with  the  above  diseases  2,048  school  and  travelers'  identi- 
fication certificates  have  been  issued.    Three  hundred  and  seventy-eight 

visits  made  to  homes  containing  contagious  diseases.  Three  hundred 


and  twenty-two  warning  signs  or  placards  posted.  Two  hundred  and 
forty-seven  rooms  fumigated.  Ninety-seven  school  and  library  books 
fumigated.  Twenty-two  trunks,  containing  wearing  apparel  and  samples, 
belonging  to  exhibitors  and  others  coming  from  the  infected  districts  of 
New  York,  seized  and  fumigated. 

Recommendations. 

1.  I  would  most  respectfully  recommend  the  extension  of  the  sewer- 
age system  in  the  Mountain  Park  district. 

2.  That  the  care  of  the  brooks  and  drains  be  placed  in  charge  of  some 
department  that  has  the  facilities  for  doing  such  work. 

3.  The  employment  of  a  public  health  nurse  to  fill  those  spaces,  in  the 
preventative  work  of  this  department,  which  it  is  now  necessary  to  leave 
undone. 

4.  That  the  compensation  of  the  health  officer  be  brought  to  the  same 
level  as  those  whose  duties  are  no  more  responsible,  for  the  welfare  of  the 
town,  than  his. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  and  appreciation  for  the 
valuable  assistance  given  me  by  your  honorable  board  the  past  year  in  the 
discharge  of  my  duties  as  Health  Officer  and  Milk  Inspector  of  the 
department.

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Report  of  Milk  Inspector. 


To  the  Board  of  Health  : 

Gentlemen, — I  herewith  submit  the  following  report  as  Milk  Inspector 
for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1916  : 

Milk  is  by  far  one  of  the  most  important  articles  of  food  with  which  the 
health  officials  have  to  deal.  It  is  also  one  of  the  most  valuable,  cheapest 
and  most  extensively  used  foods,  especially  for  infants  and  young 
children,  and  is  specially  subject  to  contamination  and  deterioration. 
Much  has  been  done  during  the  past  year  to  have  the  milk  in  the  best 
possible  condition  when  it  reaches  the  consumer.  This  is  especially  true 
of  its  quality  and  also  to  prevent  its  adulteration  and  the  use  of  preserva- 
tives. But  the  greater  and  most  important  part  of  the  work  remains  to 
to  be  done ;  that  is,  dairy  inspection.  Owing  to  conditions  that  have 
gradually  entered  into  the  milk  business,  namely,  the  higher  price  of 
cattle,  grain  and  practically  everything  required  in  the  production  of 
milk,  the  farmer  has  come  to  a  standstill  with  the  plea  that  he  cannot 
carry  on  the  business  successfully  from  a  financial  standpoint. 

The  price  of  milk  is  a  question  to  be  settled  between  the  producer  and 
consumer,  and  as  health  officer  we  have  no  part,  except  as  citizens,  in 
this  particular  feature  of  it.  However,  we  must  bend  our  efforts  to  pro- 
tect the  public  health.  In  doing  this  we  must  insist  that  whatever  situa- 
tion arises  in  the  dairy  business  the  consumer  must  have  clean  conditions 
in  the  barn,  in  the  milk-room  and  in  the  utensils.  The  cattle  must  be 
healthy,  well-fed,  housed  and  clean  at  all  times.  We  are  aware  that  unless 
milk  is  taken  from  clean  cows,  into  clean  and  sterilized  pails,  by  clean 
milkers,  there  is  likely  to  be  a  large  growth  of  harmful  bacteria.  We 
know,  further,  that  if  conditions  at  the  outset  are  such  that  this  bacterial 
condition  of  the  milk  is  brought  about,  no  amount  of  care,  except  possibly 
pasteurization  or  sterilization,  can  remedy  it  afterward. 

There  is  another  factor  entering  into  our  milk  supply  which  should  and 
does  cause  considerable  thought  and  anxiety.  The  territory  from  which 
our  milk  is  produced  and  shipped  is  gradually  extending  further  away . 
A  few  years  ago  the  milk  we  used  was  produced  within  twelve  miles  of 
this  town,  now  we  are  receiving  milk  which  comes  150  miles  on  railroad 
trains.  What  little  knowledge  we  possess  of  the  farms  on  which  this 
milk  is  produced  leads  me  to  believe  that  they  lack  many  of  the  essential 
features  which  are  necessary  for  the  production  of  sanitary  milk. 

Chapter  744,  of  the  Acts  of  1914,  as  amended  by  Chapter  228,  Acts  of 
1916,  makes  it  unlawful  for  any  producer  of  milk  or  dealer  in  milk  to  sell 
or  deliver  for  sale  in  any  city  or  town  in  the  Commonwealth  any  milk 
produced  or  dealt  in  by  him  without  first  obtaining  from  the  Board  of 
Health  of  such  city  or  town  a  permit  authorizing  such  sale  or  delivery. 
Said  Boards  of  Health  to  issue  such  permits,  after  an  inspection,  satisfac- 
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tory  to  them,  of  the  place  in  and  of  the  circumstances  under  which  such 
milk  is  produced  and  handled,  has  been  made  by  them  or  their  authorized 
agent.  This  law  further  states  that  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  inspectors 
of  milk  appointed  by  the  Boards  of  Health  of  cities  and  towns  to  enforce 
the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Owing  to  the  lack  of  funds  your  inspector  has  been  unable  to  do  but 
little  inspection  work  this  year.  During  the  past  year  I  have  made  but 
twenty-two  dairy  inspections,  although  a  list  of  several  hundred,  from 
which  we  are  now  receiving  our  supply,  has  been  furnished  by  the  dealers 
supplying  the  town.  As  a  result  of  those  inspections  made  I  am  con- 
vinced that  if  clean  milk  is  to  be  expected,  strict  supervision  must  be 
kept  of  the  dairies.  Other  cities  and  towns  are  sending  inspectors  into 
these  districts  and,  of  course,  are  rejecting  those  dairies  which  do  not 
produce  milk  under  sanitary  conditions,  and  it  is  only  fair  to  assume  that 
those  cities  and  towns  that  do  not  protect  themselves  by  this  or  some 
other  method  will  receive  milk  from  the  dairies  that  are  rejected  by  those 
maintaining  supervision  of  them. 

During  the  past  year  I  have  given  a  great  deal  of  attention  to  the  man- 
ufacture and  sale  of  ice  cream.  Ice  cream  is  frequently  made  from  poor 
grades  of  milk  and  cream  and  under  the  most  insanitary  conditions,  often 
in  dark,  dirty  basements.  Yet  the  product  is  consumed  to  a  large  extent 
by  children  and  invalids,  the  most  susceptible  part  of  the  population. 
Therefore  special  attention  must  be  paid  to  both  the  raw  material  and  the 
finished  product.  Special  attention  has  also  been  paid  to  the  care  of  the 
utensils,  the  prevalence  of  flies  and  the  use  of  fingers  in  tasting  and  in 
each  case,  where  these  objectionable  features  have  been  found,  the  use  of 
proper  spoons  and  other  utensils  have  been  insisted  upon.

Inspector  of  Animals  and  Slaughtering, 

To  the  Board  of  Health  : 

Gentlemen, —  I  herewith  submit  the  following  report  for  the  year  just 
ended. 

The  annual  inspection  of  all  animals  was  made  in  the  spring,  as  usual, 
and  in  most  cases  the  animals  were  found  to  be  in  a  healthy  condition 
and  the  premises  were  kept  clean. 

The  barns  have  been  well  ventilated,  have  had  plenty  of  light  and,  of 
course,  the  water  supply  has  been  good.  All  these  things,  together  with 
the  fact  that  few  animals  have  been  housed  together,  has  brought  the 
number  of  contagious  diseases  down  to  a  minimum. 

There  have  been  a  few  cows  shipped  in  from  out  of  the  State,  but  each 
animal  has  passed  inspection  and  later  been  released.  It  is  necessary  to 
quarantine  these  animals  in  order  to  prevent  them  from  being  moved 
around  until  the  proper  test  can  be  applied. 

A  few  families  have  been  granded  permits  to  kill  pigs  for  their  own  use 
and  one  such  permit  was  issued  to  slaughter  a  cow.  All  these  animals, 
on  inspection,  were  found  to  be  in  a  healthy  condition  and  were  so 
stamped.

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Report  of  Overseers  of  Poor. 


To  the  Citizens  of  Sxvamfscott : 

The  Board  of  Overseers  of  the  Poor  submits  the  following  report : — 

The  year  19 16  has  been  an  average  one  as  to  expense,  and  while  there 
has  been  a  slight  decrease  in  the  number  of  persons  aided,  the  increased 
cost  of  living  has  equalized  the  annual  expense  of  the  department. 

We  have  had  more  State  cases  this  year,  and,  therefore,  the  reimburse- 
ment to  the  town  will  be  larger.  The  new  settlement  laws  require  more 
of  the  Board's  services,  but  as  yet  have  not  incurred  any  additional 
expense  to  the  town. 

The  State  cases  that  have  come  to  us  have  received  prompt  attention 
from  the  State  visitor,  and  in  these  cases  the  visiting  nurse,  Miss  Kearney, 
has  rendered  valuable  service. 

The  general  condition  of  the  dependents  is  good. 

Our  financial  report  shows  that  while  the  appropriation  for  our  work 
was  the  same  as  1915,  we  have  kept  within  this  amount,  and  the  town 
already  has  had  $356.39  paid  into  the  treasury.  There  is  now  due  in 
addition  on  1916  expenditures  the  sum  of  $333-97,  showing  the  net  expense 
to  the  town  for  1916  to  be  $3,143.61. 

The  Board  extends  its  thanks  to  all  officers  and  citizens  who  have  in 
many  ways  assisted  in  the  past  year. 

Recommendation. 

We  would  respectfully  recommend  that  the  town  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $3,500  for  the  maintenance  of  its  Poor  Department  for  the  ensuing 
year.

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Report  of  the  Surveyor  of  Highways. 


To  the  Citizens  of  Sivampscott: 

The  Surveyor  of  Highways  herewith  submits  his  annual  report  for  the 
year  ending  December  31,  1916. 

During  the  past  year  the  following  streets  have  been  resurfaced  : 

Orient  street,  at  the  New  Ocean  House,  for  a  distance  of  580  feet.  Both 
sidewalks,  curbing  and  roadbed  have  been  lowered  nearly  two  feet  and  a 
tarbound  Macadam  roadbed  built. 

Humphrey  street,  from  Dennison  avenue  to  the  Marblehead  line,  has 
been  resurfaced  with  tar  Macadam. 

Monument  avenue,  from  Burrill  street  to  Elmwood  road,  has  been 
resurfaced  with  tar  Macadam. 

These  streets,  not  having  received  a  seal  coating,  will  require  a  surface 
treatment  the  coming  year. 

New  Ocean  street,  from  Burrill  street  to  Rock  avenue,  has  been  resur- 
faced, using  Standard  Asphalt  Binder  B,  and  a  seal  coat  put  on  the 
surface. 

Number  of  square  yards  of  tar  bound  road  built.  4,144. 

Number  of  square  yards  of  Asphalt  Binder  B  road  built,  2,621. 

All  these  streets  have  been  built  by  the  penetration  method. 

All  the  gravel  excavated  from  these  streets  has  been  used  in  resurfacing 
side  streets  and  sidewalks. 

About  one  mile  of  gravel  resurfaced  roadbed  has  been  built. 

Millett  road  and  Ocean  View  terrace  were  resurfaced  with  gravel, 
gutters  were  paved,  the  hill  on  Ocean  View  terrace  was  lowered  18  inches, 
two  catch-basins  constructed  and  190  feet  of  10-inch  pipe  drain  have  been 
laid.  There  is  still  considerable  work  to  be  done  on  Millett  road,  at  its 
intersection  with  Humphrey  street. 

Walker  road  has  practically  been  rebuilt  and  each  side  of  the  road  has 
been  widened  five  feet.  There  were  96.10  cubic  yards  of  ledge  removed 
from  this  road.  Two  catch  basins  were  constructed,  128  linear  feet  of 
8-inch  pipe  drain  and  20  feet  of  24-inch  pipe  drain  were  laid,  438  feet  of 
guard  rail  fence  was  built  and  the  whole  road  was  resurfaced  with  gravel 
and  rolled  with  the  steam  road  roller. 

The  Danvers  street  bridge  has  been  rebuilt,  the  bridge  department  of 
the  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad  doing  the  work.  For  details,  see  Select- 
men's report. 

Fourteen  new  street  signs  have  been  erected  at  different  parts  of  the 
town. 

All  gutters  of  the  town  have  been  cleaned  at  least  twice  and  on  the 
main  streets  every  week. 

Six  hundred  eighty-three  feet  of  guard  rail  fence  has  been  built  this 
year. 
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New  gravel  sidewalks  have  been  constructed  on  the  following  named 
streets  :  Puritan  road,  Humphrey  street,  Essex  street,  New  Ocean  street, 
Atlantic  avenue  and  Beach  Bluff  avenue. 

For  resurfacing  work,  the  amount  of  materials  used*  was  as  follows  : 
Two  hundred  and  thirty-two  loads  of  screened  gravel,  one  hundred  thirty 
seven  loads  of  stone  dust.  There  were  also  used  one  hundred  eighty-nine 
loads  of  sand  for  sanding  icy  sidewalks. 

There  have  been  built  this  year  five  new  catch  basins.  In  connection 
with  this  work  there  have  been  laid  48  feet  of  8-inch  pipe  drain,  220  feet 
of  6-inch  pipe  drain,  and  28  feet  of  5-inch  pipe  drain. 

Gutters  to  the  amount  of  1,225  square  yards  have  been  paved,  and 
2,007  linear  feet  of  curbstone  have  also  been  reset. 

There  have  been  put  in  place  on  the  various  sidewalks  of  the  town  dur- 
ing the  past  year,  12 1.4  square  yards  of  new  tar  concrete  sidewalks  and 
2,157.8  square  yards  of  skim  coat  tar  concrete  sidewalks. 

On  continuous  sidewalks,  curbstones  to  the  amount  of  2,569.4  linear 
feet  of  straight  and  347.6  linear  feet  of  curbed  stone  have  been  laid  this 
year.

The  streets  have  been  watered  during  85^  days  the  past  year. 

47,735  Gallons  of  light  No.  30  oil  and  7,567  gallons  of  65%  Asphalt  oil 
(which  had  to  be  covered  with  sand)  have  been  applied  to  various  streets. 

The  department  has  patrolled  all  streets  of  the  town,  at  various  times, 
with  oil,  tar,  crushed  stone  and  gravel  for  the  purpose  of  repairing  street 
surfaces. 

Humphrey  street  cement  concrete. — There  has  been  no  work  done  on 
this  part  of  Humphrey  street. 

Newly  accepted  streets. — Clarke  road  and  Greenwood  terrace  have 
received  the  attention  of  this  department.  Owing  to  the  fact  that  all  the 
waivers  for  damages  on  Bellevue  road,  Cedar  Hill  avenue  and  Beach  Bluff 
avenue  have  not  been  signed,  no  work  could  be  done  on  these  streets. 

I  would  call  the  attention  of  the  citizens  of  the  town  to  the  fact  that, 
while  the  appropriations  for  street  work  have  not  been,  as  yet,  increased, 
the  pay  of  town  laborers  and  teamsters  employed  by  this  department  has 
been  raised  50  cents  per  day,  and  that  the  amounts  raised  for  highway 
work  should  necessarily  also  be  increased. 

Recommendations. 

I  would  recommend ; 

1.  That  the  sum  of  $500  be  appropriated  to  put  Millett  road,  at  its 
junction  with  Humphrey  street,  in  condition,  by  straightening  the  fences 
and  shaping  up  the  sidewalks. 

2.  That  the  town  continue  the  concrete  paving  on  Essex  street,  from 
Burrill  street  to  the  Lynn  line. 

3.  That  Burrill  street,  from  Railroad  avenue  to  New  Ocean  street,  be 
put  to  a  grade,  the  corner  at  Railroad  avenue  widened  and  straightened, 
curbstones  laid  where  needed  and  parked,  sidewalks  constructed  and  the 
roadway  resurfaced  with  some  kind  of  smooth  paving.

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REPORT  OF 

The  Library  Trustees. 

To  the  Citizens  oj  Stvamflscott : 

During  the  past  year  there  have  been  no  changes  made  in  the  conduct 
of  the  affairs  of  the  library  and,  except  for  some  preparatory  work  for 
moving  into  the  new  building,  matters  have  been  held  to  mere  routine 
work. 

Now  that  the  new  building  has  been  completed  and  we  have  moved  in, 
we  find  ourselves  at  the  commencement  of  the  new  year  started  on  our 
way  into  the  future  with  a  building  and  facilities  which  will  make  possi- 
ble the  introduction  of  many  changes  looking  to  largely  increasing  the 
efficiency  and  good  work  that  the  library  may  do  for  the  community. 

As  the  new  building  will  soon  be  open  to  the  public,  we  will  not 
attempt  to  describe  it,  but  will  merely  state  that  it  will  be  open  every  day, 
except  Sundays  and  holidays,  from  2  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  until  9  in  the 
evening. 

There  are  two  reading  rooms,  one  for  adults  and  one  for  children.  The 
selection  of  books  will  be  open  to  choice  from  the  shelves  without  restric- 
tion. 

The  delivery  system  will  be  by  card.  The  classification  of  the  books  on 
the  shelves  will  be  found  to  be  modern  and  comprehensive. 

The  librarian,  Miss  Honors,  will  now  have  an  assistant,  Miss  Eveleth, 
and  they  will  work  to  introduce  all  possible  helpful  ways  and  means  to 
make  the  library  a  model  of  excellence,  limited  only  by  the  books  at  its 
command.  -» 

The  librarian's  report  is  as  follows  : 

The  library  now  contains  11,723  books,  all  of  w  hich  are  in  good  order 
and  have  been  properly  classified  and  arranged  on  the  shelves  at  the  new 
library.  Out  of  the  total  number  of  books,  6,326  are  works  of  fiction, 
and  the  remainder,  5,397,  are  class  books.  During  the  past  year,  604 
volumes  have  been  added  to  the  library  by  purchase. 

The  circulation  for  home  use  the  past  year  has  been  24,045.  The  cir- 
culation among  the  school  teachers  and  pupils  of  specially  selected  books 
has  been  272  volumes. 

The  librarj'  was  closed  on  November  15th  for  the  purpose  of  calling  in 
the  books  and  arranging  all  the  books  of  the  library  preparatory  to  mov- 
ing to  the  new  building.  In  the  new  building  the  books  will  be  open  to 
personal  inspection  and  selection,  both  for  home  use  and  at  the  library, 
and  we  are  thus  encouraged  to  look  for  a  large  increaase  in  our  circulation 
for  the  new  year. 
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There  has  been  a  gift  of  $1,000  by  the  will  of  Mrs.  Elihu  Thomson  for 
the  use  of  the  library,  and  our  recommendation  in  respect  to  it  is  that  at 
the  coming  town  meeting  a  vote  of  appreciation  be  passed  appropriate 
to  it. 

The  employees  of  the  library  have  faithfully  performed  their  duties  and 
merit  the  thanks  we  extend  to  them  in  this  report.

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Assessors'  Report. 


To  the  Citizens  of  Sivampscott : 

Your  Board  of  Assessors  has  finished  its  duties  for  the  year  1916.  The 
property  assessed  in  town  April  1st,  1916,  amounted  to  $16,460,513,  a  gain 
over  the  previous  year  (1915)  of  $622,015.  The  total  appropriations  for 
the  year  (not  bonded)  amounted  to  $377,875-72  From  this  amount  the 
Assessors,  according  to  law,  deducted  estimated  receipts  and  transfers 
amounting  to  $48,665.46,  leaving  $329,210.26  to  be  raised  by  taxation,  an 
increase  of  $51,696.39  over  the  year  1915.  The  tax  rate  this  year  per  $1,000 
was  $20,  an  increase  of  $2.20  per  $1,000  over  1915. 

The  $20  per  $1,000  is  divided  by  the  Board  of  Assessors  as  follows  :

The  tax  rate  in  Swampscott  has  gradually  gone  up  for  the  last  five  years, 
until  we  now  have  a  higher  tax  rate  than  Boston,  and  as  large  a  tax  rate 
as  most  cities  in  the  State.  The  cause  is  not  wholly  on  account  of  the 
increased  appropriations  for  town  departments,  but  considerably  by  laws 
enacted  by  the  Legislature  on  the  distribution  of  the  corporation  taxes, 
and  the  increase  in  the  State  taxes  and  County  tax.  A  few  years  ago  the 
town  received  as  high  as  $25,000  receipts  on  corporation  taxes;  this  year 
we  received  only  a  little  over  $6,000.  The  tax  on  the  Metropolitan  Park 
System  has  nearly  doubled  this  year,  being  over  $5,000  more  than  last 
year. 
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The  town  for  its  size  has  a  large  debt  and  interest  account,  and  the  citi- 
zens should  try  and  not  increase  the  debt,  even  if  it  cannot  be  diminished. 

The  new  law  on  taxing  personal  property,  or  income  tax,  so-called, . 
goes  into  effect  the  coming  year.  The  law  is  quite  complicated  and  is 
now  being  explained  by  the  State  officials.  According  to  the  new  law, 
the  citizens  of  this  town  must  make  a  return  on  or  before  May  15,  1917, 
to  the  local  Assessors  on  their  personal  tangible  property  owned  April  1, 
1917.  If  returns  are  not  made,  the  Assessors  are  compelled  to  assess 
them  on  the  same  amount  on  all  personal  property  as  was  assessed  in 
1916.  It  is  the  opinion  of  the  Board  of  Assessors,  although  the  law  may 
be  beneficial  to  the  State  as  a  whole,  that  the  Legislature  may  pass  laws 
in  the  future,  on  the  distribution  of  the  amount  collected,  that  will  reduce 
our  receipts  from  what  the  town  received  under  the  present  law.  Under 
our  present  valuation  every  $16,500  appropriated  adds  $1.00  to  our  tax 
rate,  and  the  citizens  should  bear  this  in  mind  when  voting  appropria- 
tions. 

Swampscott,  as  a  residential  town,  will  always  be  attractive  on  account 
of  our  natural  attractions,  our  beautiful  seashore  and  scenery. 

Last  year  we  had  new  buildings  erected  to  the  value  of  $298,075 ;  and 
with  the  annex  and  improvements  at  the  Ocean  House,  and  the  two  very 
fine  residences  of  Mr.  Gale  and  Mr.  Curran,  we  shall  have  a  substantial 
increase  for  1917. 

Recommendations. 
The  Board  recommends  an  appropriation  of  $2,000  for  the  Assessors' 
department  for  the  year  1917.

The  standard  embraces  the  following  :  One  avoirdupois  balance,  fifty 
pounds  ;  one  set  of  avoirdupois  weights,  sixteen  divisions  ;  drachms,  one, 
two  divisions ;  ounces,  one-quarter,  one-half,  one,  two,  four,  eight ; 
pounds,  one,  two,  four,  five,  ten,  twenty,  twenty-five,  fifty;  one  set  of 
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liquid  measures  of  five  dimensions,  one  gill,  one-half  pint,  one  quart,  two 
quarts,  one  gallon  ;  two  graduating  glasses,  one  two-ounce,  one  thirty- 
two-ounce ;  one  set  of  dry  measures  of  four  dimensions;  one  quart,  two 
quarts,  one  peck,  one-half  bushel;  one  yard  measure;  workingset  same 
as  above  with  ten  fifty-pound  weights,  one  portable  drill,  one  hand  press, 
one  sealing  clamp,  one  pointer  wrench,  one  hammer,  screwdriver,  dies, 
etc. 

All  persons  having  family  scales  and  wish  to  have  them  made  accurate, 
may  bring  them  to  the  Sealer's  office  where  he  will  be  pleased  to  test  and 
seal  them. 

I  would  call  the  attention  of  the  storekeepers  to  the  need  of  requiring 
their  clerks  to  be  more  careful  in  the  weighing  of  commodities,  as  I  have 
found  a  great  variation  in  the  weighing.  The  office  of  Sealer  of  Weights 
and  Measures  is  continuous.  In  the  past,  the  Sealer  was  paid  for  an 
annual  visit  to  the  various  stores  in  the  town.  Recent  laws  have  placed 
under  his  jurisdiction  much  work  formerly  done  by  other  departments  or 
not  done  at  all.  This  requires  the  attention  and  time  of  the  Sealer  all  the 
year  round,  instead  of  a  few  weeks  annually.  The  salary  for  so  much 
work  is  inadequate,  and  I  therefore  recommend  that  the  salary  of  the 
Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures  be  increased  one  hundred  ($100)  dollars. 
We  quote  from  the  State  Commissioner  of  Weights  and  Measures  : 

"  Efficient  local  inspection  of  weights  and  measures  and  sales  of  com- 
modities by  weight  or  measure  directly  affects  every  home  in  your  com- 
munity, and  I  trust  that  the  compensation  of  the  Sealer  may  be  placed 
upon  a  basis  which  will  enable  him  to  devote  sufficient  time  for  a  proper 
performance  of  his  duties." 

We  also  recommend  for  printing,  $30;  teaming,  $12;  help,  $10; 
miscellaneous  supplies,  $20;  total,  $72.

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REPORT  OF 

Committee  on  Fourth  of  July. 

To  the  Citizens  of  S-wamftscott : 

Gentlemen,  —  The  committee  appointed  by  the  annual  town  meeting 
of  1916  to  have  charge  of  the  Fourth  of  July  Celebration  herewith  submits 
its  report.  The  program  for  the  day  was  laid  out  along  the  usual  lines, 
but  the  weather  seriously  interfered  with  the  carrying  out  of  that  program. 
The  athletic  sports  arranged  to  take  place  on  the  Paradise  road  play- 
grounds were,  owing  to  the  rain,  postponed  to  a  later  date.  Rain  again 
interfered  with  the  carrying  out  of  the  program,  and  it  was  impossible  to 
run  off  but  two  events,  the  girls'  basket  ball  game  and  the  100-yard  dash 
for  the  older  boys.  Several  other  postponements  were  made  of  the  events, 
but  lack  of  interest,  owing  to  the  vacation  season,  made  a  carrying  out  of 
the  program  out  of  the  question.  As  a  result  the  committee  has  the 
greater  part  of  the  prizes  still  on  hand.  They  are  securely  locked  in  the 
town  hall  vault,  properly  packed  and  will  be  available  for  the  use  of  the 
committee  another  year  if  they  so  desire. 

The  Fourth  of  July  appropriation  on  the  part  of  the  town  was  $500. 
Soon  after  the  organization  of  the  committee  demands  began  to  come 
from  all  sections  of  the  town  that  an  evening  display  of  fireworks  be 
added  to  the  program  for  the  day.  To  do  so,  inside  of  the  appropriation, 
was  out  of  the  question.  Therefore  your  committee  resorted  to  the  popu- 
lar subscription  plan,  and  through  the  cooperation  of  liberal  citizens  were 
able  to  raise  funds  enough  to  care  for  this  additional  expense  of  $250. 
The  task  was  a  tedious  one  and  your  committee  would  recommend 
that  another  year  an  appropriation  large  enough  to  cover  all  the  expenses 
of  the  day  be  made.  Through  an  experience  of  several  years  on  the  part 
of  several  members  of  the  committee  it  is  estimated  that  $800  should  be 
the  amount.    The  expenses  of  the  committee  were  as  follows :

Through  the  cooperation  of  W.  L.  Terhune,  of  Phillips  Beach,  and 
Congressman  A.  P.  Gardner  the  United  States  Torpedo  Boat  Destroyer 
Jenkins  was  assigned  to  spend  the  Fourth  of  July  in  Swampscott  Bay. 
The  boat  came  to  anchor  in  the  bay  on  July  3,  at  about  5  P.  M.,  and 
remained  just  off  Blaney  Beach  until  the  afternoon  of  July  5.  During 
her  stay  here  her  officers  were  entertained  at  the  New  Ocean  House  by 
Edward  R.  Grabow,  president  of  the  E.  R.  Grabow  Company,  proprietors 
of  the  hotel.

A  temporary  landing  was  maintained  during  the  day  at  Blaney  Beach, 
and  small  motor  boats  took  the  people  out  and  back.

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Park  Commissioners'  Report. 


To  the  Citizens  of  Swampscott  : 

The  Park  Commissioners  herewith  submit  their  report  f or  the  jear  1916. 
The  organization  of  the  board  was  effected  at  a  meeting  held  in  the  room 
of  the  Park  Commissioners  at  the  Town  Hall,  Friday  evening,  February 
25,  by  the  choice  of  Alfred  F.  Frazier  as  chairman  and  Stuart  P.  Ellis  as 
secretary.  Regular  meetings  of  the  board  have  been  held  each  week, 
together  with  a  number  of  special  meetings  during  the  spring  and  sum- 
mer. Friday  evening,  March  3,  the  board  elected  Perley  C.  Foss  as 
superintendent  of  the  Blaney  Beach  Reservation,  pursuant  to  a  change  in 
the  system  to  be  used  in  the  care  of  the  reservation.  The  changed  system 
has  worked  to  great  advantage,  both  to  the  Park  Department  and  the 
tenants  of  the  reservation  building.  Many  of  the  minor  repairs  formerly 
done  by  outside  parties  have  been  done  by  Superintendent  Foss,  who  has 
also  performed  the  duties  of  a  police  officer  on  the  reservation  during  the 
summer  months  without  extra  expense.  Inquiries  made  among  the 
tenants  of  the  park  property  and  personal  observation  on  the  part  of  the 
commissioners  have  shown  that  the  change  of  system  was  a  good  one 
and  that  much  has  been  gained,  both  in  efficiency  and  economy,  by  it.  It 
is  the  purpose  of  your  commissioners  to  further  change  the  system  of 
caring  for  the  property  under  the  control  of  the  Park  Commissioners 
during  the  coming  year,  so  that  still  more  of  the  work  upon  the  several 
reservations  will  be  done  under  their  personal  supervision.  Experience 
has  shown  that  both  time  and  money  can  be  saved  by  this  system.  Your 
commissioners  wish  to  report  that  the  work  of  the  year  has  been  com- 
pleted with  a  small  balance  left  in  every  department. 

Monument  Avenue. 

The  Monument  avenue  reservation  is  one  of  the  most  important 
nnder  the  direction  of  the  Park  Department.  Situated  as  it  is  near  the 
joining  of  Lynn  and  Swampscott,  it  is  looked  upon  as  a  sort  of  a  gate- 
way to  the  town.  Since  its  acquisition  by  the  town  it  has  always  been 
regarded  as  the  one  show  place  among  the  several  pieces  of  park  property. 
It  has  always  been  the  plan  of  the  Park  Department  to  so  arrange  matters 
that  the  appropriation  for  this  plot  should  be  about  the  same  each  year. 
During  the  past  year  it  was  necessary  to  thoroughly  prune  all  of  the  shrubs 
and  trees  upon  the  reservation  and  to  replace  some  of  the  smaller  shrubs 
which  had  died  out.  To  do  this  and  not  neglect  work  necessary  every 
year,  some  things  that  really  needed  to  be  done  had  to  be  left  undone. 

In  their  report  last  year  your  commissioners  recommended  a  relaying 
of  the  Thomas  road  drain,  the  old  drain  having  outlived  its  usefulness. 
The  lower  part  of  the  reservation  was  under  water  all  winter  and  during 
the  spring  and  even  up  to  the  time  that  work  was  started  on  the  new

drain.  In  the  estimate  last  year  an  allowance  was  made  for  the  repair  of 
the  damage  caused  by  the  winter  flooding.  When  the  work  was  done, 
however,  it  was  found  that  the  cost  was  a  little  more  than  twice  as  much 
as  was  estimated,  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  exact  condition  of  the  grounds 
could  not  be  learned  until  after  the  water  had  been  drained  off. 

Your  commissioners  were  during  the  past  summer  up  against  a  serious 
problem  in  grass  cutting.  The  extremely  wet  spring  and  the  frequent 
rains  during  the  summer  made  caring  for  the  grass  an  extremely  difficult 
proposition.  Your  commissioners  believed  that  the  methods  on  that 
portion  of  the  reservation  from  Elmwood  road  to  and  including  the  Bluff 
section  in  previous  years  were  too  expensive.  Letters  asking  for  estimates 
for  caring  for  the  grass  on  this  section  were  sent  out  twice.  In  answer  to 
the  first  request  only  one  bid  was  received,  and  this  was  more  than  the 
cutting  of  the  grass  on  the  whole  reservation  cost  the  year  previous. 
Accordingly  a  second  call  was  made.  In  answer  to  this  call  three  bids  were 
received.  These  like  the  first  were  higher  than  the  commissioners  could 
pay.  As  a  result  your  commissioners  were  obliged,  in  order  to  keep 
within  the  appropriation  for  the  reservation,  to  cut  the  grass  on  this  sec- 
tion as  few  times  as  possible  and  to  get  it  done  in  the  cheapest  possible 
way.  This  method  of  caring  for  the  grounds  was  not  at  all  satisfactory 
to  your  commissioners  and  the  appearance  of  the  grounds  was  not  up  to 
the  standard  maintained  in  previous  years.  Owing  to  the  increased  price 
of  labor  and  the  excessive  bids  which  were  received  for  the  work,  yorr 
commissioners  did  the  best  it  was  possible  to  do.  The  coming  year  your 
commissioners  plan  to  have  the  work  done  under  their  own  supervision 
and  by  a  different  method.  There  is  on  the  different  reservations  under 
the  control  of  the  Park  Department  a  large  grass  area,  which  has  to  be  cut 
once  every  week  or  at  least  once  every  two  weeks.  Your  commissioners 
have  found  by  investigation  that  by  procuring  a  horse  lawn  mower, 
which  can  be  used  in  all  places  at  a  comparatively  small  expense,  that 
much  time  can  be  saved  in  labor  and  consequently  considerable  expense. 

Attention  must  be  given  the  coming  season  to  the  hardy  plants  and 
shrubs  which  are  located  at  what  is  termed  the  foot  of  the  "Bluff"  on  the 
Thomas  road  end  of  the  reservation  and  the  "Elmwood  road  circle." 
The  shrubs  here  have  received  but  little  attention  since  they  were  first 
planted.  Many  of  them  need  renewing  and  all  of  them  need  resetting. 
The  face  of  the  "Bluff"  also  needs  considerable  attention.  To  protect  the 
interests  of  the  town  the  lines  of  this  portiou  of  the  Monument  avenue 
reservation  must  be  run  off  and  staked  out,  as  a  portion  of  this  property 
is  now  used  by  private  individuals  and  has  been  since  the  plot  was  turned 
over  to  the  town.  The  cost  of  maintaining  the  decorative  plot  upon  the 
reservation  is  about  the  same  each  year.  Owing  to  the  carelessness  of 
automobile  and  carriage  drivers  the  sides  of  the  grass  plot  have  been  con- 
siderably cut  up  and  more  or  less  regrading  will  have  to  be  done. 

Some  sort  of  protection  will  also  have  to  be  placed  on  the  Monument 
square  end  of  the  plot  to  protect  the  bedding  plants  from  the  oily  dust 
which  comes  from  the  pavement  on  Humphrey  street  and  which  has 
badly  damaged  the  grass  and  flowers  on  this  end  of  the  plot  for  the  past 
two  years.  Your  commissioners  have  carefully  gone  over  the  expense  of 
the  maintenance  of  the  reservation  for  the  past  several  years  and  would 
recommend  that  $700  be  appropriated  for  the  monument  avenue  reserva- 
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tion.    Your  commissioners  also  recommend  that  $75  be  appropriated 

for  a  horse  drawn  lawn  mower  for  the  use  of  the  department.  A  separate 
appropriation  is  asked  for  this,  because  it  is  to  be  used  upon  nearly  all  of 
the  park  reservations. 

Phillips  Park. 

Little  has  been  done  at  Phillips  park  the  past  year  by  your  commis- 
sioners except  to  care  for  the  several  fences  which  were  considerably  out 
of  repair  and  do  a  small  amount  of  rubbish  grading.  The  appropriation 
for  the  year  was  only  $200,  and  even  this  has  not  all  been  used.  During 
the  year  a  cement  culvert  drain  has  been  constructed  the  entire  length  of 
the  park  under  the  direction  of  the  Water  and  Sewerage  Commission.  This 
has  done  much  towards  properly  draining  the  park  land  and  in  the  carry- 
ing off  of  the  water  which  for  years  has  come  on  to  the  property  from  out- 
side sources.  Under  the  provisions  of  a  contract  from  the  Board  of 
Health,  ashes  from  a  certain  section  of  the  town  is  dumped  on  to  the 
property.  Your  commissioners  have  made  an  arrangement  with  the 
contractor  doing  the  work  whereby  the  ashes  from  other  sections  of  the 
town  can  be  dumped  on  the  property  instead  of  being  sold  to  outside 
parties. 

Owing  to  the  small  appropriation  and  the  small  amount  of  ashes  avail- 
able during  the  summer  months,  little  ashes  under'this  arrangement  was  put 
on  the  park  the  past  year,  but  it  is  hoped  to  secure  more  during  the  winter 
and  spring.  At  present  this  is  being  used  to  fill  that  portion  of  the  park 
along  the  new  cement  culvert  not  previously  filled  to  subgrade.  The  plan 
of  securing  the  ashes  was  explained  to  the  Ways  and  Means  Committee  of 
last  year,  and  met  with  its  approval,  but  owing  to  a  misunderstanding  no 
appropriation  was  made.  The  matter  was  again  brought  to  the  attention 
of  the  committee  just  previous  to  a  special  meeting,  but  owing  to  the  fact 
that  no  appropriation  for  running  expenses  can  be  made  at  a  special  meet- 
ing the  project  was  laid  aside  for  a  second  time.  The  plan  now  has  the 
endorsement  of  the  Town  Engineer,  the  Board  of  Health  and  the  Select- 
men, together  with  that  of  the  Park  Commissioners.  There  is  under 
consideration  by  a  number  of  prominent  citizens  a  plan  for  the  develop- 
ment of  Phillips  park  under  the  provisions  of  the  act  recently  passed  by 
the  legislature,  allowing  the  town  to  borrow  money  for  park  improve- 
ments. This  plan  will  be  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  citizens  and  the 
Committee  on  Ways  and  Means  by  an  article  to  be  inserted  in  the  warrant 
for  the  annual  town  meeting.  Your  commissioners  recommend  the 
adoption  of  this  article  and  the  appropriation  of  the  necessary  money,  as 
under  the  provisions  of  the  plan  Section  One  of  the  park  can  be  developed 
and  made  ready  for  almost  immediate  use  at  a  comparatively  small  expense 
to  the  town  each  year  for  ten  years.  For  the  purpose  of  securing  the  ash 
filling  referred  to  during  the  coming  year  and  for  the  necessary  upkeep 
expenses  your  commissioners  recommend  that  the  sum  of  $1,300  be 
set  aside  as  the  regular  appropriation  for  Phillips  park.  At  a  town  meet- 
ing held  during  19 16  it  was  voted  that  the  brook  along  the  rear  lines  of 
the  Phillips  park  property  be  cleaned  out  under  the  direction  of  the  Water 
and  Sewerage  Commission,  and  $200  was  appropriated  for  the  purpose. 
This  work  has  not  been  done.  If  it  could  be  done,  as  authorized,  the 
draining  of  the  back  portion  of  the  park  would  be  greatly  benefited  and 
the  water  level  considerably  lowered. 
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Paradise  Road. 

The  Paradise  road  playgrounds  are  without  question  used  more,  especi- 
ally by  the  children  of  the  town,  than  any  of  our  other  park  reservations. 
From  the  opening  of  spring  until  late  in  the  fall  they  are  the  baseball 
grounds  for  the  smaller  boys,  the  boys  of  grammar  school  age.  No  High 
School  games  are  played  on  the  grounds.  They  are  used  by  the  High 
School,  however,  for  outdoor  track  athletics,  and  it  is  likely  that  at  least 
three  meets  will  be  held  on  them  the  coming  season.  From  early  in  the 
fall  until  after  Thanksgiving  they  are  used  for  High  School  football,  and 
during  the  winter  they  are  flooded  for  skating.  A  rink  has  been  installed 
for  hockey,  which  is  used  for  all  of  the  High  School  games.  The  playing 
of  hockey  on  the  large  area  outside  the  rink  is  forbidden  and  police  officers 
are  kept  on  duty  afternoons  and  evenings  for  the  purposes  of  enforcing 
this  rule.  Owing  to  the  several  uses  to  which  they  are  put  these  grounds 
need  much  attention.  The  Fourth  of  July  sports  are  held  each  year  on 
the  grounds  and  much  cleaning  up  has  to  be  done  after  the  day's  celebration . 
During  the  past  year  the  leveled  portion  of  the  grounds  was  extended 
35  feet.  This  work  cost  considerably  more  than  was  anticipated  owing  to 
the  rise  in  the  price  of  labor  and  material,  and  much  other  work  which 
your  commissioners  intended  to  do  during  the  year  had  to  be  left  undone 
for  this  reason.  The  band  stand  is  in  need  of  repairs  and  painting,  the 
flag  pole  needs  painting  and  considerable  regrading  must  be  done  in  the 
spring.  It  has  also  been  found  necessary  to  install  added  facilities  for 
flooding. 

The  supply  of  rope  which  has  been  in  use  for  a  number  of  years  has 
almost  entirely  given  out  and  more  must  be  secured  at  once,  as  it  is  needed 
many  times  during  the  spring,  summer  and  fall.  More  iron  posts  for 
holding  the  rope  are  also  needed,  as  the  custom  of  using  wooden  ones  has 
been  found  to  be  very  unsatisfactory  and  expensive,  as  they  can  be  used 
only  once.  Here,  as  on  the  other  park  reservations,  the  grass  cutting 
problem  is  an  important  one,  as  the  expense  incurred  each  year  for  this 
purpose  is  considerable.  During  the  past  year  the  commission  was  pre- 
sented with  a  blue  and  white  Swampscott  pennant  for  use  on  the  play- 
grounds flag  pole  by  Harry  R.  Stanbon  of  Swampscott,  for  which  thanks 
are  returned.  After  carefully  considering  all  needs  at  the  playground 
your  commissioners  recommend  that  the  sum  of  $400  be  appropriated 
for  the  care  of  the  reservation. 

Jackson  Park. 

In  the  early  summer  of  1916,  the  base  ball  field  at  Jackson  Park  was 
improved  considerably  by  loaming  and  seeding  a  large  additional  area. 
With  favorable  weather  conditions,  the  new  growth  made  an  excellent 
showing  and  the  entire  field  was  in  a  very  satisfactory  condition  during 
the  season.  The  adjoining  hillsides,  which  serve  as  very  convenient  seats 
for  spectators  at  the  ball  games,  were  improved  by  the  removal  of  a  large 
amount  of  undergrowth,  and  it  is  the  purpose  of  the  commissioners  to 
still  further  improve  the  grounds  in  this  manner.  A  blind  drain  has 
been  constructed  on  the  eastern  border  of  the  field,  and  this  effectively 
cares  for  all  the  ground  water  from  the  nearby  hill. 

The  construction  of  a  substantial  fence  adjacent  to  the  first  base  line 
has  reduced  the  possibility  of  accident  to  the  players  and  will  also  serve 
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the  purpose  of  keeping  the  spectators  clear  of  the  playing  field.  A  small 
section  of  ledge  in  front  of  this  fence  should  be  removed  this  spring  to 
complete  the  enlargement  of  the  grounds.  During  the  past  year  the 
commissioners  have  started  to  reforest  a  portion  of  the  hilly  section  of 
the  park,  and  in  the  late  fall  100  hemlock  trees  were  planted  in  a  location 
which  is  believed  to  be  an  ideal  spot  for  a  growth  of  this  character.  Act- 
ing under  the  advice  of  the  State  Forester,  who  has  personally  inspected 
the  park  and  the  adjoining  property  within  a  few  months,  the  commis- 
sioners plan  to  set  out  a  limited  number  of  various  kinds  of  pine  trees  in 
sections  of  the  park  best  adapted  to  their  particular  needs.  By  the  con- 
tinuation of  this  policy  for  a  few  years  we  feel  that  in  a  comparatively 
short  period,  and  with  the  expenditure  of  a  small  sum  each  year,  that  the 
hills  may  be  brought  to  a  condition  greatly  to  be  desired  in  this  public 
woodland  reservation. 

As  the  sidewalk  lines  on  the  Essex  street  border  of  the  park  were 
changed  during  the  reconstruction  of  the  street,  it  was  necessary  to  erect 
a  long  section  of  new  fence  on  the  edge  of  what  would  otherwise  be  a 
dangerous  depression.  The  expense  of  this  fence  was  shared  with  the 
Highway  Department.  As  considerable  gravel  was  dumped  on  the  field 
during  the  work  on  Essex  street  in  1916  in  localities  other  than  desig- 
nated or  requested  by  the  commissioners,  it  will  be  necessary  to 
rehandle  and  grade  this  material  before  the  opening  of  the  base  ball 
season  in  the  spring. 

The  sum  of  $500  is  recommended  for  the  care  of  Jackson  Park. 

Blaney  Beach. 

During  the  past  year  the  Blaney  Beach  reservation  has  been  conducted 
under  a  new  system.  This  system  has  proved  to  be  productive  of  good 
results.  Early  in  the  year  Perley  C.  Foss  was  chosen  by  your  commis- 
sioners as  the  superintendent  in  place  of  Horace  W.  Blanchard,  who  had 
held  the  position  since  it  was  created  at  opening  of  the  reservation.  For 
many  years  Mr.  Blanchard  served  the  town  faithfully,  and  it  was  with 
much  regret  that  any  change  was  made.  Your  commissioners  had  no 
criticism  to  make  of  the  duties  performed  by  him,  and  had  it  not  been 
that  a  change  in  the  policy  of  managing  the  reservation  was  found  neces- 
sary it  is  very  doubtful  if  any  change  would  have  been  made. 

Superintendent  Foss  has  during  the  year  been  assigned  many  duties  not 
performed  by  the  former  superintendent,  and  has  done  much  of  the  work 
about  the  reservation  formerly  given  to  outside  parties.  He  has  given  all 
of  his  time  to  the  duties  and  has  also  performed  the  duties  of  park  police 
officer.  His  work  has  been  highly  satisfactory,  both  to  the  commissioners 
and  to  the  tenants  of  the  property,  and  the  new  arrangement  has  saved  the 
department  much  time  and  expense. 

During  the  year  many  repairs  have  been  made  upon  the  reservation 
building.  The  portion  of  the  roof  not  shingled  some  two  years  ago  has  been 
reshingled,  new  gutters  and  conductors  have  been  added  and  a  number  of 
repairs  made  to  the  inside  of  the  building,  including  the  toilets.  There 
is  still  considerable  to  be  done.  The  building  has  been  built  for  a  num- 
ber of  years  and  practically  no  repairs  have  been  made  upon  it  until 
within  the  past  two  years.  The  end  of  the  building  adjacent  to  the  water 
is  in  bad  shape  and  must  be  repaired  the  coming  spring.    It  was  badly 
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damaged  by  storm  a  few  winters  ago  and  was  only  temporarily  repaired 
at  that  time.  A  new  platform  is  needed,  a  new  sill,  and  the  shingles, 
door  frames  and  other  wood  work  are  badly  rotted. 

The  drainage  system  of  the  compartments  let  for  fish  houses  is  also  in 
poor  shape  in  some  cases,  and  needs  immediate  attention.  The  deck  at 
the  top  of  the  building,  where  is  located  the  flag  pole,  must  be  repaired. 
It  leaks  badly  and  the  railing  about  it  is  not  safe.  The  bathing  raft  also 
needs  some  attention,  painting  and  repairing.  Your  commissioners  are 
endeavoring  to  keep  the  expenses  of  the  department  at  as  low  a  figure  as 
possible,  but  it  does  not  seem  good  policy  to  allow  town  property  to 
depreciate  for  the  sake  of  saving  a  few  dollars.  After  the  repairs  on  the 
building  and  raft  are  made  considerable  painting  will  have  to  be  done. 
Your  commissioners  have  secured  estimates  as  far  as  possible  on  the 
work,  but  it  is  impossible  to  tell  exactly  what  will  come  up  that  must  be 
done  when  repairs  are  started.  Your  commissioners  therefore  recom- 
mend the  appropriation  of  $1,200  for  the  Blaney  Beach  reservation. 

Water  Rates. 

In  previous  years  it  has  been  the  custom  for  the  Park  Department  to  pay 
the  water  rates  of  the  several  reservations  under  the  control  of  the  depart- 
ment out  of  the  appropriations  for  that  reservation.  The  general  public 
does  not  know  that  under  this  method  the  water  rates  paid  by  the  Park 
Department  are  one  of  the  most  important  factors  of  expense.  Therefore 
your  commissioners  have  decided  this  year,  for  two  reasons,  to  place  the 
water  rates  of  the  department  under  a  separate  heading.  First,  that  the 
citizens  of  the  town  may  know  how  much  the  Park  Department  is  paying 
to  another  town  department,  or  rather  how  much  of  the  Park  Department 
appropriation  does  not  really  leave-  the  town  treasury,  and,  second,  that 
the  paying  of  water  rates,  which  are  not  the  same  each  year,  may  not 
interfere  with  the  other  work  to  be  done  on  the  several  reservations.

Your  commissioners  therefore  recommend  that  the  sum  of  $225  be 
appropriated  for  the  water  rates  of  the  Park  Department. 

Sundries. 

From  the  appropriation  set  apart  as  "sundries  "  is  taken  the  secretary's 
salary,  telephone  bills,  printing,  stationery,  postage,  and  many  other  small 
items  that  cannot  be  foreseen  at  the  beginning  of  the  year.  The  coming 
year  there  will  be  necessary,  your  commissioners  find,  considerable  office 
expense.  Your  commissioners  are,  according  to  the  present  plan  for  the 
remodelling  of  the  town  hall,  to  be  changed  to  another  office.  Some  new 
office  equipment  will  be  needed.  The  commission  is  also  almost  entirely 
out  of  stationery  and  supplies  and  considerable  will  have  to  be  purchased, 
together  with  several  new  business-keeping  books.  It  is  therefore 
recommended  that  $300  be  appropriated  for  sundries. 
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Recapitulation. 

After  carefully  considering  the  cost  of  upkeep,  the  cost  of  necessary 
repairs,  and  the  cost  of  needed  improvements,  your  commissioners 
recommend  the  following  appropriations  for  the  running  expenses  of  the 


department :

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Report  of  Water  and  Sewerage  Board. 


Water  Department. 

To  the  Citizens  of  Swampscott  : 

We  submit  herewith  our  annual  report  for  the  year  1916 : 
The  greatest  amount  of  work  for  many  years  has  been  done  by  the  board 
during  this  year,  about  one  mile  of  6-inch  cast-iron  pipe  having  been  pro- 
vided for,  although  at  the  expiration  of  the  financial  year  much  of  it 
remains  uncompleted.  Work  on  these  uncompleted  projects  is  progressing 
as  fast  as  weather  conditions  will  permit,  and  if  conditions  are  in  anyway 
favorable,  the  chances  are  that  the  whole  work  will  be  completed  by  the 
time  of  the  town  meeting. 

The  whole  of  this  uncompleted  work  is  in  the  Shaw  estate,  so-called, 
and  the  additional  expense,  inconvenience  to  prospective  water  users,  and 
disagreeable  features  of  winter  work,  could  have  been  avoided  if  the  peti- 
tion for  articles  in  the  warrant  for  this  work  could  have  been  received  in 
time  to  put  in  the  annual  meeting  warrant,  thereby  enabling  the  depart- 
ment to  clean  up  all  such  work  before  cold  weather.  A  strong  argument 
in  favor  of  this  proposition  is  the  fact,  as  is  well  illustrated  by  this  year's 
bond  issues,  that  when  two  or  more  issues  are  made  in  one  year  it  doubles 
the  payment  to  be  made  in  each  succeeding  year  on  the  debt,  when,  with 
one  issue,  the  same  amount  can  be  carried  over  twice  the  number  of 
years. 

In  view  of  the  above,  the  board  calls  it  to  your  attention,  and  strongly 
urges  that  in  any  case  of  extension  of  the  mains,  petition  for  such 
extension  shall  be  presented  in  time  to  be  inserted  in  the  annual  town 
meeting  warrant. 

The  Galloupe's  point  appropriation  of  $700  is  still  on  hand,  as  the  board 
has  been  unable,  as  yet,  to  arrive  at  any  satisfactory  agreement  with  the 
owner,  Mr.  E.  A.  Bardol,  regarding  an  easement.  The  matter  may  be 
satisfactorily  adjusted  during  the  present  year  (1917). 

The  unexpended  balances  from  special  appropriations,  as  is  shown  on 
page  163  (with  the  exception  of  the  Galloupe's  point  $700)  the  amount 
of  which,  we  are  unable  at  this  time  to  state,  owing  to  the  uncompleted 
projects,  we  believe  should  be  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  board  for  use 
in  emergency  cases,  and 

We  recommend  that  the  unexpended  balances  from  special  appropri- 
tions,  with  the  exception  above  noted,  be  transferred  to  what  might  be 
called  an  Emergency  Fund,  to  be  drawn  on  by  a  recorded  vote  of  the 
board,  upon  proper  petition,  in  cases  when  inconvenience  would  be 
caused  by  having  to  wait  for  a  special  town  meeting. 

The  auto  truck  furnished  us  by  the  town  at  the  last  annual  meeting  has 
been  in  use  for  the  greater  part  of  the  year,  and  the  results  achieved  by 
its  use  has  demonstrated  beyond  doubt  the  good  judgment  used  by  the 
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citizens  in  providing  it  for  the  department.  The  horse  equipment  has 
been  sold  for  $200  and  the  money  turned  into  the  treasury. 

The  water  rates  for  the  ensuing  year  will,  by  vote  of  the  board,  remain 
the  same  as  last  year. 

The  report  of  the  Ways  and  Means  Committee  on  article  50  of  the 
annual  town  warrant,  for  1916,  voted  by  the  town,  referred  the  question 
of  town  departments'  water  rates  to  a  committee,  consisting  of  the  Select- 
men and  the  Water  and  Sewerage  Board.  This  committee  has  had  several 
conferences  and  their  report  follows  : 

The  committee  consisting  of  the  Selectmen  and  the  Water  and  Sewerage 
Board,  to  whom  was  referred  the  question  of  the  town  departments'  water 
rates,  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  report : 

The  act  of  the  Legislature  creating  the  Water  Board  provided  ways  and 
means  of  deriving  revenue,  in  order  to  provide  for  the  necessary  expense 
of  running  the  department.  This  has  been  done  since  the  department 
was  organized,  by  having  the  water  rates  placed  at  such  a  figure  as  will 
provide  for  this  necessary  expense. 

By  referring  to  the  report  of  the  Water  Board  for  1915,  it  will  be  found 
that  the  Metropolitan  assessment,  and  the  debt  requirements  for  principal 
and  interest  amounted  to  over  $28,000  for  that  year.  For  the  year  1916  it 
will  amount  to  almost  $30,000.  For  1917  it  will  undoubtedly  reach  nearly 
$32,000.  Any  serious  curtailment  of  the  receipts  of  the  department  would 
necessarily  mean  a  large  increase  in  rates  to  property  owners,  or  an 
appropriation  from  the  tax  levy,  neither  of  which  we  are  in  favor  of,  and 
we  believe  a  large  majoritj*  of  the  citizens  to  be  of  the  same  mind.  We 
believe  that  present  conditions  are  best  for  all  departments,  in  that  it  is 
a  check  on  the  use  of  water,  thus  avoiding  all  undue  waste,  which  might 
possibly  occur  under  other  circumstances. 

After  studying  the  matter  from  every  point  of  view,  we  unanimously 
recommend  that  existing  conditions  be  left  as  they  are.

The  work  of  this  department  during  the  year  has  been  mostly  on  the 
Phillips  park  drain,  Monument  avenue  drain  and  Ontario  street  sewer. 

The  eastern  trunk  sewer  has  been  held  up,  owing  to  the  inability  of  the 
board  to  arrive  at  any  definite  understanding  regarding  easements  from 
property  owners  through  whose  land  the  sewer  is  planned  to  be  laid. 
We  will  say  that  at  the  present  time  things  are  looking  more  favorable, 
and  we  have  no  doubt  that  in  a  very  short  time  satisfactory  arrangements 
will  be  made  with  all  these  owners,  so  that  contracts  can  be  awarded  and 
work  started  on  this  project. 

The  conditions  at  the  pumping  station,  to  which  we  have  called  your 
attention  for  several  years  past,  will  be  the  subject  of  a  report  from  the 
committee  appointed  at  the  last  town  meeting,  which  will  be  presented  at 
this  annual  meeting. 

Another  matter  to  which  we  call  your  attention  is  the  unforeseen  leaks  in 
the  joints  of  the  outfall  sewer  pipe  crossing  the  land  in  the  rear  of  the 
pumping  station.  This  has  been  taken  care  of  by  the  department  itself , 
with  the  able  assistance  of  the  superintendent  and  men  of  the  Water 
Department. 

We  have  recalked  11  joints  at  an  expense  of  less  than  $200,  which  has 
been  a  great  saving  in  cost  as  compared  with  this  kind  of  work  that  has 
been  heretofore  done. 

The  sewer  plans  which  we  had  hoped  to  complete  this  year,  owing  to 
the  absence  of  Engineer  Bradford,  of  the  firm  of  Eastman  &  Bradford, 
doing  duty  on  the  Mexican  border,  are  still  incomplete.  We  are  assured 
that  work  is  being  done  on  them,  and  that  they  will  be  completed  early 
this  spring. 

We  have  also  made  arrangements  for  a  new  safe  of  proper  size  and 
shape  for  the  sewer  plans.  The  present  safe  will  be  turned  over  to  the 
Selectmen  for  use  in  another  department,  and  the  new  one  will  provide 
the  proper  shape  for  keeping  the  plans  flat,  and  in  properly  indexed 
drawers,  thus  giving  access  to  whatever  plan  is  required  at  a  moment's 
notice. 

We  recommend  for  the  ensuing  year  the  appropriation  of  $7,000  for 
Sewer  Maintenance,  and  for  Particular  Sewers  $800.

Town  Department  Water  Rates. 

To  the  Citizens  of  Stvamfscott  : 

Report  of  committee  appointed  by  vote  of  the  town  to  consider  the 
question  of  town  department  water  rates. 

The  committee,  consisting  of  the  Selectmen  and  the  Water  and  Sewer- 
age Board,  to  whom  was  referred  the  question  of  the  town  department 
water  rates,  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  report : 

The  act  of  the  legislature,  creating  the  Water  Board,  provided  ways 
and  means  of  deriving  revenue,"  in  order  to  provide  for  the  necessary 
expense  of  running  the  department. 

This  has  been  done  since  the  department  was  organized,  by  having  the 
water  rates  placed  at  such  a  figure  as  will  provide  for  this  necessary 
expense. 

By  referring  to  the  report  of  the  Water  Board  for  19 15,  it  will  be  found 
that  the  Metropolitan  Assessment  and  the  debt  requirements  for  principal 
and  interest  amounted  to  over  $28,000  for  that  year.  For  the  year  1916  it 
will  amount  to  almost  $30,000.  For  1917  it  will  undoubtedly  reach  nearly 
$32,000.  Any  serious  curtailment  of  the  receipts  of  the  department, 
would  necessarily  mean  a  large  increase  in  rates  to  property  owners,  or 
an  appropriation  from  the  tax  levy,  neither  of  which  we  are  in  favor  of, 
and  we  believe  a  large  majority  of  the  citizens  to  be  of  the  same  mind. 
We  believe  that  present  conditions  are  best  for  all  departments,  in  that  it 
is  a  check  on  the  use  of  water,  thus  avoiding  all  undue  waste,  which 
might  possibly  occur  under  other  circumstances. 

After  studying  the  matter  from  every  point  of  view,  we  unanimo  usly 
recommend  that  existing  conditions  be  left  as  they  are.

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REPORT  OF  ' 

Library  Building  Committee. 

To  the  Citizens  of  S-wampscott : 

The  work  of  the  new  Library  Building  Committee  having  been  practi- 
cally completed,  the  following  report  is  submitted  as  a  review  of  its  duties 
during  the  year  1916,  and  up  to  the  date  of  this  report. 

The  architects  of  the  new  library  building,  Messrs.  Kelley  &  Graves, 
on  or  about  the  1st  of  February  completed  the  detail  of  the  plans  and  speci- 
fications of  the  new  building  and  the  same  were  submitted  to  the  com- 
mittee at  its  February  meeting.  After  consideration,  the  committee 
authorized  advertisements  for  bids. 

The  bids  were  opened  March  4th  and  considered  by  the  committee  at  its 
March  meeting.  It  was  found  that  some  of  the  bids  as  submitted  covered 
the  general  construction  of  the  building  and  others  specially  covered  the 
plumbing  and  heating,  as  called  for. 

The  committee  awarded  the  contract  of  general  construction  of  the 
building  to  the  C.  S.  Cunningham  &  Sons  Construction  Company,  the 
amount  of  the  bid  being  $18,200.  The  committee  rejected  the  bids  as  to 
plumbing  and  heating,  and  on  a  new  set  of  bids  being  made  in  response 
to  a  special  advertisement,  the  contract  was  awarded  to  Connell  & 
McDermott  for  $1,464.46  Immediately  thereafter  the  contracts  were 
signed  and  the  construction  of  the  building  was  commenced. 

The  work  was  pushed  as  rapidly  as  possible  by  the  contractor.  In  the 
fall,  the  work  was  somewhat  delayed,  due  to  additions  and  changes  made 
in  the  interior. 

Through  all  its  work  the  committee  has  endeavored  to  get  the  best 
possible  library  accommodations  for  the  town  and  to  provide  for  future  as 
well  as  present  needs,  and  still  keep  within  its  appropriation. 

To  provide  accommodations  for  the  future  and  at  the  same  time  meet 
suggestions  of  the  Carnegie  foundation,  the  basement  was  heightened, 
thereby  making  provision  for  a  lecture  room  and  drier  conditions  therein  ; 
the  main  library  room  was  made  as  large  as  possible,  and  all  possible  pro- 
vision was  made  therein  for  future  growth  consistent  with  the  funds 
available. 

Efforts  were  made  to  secure  more  funds  from  the  Carnegie  foundation, 
also  from  citizens  of  the  town.  Considerable  correspondence  passed 
between  the  Carnegie  foundation  and  your  committee,  and  visits  were 
made  to  see  the  secretary  of  the  corporation  in  New  York  by  two  members 
of  your  committee  and  also  by  Mr.  Graves,  one  of  the  architects. 

The  Carnegie  foundation,  though  encouraging  the  committee  from 
time  to  time,  finally  refused  its  assistance  on  the  ground  that  a  town  of 
our  size  did  not  need  so  large  a  library,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  this 
town  library  has  one  of  the  largest  circulations  of  any  town  in  this  state. 
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Citizens  of  the  town,  nevertheless,  have  proved  generous  and  have 
contributed  to  enlarge  the  usefulness  and  beauty  of  our  library  building.

Library  Building  Committee. 

Swampscott,  December  31,  1916. 
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Building  Inspector's  Report. 


To  the  Citizens  of  Swampscott : 

Your  Building  Inspector  herewith  submits  his  first  annual  report. 
Owing  to  the  delay  in  obtaining  approval  of  the  revised  by-laws,  the 
work  of  the  department  has  been  made  somewhat  difficult.  Nevertheless, 
a  total  of  95  inspections  of  new  buildings  have  been  made.  This  is  exclu- 
sive of  .many  foundations,  chimneys,  small  garages  and  the  like. 

All  hotels  within  the  town  have  been  thoroughly  inspected  and  proper 
returns  made  to  the  State. 

Permits  have  been  granted  for  the  erection  of  three  (3)  new  elevators 
and  four  (4)  elevators  in  hotels  have  been  inspected,  proper  returns  being 
made  to  the  State.  Eight  (8)  elevator  operators  were  examined  and  their 
licenses  approved.    Four  new  elevator  operator  licenses  were  also  issued. 

The  work  of  the  department  has  also  included  many  visits  and  inspec- 
tations  of  buildings  undergoing  alterations  or  repairs. 

Your  Inspector  particularly  desires  to  call  attention  to  the  large  amount 
of  time  required  in  the  new  library,  to  insure  that  the  foundations  and 
other  work  construction  were  correctly  built. 

Suitable  inspection  blanks  and  forms  have  been  provided,  and  now  that 
the  revised  by-laws  have  been  accepted  as  approved,  they  will  bp  regularly 
filled  out  whenever  new  buildings  are  erected  or  alterations  made.

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REPORT  OF 

Swampscott  Soldiers'  Welfare  Committee. 

To  the  Citizens  of  Swamfiscott: 

On  June  19th  President  Wilson  issued  a  call  for  100,000  troops  for  the  - 
Mexican  border  to  protect  the  lives  and  property  of  the  citizens  of  the 
United  States  from  attacks  of  Mexican  revolutionists.  Since  this  duty 
was  outside  of  the  state,  it  was  necessary  for  the  militia  to  be  mustered 
into  the  service  of  the  federal  government.  Twenty-tour  Swampscott  men 
answered  the  summons  as  members  of  the  State  militia. 

After  a  short  period  in  camp  they  were  sent  to  the  border,  where  they 
served  their  country  faithfully  for  over  four  months. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  took  an  active  interest  in  the  welfare  of  our 
men  from  the  beginning.  On  June  23d  a  special  meeting  was  called  by 
the>  board  to  take  necessary  action  to  create  a  committee  to  look  after  the 
interests  of  Swampscott  men  while  at  the  front,  and  to  care  for  their  wives 
and  families.  The  committee  organized  at  once  and  held  meetings  regu- 
larly each  week  thereafter. 

Most  of  our  men  were  in  the  Second  Battalion,  First  Regiment,  Field 
Artillery,  with  headquarters  at  Salem,  and  it  was  learned  from  the  officers 
that  a  field  kitchen  would  be  very  helpful  and  add  to  the  comfort  and 
health  of  the  men.  The  committee  found  that  this  could  be  purchased 
from  the  McClary  Manufacturing  Company  at  a  cost  of  $1,040.  Lynn 
was  also  interested  in  this  enterprise,  having  a  number  of  men  in  the 
battery. 

No  funds  for  the  purpose  being  available,  subscriptions  were  requested 
and  were  generously  responded  to  by  the  citizens  of  both  Swampscott  and 
Lynn.  The  field  kitchen  was  purchased  and  immediately  sent  to  El  Paso. 
Numerous  reports  from  the  officers  and  men  were  received  from  time  to 
time,  indicating  that  it  was  a  great  blessing  to  the  soldiers. 

Shortly  after  the  organization  of  the  committee,  steps  were  taken  to 
aid  the  wives  and  families,  and  this  work  was  carried  on  with  money  sub- 
scribed by  the  citizens,  until  it  was  possible,  by  an  Act  of  the  Legislature, 
to  obtain  the  necessary  appropriation. 

Great  appreciation  has  been  expressed  by  the  men  for  the  thoughtful- 
ness  and  interest  of  the  citizens  as  expressed  through  their  committee,  it 
being  stated  that  Swampscott  showed  more  interest  in  the  welfare  of  her 
men  than  most  other  towns. 

In  August  the  ladies  held  a  benefit  whist  in  the  Town  Hall,  from  which 
was  received  over  $200.  Part  of  this  was  sent  directly  to  the  men  for  use 
of  the  Second  Battalion,  and  part  was  turned  over  to  the  committee. 

The  soldiers  returned  about  November  1st,  and  on  the  9th  a  banquet 
was  held  in  the  Town  Hall  in  their  honor. 
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The  committee  wishes  to  express  its  appreciation  of  the  support  given 
by  the  citizens  of  the  town  in  carrying  out  this  patriotic  work,  a  sum  of 
$772.50  in  all  having  been  contributed.

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Report  of  By-Laws'  Committee. 


Swampscott,  Mass.,  January  23,  1917. 
To  the  Citize/is  of  Swajyifscott: 

By  vote  of  the  town  at  the  meeting  held  on  the  20th  day  of  October, 
A.  D.  1916,  this  committee  was  empowered  and  instructed  to  present  the 
by-laws  adopted  by  vote  of  the  town  to  the  Attorney-General  for  his  for- 
mal approval,  and  if  they  should  be  approved  to  attend  to  their  publication 
as  required  by  law. 

Previous  to  your  committee's  presentation  of  these  by-laws  to  the  town, 
they  had  been  tentatively  approved  by  the  Attorney-General.  Upon  the 
final  presentation,  however,  the  Attorney-General  disapproved  certain 
provisions  which  had  formerly  been  tentatively  approved. 

It  appeared  that  the  provisions  regulating  the  conduct  of  hawkers  and 
peddlers,  which  had  been  drawn  by  the  Attorney-General's  office  for  the 
department  in  charge  of  hawkers  and  peddlers,  had  been  nullified  by  an 
act  of  the  Legislature,  which  took  effect  between  the  time  that  we  sub- 
mitted the  tentative  draft  of  the  by-laws  to  the  Attorney-General  and  the 
time  of  the  action  of  the  town. 

The  other  by-laws  disapproved,  were  disapproved  for  the  following 
reasons  : 

Section  4,  of  Chapter  2,  was  disapproved  because  towns  are  not 
authorized  to  make  such  a  by-law. 

Section  3,  of  Chapter  5,  was  disapproved  because  it  wrould  prevent 
the  depositing  of  cash  as  security.  The  Attorney-General  suggests  that 
it  be  recast  so  as  to  read  as  follows  : — "  Every  contract  exceeding  the  sum 
of  five  hundred  ($500)  dollars  shall  be  accompanied  by  security  by  bond 
or  otherwise." 

Chapter  7.  Since  the  informal  approval  of  this  Chapter  by  the 
Attorney-General,  the  Legislature  has  passed  Chapter  242,  of  the  Acts  of 
1916,  materially  changing  the  situation,  and  he  suggests  that  the  town 
adopt  the  standard  form  covering  this  matter  recently  approved  by  his 
office,  a  copy  of  which  the  committee  secured  from  the  Commissioner  of 
Weights  and  Measures. 

Section  11,  of  Chapter  10.  This  is  covered  by  Section  113,  of  Chap- 
ter 208,  of  the  Revised  Laws. 

Inspector  of  Buildings.  Section  1  is  unnecessary,  because  Section  79, 
of  Chapter  635,  of  the  Acts  of  1912,  the  "  Tenement  House  Act,"  so- 
called,  provides  as  follows  : — "  In  a  town  which  accepts  the  provisions  of 
this  Act,  the  Selectmen  shall  annually  appoint  an  Inspector  of  Buildings." 
The  Attorney-General  says  that  the  power  to  appoint  carries  with  it  the 
power  to  remove  and  also  to  fix  the  compensation  for  the  office.  The 
other  part  of  the  Section  he  deems  unnecessary. 
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Section  4  of  the  same  Chapter.  He  objects  to  this  because  it  does  not 
properly  differentiate  between  an  ordinary  building  and  a  building  com- 
ing within  the  provisions  of  the  "  Tenement  House  Act,"  and  suggests 
that  we  insert  after  the  word  "  building,"  in  the  second  line,  the  words 
"  Of  a  character  not  described  in  Chapter  635  of  the  Acts  of  1912."  With 
this  alteration,  the  Section  may  be  retained. 

The  same  objection  applies  to  Section  5. 

Section  10  he  disapproves. 

Section  11.  He  suggests  the  insertion  of  the  following  words: — 
"Except  such  as  described  in  Chapter  635  of  the  Acts  of  1912."  The 
Section  will  then  meet  with  his  approval.  The  citation  inserted  is  found 
in  Section  10  of  Chapter  635,  which  fixes  the  location  of  non-fireproof 
tenement  houses  no  nearer  than  ten  feet  to  the  line  of  any  adjoining  lot. 

Sections  21-22-23-24-26-27  are  covered  by  Section  46  of  Chapter  32,  of 
the  Revised  Laws. 

We  herewith  submit  a  new  draft  of  by-laws  for  the  regulation  of  hawkers 
and  peddlers  which  conforms  to  the  new  law.  Also  Section  3,  Chapter  5, 
as  amended  in  accordance  with  the  suggestion  of  the  Attorney  General. 

From  the  Commissioner  of  Weights  and  Measures,  State  House. 

Tentative  Form  of  Ordinance  of  By-Law  Relating  to 
Hawkers  and  Peddlers. 

Section  i.  No  person  shall  go  from  place  to  place  in  this  town  sell- 
ing or  bartering,  or  carrying  or  exposing  for  sale  or  barter,  any  fruits, 
vegetables,  or  fish  in  or  from  any  cart,  wagon  or  other  vehicle,  or  in  any 
other  manner,  without  a  license  therefor  from  the  Board  of  Health ; 
provided,  however,  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  any  person  who  sells 
only  fruits  or  vegetables  raised  or  produced  by  himself  or  his  family,  or 
fish  which  is  obtained  by  his  own  labor  or  the  labor  of  his  family. 

Sect.  2.  The  Board  of  Health  shall  have  authority  to  grant  such 
license  to  any  person  of  good  repute  for  morals  and  integrity  who  is,  or 
has  declared  his  intention  to  become,  a  citizen  of  the  United  States.  Said 
licenses,  unless  sooner  revoked  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  shall  expire 
one  year  after  the  granting  thereof,  and  each  person  so  licensed  shall  pay 
thereof  a  fee  of  two  dollars. 

Sect.  3.  No  hawker  or  peddler  shall  sell,  or  offer  or  expose  for  sale,  any 
of  the  articles  enumerated  in  Section  15,  of  Chapter  65  of  the  Revised  Laws, 
or  in  any  acts  in  amendment  thereof  or  in  addition  thereto,  until  he  has 
recorded  his  name  and  residence  writh  the  Board  of  Health.  Every  person 
licensed  under  the  provisions  of  the  preceding  section  as  hawker  or  peddler 
of  fruits,  vegetables  and  fish  shall  record  his  name  and  residence  in  like 
manner  with  the  Board  of  Health. 

Sect.  4.  No  person  hawking,  peddling,  or  carrying  or  exposing  any 
articles  for  sale,  shall  cry  his  wares  to  the  disturbance  of  the  peace  and 
comfort  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  town,  nor  otherwise  than  in  vehicles  and 
receptacles  which  are  neat  and  clean  and  do  not  leak. 

Sect.  5.  Every  hawker  and  peddler  licensed  by  the  Board  of  Health 
shall  be  assigned  a  number  and  shall  be  provided  by  the  said  Board  with 
a  badge  which  shall  be  conspicuously  wrorn  by  him  ;  and  every  other  such 
hawker  and  peddler  as  described  in  Section  3  shall  provide  himself  with  a 
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badge,  of  such  type  and  design  as  may  be  approved  by  said  Board  of  Health, 
which  he  shall  wear  in  like  manner.  Whoever  neglects  to  wear,  or  wears 
such  badge  without  authority,  shall  be  punished  by  the  penalty  provided 
in  Section  10  of  this  by-law. 

Sect.  6.  Every  vehicle  or  other  receptacle  used  by  a  licensee  as  a  con- 
veyance for  articles  offered  or  exposed  for  sale  by  him  shall  have  attached 
thereto  on  each  side  a  number  plate,  to  be  furnished  by  the  town  with  his 
license,  bearing  the  number  and  date  of  expiration  of  such  license. 

Sect.  7.  No  person  shall  be  registered  or  assigned  a  badge  or  number 
plate  under  the  provisions  of  Sections  3  and  5  of  these  By-laws,  until  he 
presents  a  certificate  from  the  Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures  stating  that 
all  weighing  and  measuring  devices  intended  to  be  used  by  such  person 
have  been  duly  inspected  and  sealed  as  required  by  law.  The  use  of, 
or  possession  by  such  person  with  intent  to  use,  any  false  or  unsealed 
weighing  or  measuring  devices  shall  be  sufficient  cause  for  the  revocation 
of  his  license,  or  the  cancellation  of  his  registration. 

Sect.  8.  Nothing  in  these  by-laws  shall  be  construed  as  conflicting 
with  any  license  issued  under  the  authority  of  the  Commonwealth. 

Sect.  9.  Any  license  granted  under  these  by-laws  or  any  by-law 
amendatory  or  additional  thereto,  may  be  revoked  by  the  Board  of  Health. 

Sect.  10.  Whoever  violates  any  provision  of  these  by-laws  shall  be 
punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars  for  each  offence. 

Sect.  11.  All  by-laws  or  part  of  by-laws  inconsistent  herewith  are 
hereby  repealed. 

The  by-laws  approved  have  been  duly  published  as  required  by  law,  and 
now  have  full  force  and  effect. 

Those  provisions  which  failed  of  approval  in  no  sense  destroy  the  effect 
of  those  adopted.  In  most  instances  the  provisions  sought  to  be  made 
have  been  covered  by  a  statute  to  the  same  effect,  so  that  the  disapproval 
means  simply  that  the  subject  matter  was  not  one  for  local  regulation,  it 
having  been  covered  by  a  general  act  affecting  all  towns  alike. 

Chapter  5,  Section  3.  Every  contract  for  a  sum  exceeding  the  sum  of 
$500  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  bond,  by  securities  or  deposit  of  cash,  in 
such  sum  (if  bond  with  surety  or  sureties)  as  may  be  required  and 
approved  by  the  board  in  charge  of  the  same,  conditioned  by  the  faithful 
performance  of  the  contract.

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Report  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 


To  the  Citizens  of  Swampscott : 

In  submitting  the  following  report  for  the  year  of  1916,  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  desires  to  call  attention  to  a  number  of  important  matters 
affecting  the  welfare  of  the  town. 

In  our  report  we  have  given  tabulations  showing  yearly  financial 
statements  and  various  appropriations,  beginning  with  1912,  when  the 
town  adopted  the  uniform  system  of  book-keeping  of  the  State  Bureau  of 
Statistics.  We  suggest  a  careful  study  of  these  tables  by  all  thoughtful 
citizens,  as  they  will  show  clearly  the  gradual  increase  of  cost  of  running 
the  town,  thereby  pointing  out  where  possible  reductions  may  be  made. 

Taking  the  matter  more  in  detail,  a  table  is  submitted  showing  the 
special  appropriations  for  1916,  amounting  in  round  figures  to  $39,000. 
These  are  exclusive  of  fixed  charges  over  which  the  citizens  have  no 
immediate  control  or  the  running  expenses  and  maintenance  of  the 
departments  of  the  town. 

It  is  impossible  at  this  time  to  predict  how  the  new  State  law  regarding 
personal  tax  will  affect  the  rate  of  Swampscott.  The  increase  in  1916, 
however,  was  marked.  While  the  town  is  active  and  progressive  in  all 
matters,  affording  most  of  the  advantages  and  conveniences  found  in 
large  cities,  the  citizens  must  halt  at  some  point,  since  a  high  tax  rate  is 
detrimental  to  the  well-being  of  any  town.  It  is  true  that  Swampscott  is 
entirely  a  residential  locality,  and  that  her  citizens  require  special  advan- 
tages and  are  willing  to  pay  for  them.  There  must,  however,  be  a  limit, 
and  the  Board  feels  that  this  has  been  reached,  and  that  greater  thought 
must  be  given  from  now  on  to  economies  along  all  lines  of  activity  in  the 
town. 

The  board  desires  to  express  its  appreciation  of  the  help  and  cooperation 
received  during  the  past  year  from  the  several  boards  of  the  town.  No 
organization  can  exist  and  carry  on  work  efficiently  without  this  spirit  of 
cooperation.  It  is  the  organization  as  a  whole  and  not  the  individual, 
that  makes  for  success.    This  applies  particularly  to  town  work.] 

WeThave  refrained  from  making  any  suggestion  regarding  a  changed 
form  of  town  government,  as  we  believe  that  this  is  something  which 
will  have  to  be  worked  out  naturally,  and  cannot  be  forced  unduly.  Much 
thought  is  now  being  given  to  this  subject,  and,  with  increasing  popula- 
tion, it  is  possible  that  a  more  representative  system  will  in  time  be 
required.  Be  this  as  it  may,  we  now  have  the  original  form  of  govern- 
ment, handed  down  to  us  from  our  fathers,  having  many  admirable 
features,  but  requiring  the  intelligent  cooperation  of  the  voters  to  insure 
an  expression  of  the  will  of  the  people.  In  order  to  make  our  town 
meetings  effective,  it  is  of  the  utmost  importance  that  the  citizens  of 
Swampscott  interest  themselves  in  the  affairs  of  the  town  and  become 
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familiar  with  details  so  far  as  possible,  so  that  they  may  come  to  the 
town  meetings  prepared  to  take  an  active  and  intelligent  part.  This  is 
not  only  their  privilege  but  their  duty,  and  one  which  should  appeal  to 
every  man  and  citizen  as  much  as  his  daily  business,  or  more  immediate 
personal  interests.  The  Town  Hall,  at  best,  is  of  small  capacity.  It 
should,  therefore,  always  be  filled  with  citizens  who  have  the  welfare  of 
the  town  at  heart.  This  should  also  be  true  of  the  special  meetings, 
which,  on  several  occasions,  have  been  adjourned  owing  to  the  lack  of  a 
quorum. 

The  citizens  of  the  town  of  Swampscott  must  help  if  they  wish  to  have 
public  work  well  and  economically  done.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  is  on 
duty  all  the  year  round,  and  will  do  everything  possible  to  stimulate  and 
encourage  the  general  spirit  of  cooperation.  It  must  be  kept  in  mind, 
however,  that  the  board  is  only  an  executive  one,  and  that  the  initiative 
is  in  the  hands  of  the  people  themselves.

law.  The  board  recommends,  however,  that  the  various  departments 
condense  their  reports  so  far  as  possible  consistent  with  giving  the  citi- 
zens of  the  town  information  which  they  may  require. 

VIII.  Sidewalks. 

Petitions  for  granolithic  sidewalks,  edgestones  and  parking  were 
received  during  the  current  year  from  residents  of  the  following  streets  :

For  the  information  of  the  citizens,  one-half  of  the  cost  of  granolithic 
walks,  edgestones  and  parking  is  assessed  to  the  abutters.     It  is  impor- 


tant that  this  work  be  carried'on  moderately  from  year  to  year,  accord- 
ing to  a  definite  plan  whereby  principal  points  of  the  town  will  be 
connected,  and  the  Board  accordingly  recommends  an  appropriation  of 
$6,000  for  this  purpose. 

IX.  Sale  of  Real  Estate. 

At  the  annual  meeting  it  was  voted  to  authorize  the  sale  of  town  land 
on  Pine  street  under  the  joint  direction  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and 
the  Water  and  Sewerage  Board.  The  land  was  duly  advertised,  but 
only  two  bids  were  received,  and  these  were  considered  too  low  for 
acceptance.  It  is  the  opinion  of  the  Committee  that  the  land  in  question 
should  not  be  sold  for  less  than  20  cents  per  square  foot  or  thereabouts. 
It  is  recommended  that  a  committee  consisting  of  the  Board  of  Select- 
men and  the  Water  and  Sewerage  Board  be  continued  with  power  to  dis- 
pose of  land  when,  in  their  opinion,  this  can  be  done  to  the  best  interests 
of  the  town.

XI.  Town  Hall. 


Owing  to  the  removal  of  the  library,  much  needed  space  is  made 
available  for  offices  of  the  departments.    The  following  plan  is  proposed  : 
Assessors  at  the  front. 

Tax  Collector  at  rear.    Town  Engineer  and  Building  Inspector  at  rear. 

Board  of  Health  to  be  located  in  the  room  occupied  at  present  by  the 
Park  Board,  with  a  small  additional  room  at  the  corner. 

Park  Board  and  Overseers  of  the  Poor  to  be  located  in  the  present 
Assessors'  office,  and  the  present  office  of  the  Board  of  Health  to  be 
retained  for  meetings  of  the  Finance  and  other  committees. 

The  relocation  of  the  office  of  the  Town  Engineer  will  leave'an  office 
available  on  the  second  floor  for  the  Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures. 

It  is  further  proposed  that  the  office  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  be 
rearranged  to  give  greater  convenience. 

Plans  and  estimates  for  this  work  have  been  prepared  by  the  Town 
Engineer,  and  it  is  recommended  that  $1,500  be  appropriated  to  carry 
out  the  improvements,  work  to  be  done  under  the  direction  of  the  Board 
of  Selectmen. 

For  many  years  the  Town  Hall  has  not  been  connected  with  the  sewer, 
and  it  was  felt  by  the  board  that  the  town  should  comply  with  its  own 
rules  and  regulations.  The  necessary  connection  was,  therefore,  made, 
at  a  cost  of  $150. 

During  the  year  numerous  carbon  lamps  have  been  replaced  by  those  of 
later  and  more  efficient  design,  thus  economizing  in  the  use  of  electricity. 

XII.  G.  A.  R.  Building. 

In  accordance  with  a  vote  of  the  town,  the  Board  advertised  for  heating 
equipment  for  the  G.  A.  R  building.    The  following  bids  were  received  : 

Boynton  Company  $235  00 

Ingalls  &  Kendrickden  265  00 

The  contract  was  awarded  to  the  lower  bidder. 

The  apparatus  was  promptly  installed,  and  is  giving  satisfactory  ser- 
vice. 

Appropriation  was  also  provided  for  certain  repairs  to  the  building  and 
redecorating  the  interior,  all  of  which  have  been  done,  meeting  the 
approval  of  the  members  of  the  G.  A.  R.  and  the  Board. 

The  Board  decided  to  place  the  G.  A.  R.  building  in  the  new  insurance 
fund. 

XIII.   Flag  Pole. 

The  flag  pole,  located  on  the  town  hall  grounds,  was  struck  by  lightning 
late  in  1915  and  badly  damaged,  requiring  an  entire  new  pole.  This  was 
ordered  of  the  Pigeon-Hollow-Spar  Company,  of  East  Boston,  at  a  price 
of  $257.70,  including  erection,  necessary  rigging  and  painting.  The 
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board  decided  to  place  this  in  the  insurance  fund.  In  July  the  pole  was 
struck  by  lightning,  again  badly  damaging  the  top-mast.  The  board  con- 
sulted with  Professor  Thomson,  who  kindly  offered  his  services,  and 
accordingly  decided  to  provide  a  lightning  rod  to  protect  the  pole  in  the 
future. 

A  new  flag,  suitable  for  the  pole  at  the  Monument,  was  generously  pre- 
sented to  the  town  by  Mr.  H.  Stanbon,  and  accepted  by  the  board. 

XIV.   Street  Lighting. 

The  contract  between  the  town  and  the  Lynn  Gas  &  Electric  Company 
expires  July  11,  1918.  This  provides  for  a  charge  of  $72  for  each  arc  lamp 
and  $17.52  for  each  incandescent  lamp  on  moonlight  schedule.  It  would 
undoubtedly  be  desirable  to  have  the  town  lighted  on  an  every-night  basis, 
and,  while  the  board  is  strongly  in  favor  of  this  system,  we  do  not  feel 
justified  in  recommending  the  additional  expense  with  the  present  high 
tax  rate.    The  town  now  has  the  following  lights  :

In  1916  these  cost  the  town  $12,218.87. 

With  the  natural  increase  in  lights  due  to  the  development  of  new 
streets,  an  additional  sum  will  be  required  for  new  lights.  The  Board 
recommends  an  appropriation  of  $12,700 for  street  lighting  during  1917. 

XV.  Underground  Wires. 

Attention  of  the  town  is  called  to  a  great  improvement  which  has  been 
effected  in  Puritan  road,  from  Woodbine  avenue  to  a  point  beyond  the 
Ocean  House.  It  will  be  remembered  that  there  were  a  large  number  of 
electric  wires  and  transformers  on  the  poles  at  this  point,  greatly  detract- 
ing from  the  natural  beauty  of  the  spot. 

The  Lynn  Gas  and  Electric  Company  and  the  New  England  Telegraph 
and  Telephone  Company  agreed  to  place  their  wires  and  apparatus  under 
ground,  and  at  the  same  time  provide  a  conduit  for  the  fire  signal  wires. 
This  work  was  carried  out  in  a  highly  satisfactory  manner,  the  town 
being  put  to  the  small  expense  of  $583  for  new  fire  cable  and  correction  of 
the  grade  of  the  road. 

It  will  be  recalled  that  this  is  a  part  of  a  general  plan  adopted  by  the  town 
for  placing  all  wires  in  principal  thoroughfares  underground.  The 
Board  is  taking'steps  to  insure  additional  work  of  a  similar  nalv.ie  for  the 
coming  year  in  Puritan  road  to  Humphrey  street. 

XVI.   Forest  Warden. 

Mr.  Everett  P.  Mudge  was  appointed  Forest  Warden  on  January  7th,  as 
provided  by  the  Revised  Laws.  This  appointment  was  approved  by  the 
State  Forester. 

XVII.   Gypsy  Moth  Department. 

Mr.  Everett  P.  Mudge  was  reappointed  to  superintend  the  gypsy  moth 
work.  His  report  on  the  work  of  the  past  year  appears  on  page  122. 
The  Board  recommends  an  appropriation  of  $5,000  for  the  work  of  this 
department  as  suggested  by  the  State  Forester. 
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XVIII.  Law. 

The  Board  appointed  Mr.  James  W.  Santry  Town  Counsel.  Mr.  Santry 
has  carried  on  his  work  during  the  past  year  in  an  able  and  satisfactory 
manner,  meeting  the  approval  of  the  board  and  various  departments. 
His  report  for  the  year  is  as  follows  : 

Board  of  Selectmen,  Stvampscott,  Mass.: 

Gentlemen, — In  pursuance  of  jour  request,  you  will  find  stated  below 
a  report  on  the  matters  referred  to  me  as  counsel  for  the  town  of  Swamp- 
scott  during  the  past  year. 

Since  my  appointment,  various  matters  have  been  attended  to,  arising 
from  the  public  work  conducted  by  the  several  departments.  Perhaps, 
the  matter  of  greatest  importance  to  the  individual  residents  of  the  town 
was  the  hearing  before  the  Public  Service  Commission  upon  the  schedule 
filed  by  the  Bay  State  Street  Railway  Co.,  seeking  an  increase  in  its  unit  of 
fare.  As  you  know  from  previous  reports  I  have  made,  these  hearings 
extended  over  a  long  period  of  time  and  resulted  in  leaving  Swampscott 
within  the  five  cent  zone,  where  it  was  before  the  schedule  was  filed. 

The  case  of  Adeline  L.  Jordan  vs.  the  town  was  tried  before  the  Superior 
Court  sitting  at  Salem  during  the  month  of  December,  last.  This  suit 
was  brought  in  consequence  of  injuries  sustained  by  Miss  Jordan  near  the 
monument  while  the  work  incident  to  the  reconstruction  of  Humphrey 
street  was  in  progress.  The  case  was  on  trial  for  several  days,  but  owing 
to  a  misunderstanding  of  the  instructions  of  the  court,  the  verdict  returned 
by  the  jury  had  to  be  set  aside  and  a  new  trial  granted.  I  desire  to  state  that 
the  town  need  not  be  concerned  as  to  the  result  of  this  case,  since  it  has 
an  agreement  with  the  Bay  State  Street  Railway  Co.  that  in  the  event  of 
any  finding  against  the  town,  the  Bay  State  Street  Railway  Co.  will  pay 
the  same. 

During  the  year,  disposition  has  been  made  of  the  case  of  Michael 
McDonough,  et  als  vs.  town  and  Martin  Lally.  Several  years  ago  the 
town  voted  to  pay  Mr.  Lally  $250  for  damages  to  property  owned  by  him, 
located  in  Humphrey  street.  The  required  number  of  voters,  feeling  that 
the  action  of  the  town  was  illegal,  brought  a  bill-in-equity  to  restrain  the 
payment  of  this  sum.  It  was  a  matter  in  which  the  town  was  in  no  way 
interested,  and  it  simply  took  the  attitude  that  the  money  would  be  held 
until  it  was  settled  whether  the  vote  appi  opriating  the  same  was  legal. 
The  court  decided  that  the  action  of  the  town  was  legal,  and  in  conse- 
quence of  this  decision,  the  above  sum  was  paid  to  Mr.  Lally. 

About  a  year  ago  the  town  filed  a  bill-in-equity  in  the  Superior  Court, 
seeking  to  enjoin  the  city  of  Lynn  from  maintaining  an  outlet  for  its 
sewer  in  Sanderson  avenue,  near  Herrick's  factory.  The  maintenance  of 
this  outlet  has  been  a  source  of  annoyance  to  the  town  and  subject  of 
discussion  between  these  municipalities,  since  its  installation.  The  city 
of  Lynn,  however,  during  the  past  year,  has  employed  engineers  who  are 
now  engaged  in  studying  its  sewer  problems,  and  I  am  informed  by  the 
City  Engineer  of  the  city  of  Lynn,  that  the  above  condition  is  compre- 
hended in  the  investigation  now  in  progress,  and  that  the  report  of  the 
engineers  will  include  the  recommendation  of  a  method  to  abate  this 
nuisance.  In  view  of  this  attitude  of  the  city  of  Lynn,  it  seemed  inadvis- 
able to  press  a  trial  of  this  suit. 
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Messrs.  Philbrick  &  Pope  have  recently  brought  a  petition  in  the  Supe- 
rior Court  for  the  assessment  of  damages  caused  by  the  taking  of  certain 
land  owned  by  them  in  Cedar  Hill  terrace  in  connection  with  the  laying 
out  of  this  way.  Cedar  Hill  terrace  was  laid  out  by  the  Board  of  Select- 
men December  17,  1915,  and  at  that  time  $273  was  assessed  by  this  board 
as  damages  for  land  taken,  and  $100  was  awarded  to  cover  the  cost  of 
moving  the  barn  back  from  the  street  line.  Messrs.  Philbrick  &  Pope  are 
satisfied  with  the  amount  awarded  for  the  land,  but  upon  investigating  the 
matter  of  moving  the  barn,  they  find  that  the  cost  of  the  same  will  exceed 
$100.  A  settlement  of  this  case  is  now  under  discussion,  and  probably 
there  will  be  no  trial. 

The  cases  of  William  P.  Norcross  and  George  F.  Clay,  formerly 
engineers  of  the  Fire  Department,  arising  in  consequence  of  the  vote  of 
the  Town  under  date  of  February  15,  1915,  have  been  settled.  These 
cases  were  tried  before  Judge  Lummus,  of  the  District  Court  of  Southern 
Essex,  who  decided  that  the  votes  taken  at  this  meeting  legally  resulted 
in  increasing  the  salaries  of  these  men.  After  this  decision,  and  after 
studying  the  votes  passed,  I  advised  your  board  that  these  cases  should 
be  settled.  Since  the  same  question  was  involved  in  the  vote  that  was 
taken  with  reference  to  the  Chief  of  Police  and  Chief  of  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment, I  advised  likewise  that  the  increase  should  be  paid  to  these  men 
also;  at  the  same  time,  advising  your  board  that  the  increases  in  all  of 
these  cases  were  limited  to  the  year  1915. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  I  have  drawn  contracts,  deeds  and  other  instru- 
ments, and  have  advised  the  various  departments  on  many  matters,  besides 
representing  the  town  at  legislative  hearings,  being  present  with  the  Board 
of  Health  at  hearings  for  the  purpose  of  abating  nuisances,  and  represent- 
ing the  town  in  several  instances  in  prosecutions  in  the  lower  court. 

In  closing,  I  desire  to  thank  your  Board  and  the  officials  with  whom  I 
have  been  brought  into  contact  for  their  uniform  courtesy.

XIX.   Streets  Accepted. 

The  following  streets  were  accepted  by  the  town  at  the  adjourned  meet- 
ing of  March  22,  1916,  subject  to  signing  of  waivers  :

Bellevue  Road,  Article  27 

Clarke  Road,  Article  28 

Greenwood  Terrace,  Article  29 

Cedar  Hill  Terrace,  Article  30 
This  formality  has  finally  been  attended  to  in  the  case  of  Greenwood 
terrace  and  Cedar  Hill  terrace,  whereas,  some  of  the  abutters  on  the 
other  streets  have  either  neglected  or  refused  to  sign  the  necessary  papers. 
Attention  is  called  to  this  point,  as  the  town  is  put  to  considerable 
expense  in  accepting  streets  and  only  does  so  on  the  direct  petition  of 
the  abutters  and  other  citizens.  Records,  however,  show  that  even  after 
the  petition  has  been  filed  plans  prepared  and  report  of  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  filed  and  acted  upon  by  the  town,  abutters  frequently  object  to 
signing  waivers  for  various  reasons.  The  Board,  therefore,  plans  in  the 
future  to  obtain  waivers  from  abutters  before  the  town  is  asked  to  accept 
the  street  formally. 
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XX.  Cemetery  Improvements. 

The  Board  takes  this  occasion  to  call  attention  to  the  death  of  cemetery 
superintendent  Edward  A.  Smith,  who  served  the  town  long  and  faith- 
fully. This  made  necessary  the  appointment  of  a  new  superintendent, 
and  after  careful  consideration,  Mr.  Thomas  Handlev  was  chosen  for  this 
position.  He  is  a  man  of  long  experience  in  care  of  private  and  public 
property,  and  is  well  fitted  for  the  position.  His  report  for  the  work  of 
the  year  will  be  found  on  page  116. 

The  Board  has  signed  deeds  for  15  cemetery  lots,  for  which  the  sum  of 
$1,226.25  was  received. 

An  amount  of  $450  was  expended  to  complete  the  improvements 
authorized  in  1915,  consisting  of  preparation  of  land  for  additional  lots, 
excavation  and  the  like. 

XXI.  Selectmen. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  1914  the  town  voted  that  when  the  terms  of 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  expired  members  should  be  elected  each  year. 
Under  this  vote  three  members  of  the  Board  will  be  voted  for  at  the 
next  annual  election. 

niSCELLANEOUS. 

I.  Salaries. 

In  view  of  the  confusion  which  has  occurred  during  recent  years  in  con- 
nection with  salaries  of  officials  of  the  town,  the  board  has  consulted  with 
the  Finance  Committee,  who  have  agreed  to  study  this  problem.  This  is 
an  important  matter,  and  should  be  taken  up  broadly  from  time  to  time  to 
insure  that  amounts  paid  by  the  town  are  commensurate  with  the  services 
rendered  and  in  line  with  those  of  towns  of  a  similar  size  and  importance. 

We,  accordingly,  recommend  that  the  Finance  Committee  take  the 
question  of  salaries  under  consideration  and  submit  a  schedule  in  their 
report. 

II.  Insurance. 

At  the  last  annual  town  meeting  it  was  voted  to  establish  and  maintain 
a  municipal  insurance  fund,  and  the  amount  of  $2,000  was  appropriated 
therefor. 

As  stated  elsewhere,  the  Board  decided  to  place  the  Grand  Army  build- 
ing under  this  insurance.  The  original  plan  involved  an  increase  in  the 
amount  of  this  fund  from  year  to  year;  and  it  is  recommended  that  an 
appropriation  of  $2,000  be  made  for  the  year  of  1917  for  Municipal 
Insurance. 

III.   New  Streets. 

Petitions  for  acceptance  of  the  following  streets  have  been  filed  and 
plans  prepared  by  the  Town  Engineer  : 

Arbutus  Road, 
Aspen  Road, 

Bradlee  Avenue  (portion), 
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Harrison  Avenue  (portion), 
Hillcrest  Circle  (portion), 
Magnolia  Road, 
Manton  Road, 
Prospect  Avenue  (portion), 
Sargent  Road  (portion), 
Sheridan  Terrace, 
Stan  wood  Road, 
Stimpson  Road  (portion), 
Walnut  Road. 

IV.  Brooks. 

Phillips  Park  Drain  and  Marshall  Brook. 

At  the  annual  meeting  the  town  appropriated  $7,700  for  the  purpose  of 
building  a  culvert  to  connect  the  Phillips  Park  drain  with  the  Marshall 
brook  outfall,  thus  taking  care  of  a  large  area  which  was  formerly 
drained  by  an  open  brook  through  property  now  occupied  by  the  New 
Ocean  house.  Details  regarding  the  carrying  out  of  this  vote  will  be 
found  in  report  of  the  Water  and  Sewerage  Department,  under  whose 
direction  it  was  done. 

An  extension  was  made  to  the  westerly  portion  of  Marshall  brook,  so 
that  the  drainage  in  that  section  of  the  town  is  now  provided  for. 

V. 

The  Mary  L.  Thomson  Bequest  to  the  Swampscott  Public  Library. 

A  letter  was  received  by  the  Board  from  Professor  Elihu  Thomson, 
stating  that  the  sum  of  $1,000  had  been  bequeathed  to  the  town  by  his  late 
wife  for  library  purposes. 

The  Board  accepted  the  bequest  on  behalf  of  the  town,  and  desires  pub- 
licly to  express  the  appreciation  and  gratitude  of  the  citizens  of  Swamp- 
scott. The  memory  of  the  donor  will  long  be  cherished  by  those  who 
enjoy  the  privilege  of  obtaining  books  from  the  Public  Library.  The 
Board  recommends  that  the  town  confirm  the  acceptance  of  the  gift  with 
proper  acknowledgment,  to  be  recorded  in  the  transactions  of  this  meet- 
ing; also,  that  authority  be  given  for  the  disposition  of  this  sum  under 
the  direction  of  the  Library  Trustees. 

VI.   Building  Inspector. 

By  a  vote  of  the  town  at  the  last  annual  meeting  the  office  of  Building 
Inspector  was  created.  The  Board,  after  careful  consideration,  appointed 
Mr.  Frank  E.  Morrison.  He  is  a  man  of  wide  experience  in  matters  per- 
taining to  this  office,  and  during  the  past  year  has  shown  ability  and 
thoroughness  in  carrying  out  the  work  of  his  department.  This  has 
been  interfered  with  somewhat,  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  Revised 
By-Laws,  which  largely  regulate  the  duties  of  his  office,  had  not  been 
accepted  by  the  town  and  approved  by  the  Attorney-General.  This  has 
now  been  attended  to.  Suitable  forms  have  been  provided,  and  the 
Board  has  established  the  salary  of  the  office  at  $450  per  annum. 

The  Board  recommends  an  appropriation  of  $900  for  the  salary  of 
Building  Inspector  to  cover  the  years  of  1916  and  1917. 
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VII.   Essex  Street  Pavement. 

By  a  vote  of  the  town  at  the  annual  meeting  an  amount  of  $8,500  was 
appropriated  for  the  purpose  of  setting  edgestones  in  Essex  street,  between 
Burrill  and  the  easterly  end  of  Jackson  Park,  to  conform  to  the  new  lines 
laid  out  by  the  County  Commissioners,  also  to  provide  cement-concrete 
roadway  for  this  section  of  the  road.  This  work  involved  re-location  of 
the  street  railway  tracks  and  new  rail.  It  was  first  proposed  by  the  Bay 
State  R.  R.to  extend  the  turn-out  near  the  head  of  Burrill  street,  continu- 
ing the  single-track  northward.  This  was  objected  to  by  the  citizens  at  a 
public  hearing,  and  a  second  proposition  was  made  to  provide  a  turn-out 
at  Jackson  park.  There  was  a  general  demand,  however,  on  the  part  of 
the  citizens  that  this  section  should  be  double-tracked,  which,  looking  into 
the  future,  appeared  to  be  desirable,  both  for  the  railroad  and  for  the 
town.  The  Board,  therefore,  took  the  matter  up  with  the  Bay  State  Rail- 
way, and,  as  a  result,  they  agreed  to  construct  a  double  track,  which  is, 
undoubtedly,  a  great  advantage  to  all  interested  parties. 

Under  a  recent  Act  of  the  Legislature,  the  Bay  State  Railroad,  in  com- 
mon with  other  railway  companies,  was  relieved  of  paving  between  its 
tracks  in  the  State.  This  matter  was  investigated  by  the  Town  Counsel, 
who  advised  that  it  was  necessary  for  the  town  to  carry  out  this  part  of 
the  work.

The  contract  was  let  to  Felix  Dagnese,  who  was  the  lowest  bidder  by 
about  $1,200. 

The  work  was  carried  out  under  the  direction  of  the  Town  Engineer. 
This  has  resulted  in  a  great  improvement  in  that  part  of  the  town, 
and  at  a  later  date,  should  be  continued  with  double  tracks  westerly  to  the 
Lynn  line. 

VIII.    Danvers  Street  Bridge. 

It  was  voted  at  the  annual  town  meeting  to  rebuild  the  Danvers  street 
bridge  over  the  B.  &  M.  R.  R.  The  Board  found  that  this  could  be  done 
to  best  advantage  by  the  railroad  people  themselves,  and  authorized  the 
construction.    Expense  of  this  bride  was  $856.44. 

IX.   Humphrey  Street  Car  Barn,  Bay  State  R.  R. 

Owing  to  the  increasing  demand  for  land  for  residential  purposes,  it 
has  occurred  to  your  Board  that  some  arrangement  might  be  made  with 
the  Bay  State  Street  Railway,  whereby  their  Humphrey  street  car  barns 
might  be  transferred  to  another  location. 
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The  matter  was,  therefore,  submitted  to  the  officials  of  the  Railway 
Company,  who  now  have  it  under  consideration. 

The  plan  seems  to  meet  the  approval  of  the  citizens  of  the  town,  and  we 
trust  that  our  efforts  in  this  direction  will  bring  about  this  improvement. 

X-   State  Armory  for  Swampscott. 

The  attention  of  the  citizens  is  called  to  a  proposition  to  erect  an  Armory 
for  Battery  E,  1st  Regiment  Field  Fifteen  Artillery  within  the  borders  of 
our  town.  In  November  the  officers  of  the  Battery  requested  a  conference 
with  the  Board  in  order  to  place  the  matter  before  them.  As  a  result  of 
this  meeting  the  board  expressed  approval  of  the  plan  and  agreed  to 
cooperate  in  providing  a  suitable  location.  It  also  developed  that  the 
state  expects  to  spend  some  $50,000  if  the  necessary  arrangements  can  be 
made  with  the  town. 

After  a  visit  by  the  Board  and  officers  to  several  points,  preference  was 
expressed  for  the  highland  of  Jackson  park  and  a  piece  of  land  adjoining 
to  the  east  giving  a  total  of  about  20  acres.  Two  tentative  propositions  were 
made  by  the  Board  to  the  battery  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  town. 
Plans  for  the  buildings  were  then  prepared  and  a  second  conference  was 
held  January  19th. 

The  location  desired  by  the  battery  is  the  one  already  referred  to  includ- 
ing part  of  Jackson  park. 

The  Board  believes  that  this  project  is  for  the  best  interest  of  the  town 
and  urges  favorable  action  by  the  citizens  of  Swampscott.  We  recommend 
that  the  Board  be  authorized  to  prepare  and  present  a  bill  before  the  legisla- 
ture praying  for  permission  to  sell  part  of  Jackson  park  to  the  state  for 
the  purpose  of  erecting  an  armory  and  necessary  buildings  for  Battery  E,. 
1st  Regiment  Field  Artillery. 

Special  Appropriations. 

Table  showing  effect  of  special  appropriations  voted  for  1916.  These, 
unlike  the  State,  County  and  Metropolitan  Park  Tax,  can  be  controlled 
by  the  citizens  of  the  town.  For  this  reason,  similar  items  in  the  Town 
Warrant  for  1917  should  be  carefully  considered  by  the  citizens  before 
the  adjourned  meeting,  when  articles  carrying  special  appropriations  must

Sir, — In  accordance  with  your  instructions,  I  have  made  an  audit  of 
the  accounts  of  the  town  of  Swampscott  for  the  period  from  July  1,  1916, 
to  December  31,  19:6,  and  I  submit  the  following  report : 

The  report  submitted  by  me  for  the  first  six  months  of  the  year  1916 
and  this  report  cover  the  transactions  of  the  year. 

The  records  of  the  financial  transactions  of  the  several  departments 
were  checked  to  the  books  in  the  accounting  department. 

The  books  in  the  accountant's  office  were  checked,  the  cash  book  foot- 
ings were  verified,  and  receipts  and  payments  were  checked  and  compared 
with  departmental  reports  and  with  the  selectmen's  warrants. 

Journal  entries  were  examined  and  postings  were  checked  to  the  ledger. 
The  accounts  in  the  ledger  were  listed,  proved,  and  a  trial  balance  taken 
off. 

The  accounts  were  well  kept  and  served  as  an  accurate  check  on  depart- 
mental accounts. 

The  treasurer's  cash  book  was  added,  and  receipts  and  payments  were 
checked  and  compared  with  the  accountant's  books.  The  bank  balances, 
as  shown  by  bank  statements,  were  checked  and  reconciled  with  the 
balance  as  shown  by  the  cash  book. 

The  investments  of  the  sinking,  trust,  and  investment  funds  were 
examined,  checked,  and  compared  with  the  amounts  called  for  by  the 
books. 

Special  deposits  for  the  payment  of  debt  and  interest  were  checked,  and 
unpaid  coupons  were  listed  and  checked  with  the  bank  balances.

Art.  62.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  change  the  name  of  Ontario 
street  in  Swampscott  to  Superior  street,  as  petitioned  for  by  Clarence 
W.  Horton,  et  ah. 

Art.  63.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  construct  a  landing  stage  at 
Blaney  Beach,  and  make  an  appropriation  therefor,  as  petitioned  for  by 
Herbert  T.  Jacobs,  et  ah. 

Art.  64.  To  see  if  the  town  will  construct  a  concrete  pavement  with 
curbing,  on  Essex  street,  from  the  Lynn  line,  easterly,  to  the  present  con- 
crete roadway,  and  appropriate  money  for  the  same,  as  petitioned  for  by 
Oscar  G.  Poor,  et  ah. 

Art.  65.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  resurface  Cedar  Hill  terrace, 
and  appropriate  money  for  the  same,  as  recommended  by  the  Surveyor  of 
Highways. 

Art.  66.  To  see  if  the  town  will  appropriate  the  sum  of  $675,  to  be 
placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Town  Treasurer,  under  the  provisions  of 
Section  1  and  2  of  Chapter  498  of  the  Acts  of  1908.  entitled,  "  An  Act  to 
authorize  cities  and  towns  to  establish  a  pension  fund  for  teachers  in  the 
public  schools." 

Art.  67.  To  hear  and  act  upon  the  Report  of  the  Committee  appointed 
to  investigate  conditions  at  the  sewerage  pumping  station,  and  appro- 
priate money  for  the  same. 

Art.  68.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  $800 
for  the  observance  of  the  Fourth  of  July,  the  money  to  be  spent  under  the 
direction  of  the  Park  Commissioners  and  four  other  citizans,  to  be 
appointed  from  the  floor,  as  petitioned  for  by  Nathan  G.  Bubier,  et  ah. 
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Art.  69.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  construct  a  granolithic  side- 
walk and  put  in  edgestones  on  Paradise  road,  from  the  corner  of  Ellis 
road  to  the  junction  of  Paradise  road,  and  Norfolk  avenue,  along  what  is 
known  as  "  The  Paradise  Road  Playgrounds,"  and  to  construct  a  concrete 
sidewalk  and  put  in  edgestones  from  the  corner  of  Ellis  road  along 
Middlesex  and  Norfolk  avenues  to  the  junction  of  Norfolk  avenue  and 
Paradise  Road,  along  what  is  known  as  liThe  Paradise  Road  Playgrounds, " 
and  appropriate  money  for  the  same,  as  petitioned  for  by  Alfred  F. 
Frazier,  et  als. 

Art.  70.  To  hear  and  act  upon  the  report  of  the  Machon  School 
Building  Committee,  and  appropriate  money  for  the  same. 

Art.  71.  To  see  if  the  town  will  appropriate  a  sum  of  money  for  the 
employment  of  district  or  other  nurses,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  Chapter  72  of  the  Acts  of  1911,  as  petitioned  for  by  H.  M.  Lowd,e/a/i. 

Art.  72.  To  see  if  the  town  will  borrow  the  sum  of  ten  thousand 
($10,000)  dollars,  to  be  used  for  grading,  fencing  and  erecting  stands  at 
Phillips  park,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  312  of  the 
Acts  of  1916,  as  petitioned  by  C.  Irving  Lindsey. 

Art.  73.  To  see  if  the  town  will  appropriate  the  sum  of  one  thousand 
dollars  ($1,000)  for  the  employment  of  a  public  health  nurse,  as  author- 
ized by  Chapter  72.  Section  1,  of  the  Acts  of  191 1,  the  said  nurse  to  be 
under  the  control  and  direction  of  the  Board  of  Health,  as  petitioned  for 
by  Loring  Grimes,  et  als. 

Art.  74.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Health 
to  purchase  an  automobile  for  the  use  of  the  health  officer,  and  appropri- 
ate money  for  the  same,  as  petitioned  for  by  Elias  G.  Hodgkins,  et  als. 

Art.  75.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  resurface  Beach  Bluff  avenue, 
from  the  railroad  track  to  Atlantic  avenue,  the  adjoining  owners  to  pay  a 
portion  of  the  expense  thereof,  and  appropriate  money  for  the  same, 
as  recommended  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

Art.  76.    To  see  if  the  town  will  adopt  the  following  by-law  : 

Chapter  V. 

Section  3.  Every  contract  exceeding  the  sum  of  five  hundred  ($500) 
dollars  shall  be  accompanied  by  security  by  bond  or  otherwise  conditioned 
upon  the  faithful  performance  of  the  same. 

Art.  77.    To  see  if  the  town  will  adopt  the  following  by-law  : 
Chapter  XII. 

Section  4.  Any  person  intending  to  erect  a  dwelling-house  or  other 
building  of  a  character  not  described  in  Chapter  635  of  the  Acts  of  1912 
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shall  make  an  application  in  writing  to  the  Inspector  of  Buildings  for  a 
permit  for  the  erection  of  the  same  on  a  form  furnished  by  such  Inspector. 

He  shall  submit  to  said  Inspector  all  plans  and  specifications  pertaining 
thereto,  and  no  work  shall  be  done  until  a  permit  has  been  issued  therefor. 

No  person  having  obtained  such  a  permit  shall  proceed  with  any  work 
without  first  notifying  the  Inspector  as  to  the  time  such  work  is  to  begin. 

No  permit  issued  by  such  Inspector,  whether  for  a  new  building  or  for 
alteration,  shall  be  in  force  for  a  period  longer  than  one  year. 

Sect.  5.  Any  alteration  in  or  addition  to  any  building  already  erected, 
or  hereafter  to  be  built,  of  a  character  not  described  in  Chapter  635  of  the 
Acts  of  1912,  except  necessary  repairs  thereon,  not  affecting  the  construc- 
tion of  the  external  or  party  walls,  chimneys  or  stairways,  shall,  to  the 
extent  of  such  work,  be  subject  to  these  by-laws,  and  a  permit  therefor  shall 
be  obtained  in  the  manner  described  in  Section  4. 

The  rebuilding  or  repairing  of  any  buildings  which  have  been  damaged 
by  fire  or  other  casualties  shall  be  subject  to  the  restrictions  which  are 
imposed  on  the  erection  of  new  buildings  by  these  by-laws. 

Sect,  i  i  .  The  external  walls  of  any  building  or  any  projection  thereof , 
except  such  as  described  in  Chapter  635  of  the  Acts  of  1912,  shall  not  be 
placed  nearer  than  three  feet  to  the  line  of  dividing  the  premises  upon 
which  such  building  rests  from  the  adjacent  premises. 

Art.  78.  To  appropriate  and  raise,  by  borrowing  or  otherwise,  such 
sum  or  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  for  all  or  any  of  the  purposes 
•mentioned  in  the  foregoing  articles. 

The  polls  will  be  closed  at  sunset. 

And  you  are  directed  to  serve  this  Warrant,  by  posting  attested  copies 
thereof  at  the  Town  Hall,  Depots,  Post  Offices  and  three  other  public  and 
conspicuous  places  in  the  town,  seven  days  at  least  before  the  time  of 
holding  said  meeting. 

Hereof,  fail  not,  and  make  due  return  of  this  Warrant,  with  your 
doings  thereon,  to  the  Town  Clerk,  at  the  time  and  place  of  meeting  as 
aforesaid.
